Cturicature CoUecti&g. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Is anybodv laylue by examples of the picture-posters 
ivbicb enlivened tbe General Eleottoni of 1910? la 
anybody making a portfolio of the best things by F. 0. 
Gould and E. T, Reed? Why not? Colleotlng 
interest and Talne will attach to them in the years to 
come, as well as historical meaning. 

What lies before me at this moment is not exactly a 
cui’icatura ; it is a printer's proof of Tenniera most 
famous cartoon, the Ilropping the Pilot.” Yon remem- 
ber that great page in Punch if It caused a European 
sensatiou. Bismarck, in a pilot- jacket, was shown 
descending the gangway from the liner, while the 
crowned captain of the Ou tnania wist fully watched 
him retire. 

When Mr. Swain had out the lines of that drawing 
in a block of boxwood he '' pulled ” a few proofs of it 
to see if it looked all right, and one of those proofs is now 
mine. Any proof before letter ” is more valuable than 
tbe final print. 

A British Art. 

The political cartoon is not peculiar to these islands, 
blit it is mainly a British product. The political cartoon 
has never flourished bo well elsewhere. Caricatures 
are common to all ages and peoples, bnt. iigaiii, political 
caricatures have Ijeeii particularly British. Rowlandson, 
Gillrtiy, mid Cniickahank are the great past names in 
that line, but many unknown artists practised it, on 
pottery as well as. upon paper. 

The Willett colicction of pottery and porcelain 
illustrative of British histoi-y, now in tlio Brighton 
Museum, conlains many examples of mugs, jugs, luiflis, 
statuettes, and plnqUes which in shape or in decoration 
ore caricatural. Most of these, porhapH, and certainly 
most of the caricatures on paper, had reference to the 
Jong strugglo between our country and Napoleon. 

A QvotsfioA. 

In a fine book just published at two guineas, two 
Tolumes issued by Lane, I find the following passage : 


” The most popular form of caricature ip vogue during 
the last decade of the eighteenth and the first two 
decades of the nineteenth centuries was an oblong folio 
sheet. These prints were bought in large numbers, 
and cost on an avera^ one shilling when coloured and ^ • 
sixpence if plain. When exhibited in the windows of 
publishers they attracted crow'ds which frsauently 
blocked the pavement, and seriously interfered *witk the 
trafiio. Publishers were accustomed to * let out * port* 
folios filled with caricatures for thedelectatiopof guests 
at evening parties. 

“The folio print was, however, only one of many ’ . 
sliapes in which Napoleon was satirised on this side 
the Channel. The caricaturing of Napoleon was .almost 
an universal as the fear he excited and tiie detestatipn in 
which he was held. It extended to vignettes on political 
broadsides, and tho headings of political songs; to 
iiiiitation banknotes and theatrical bills; to pocket- 
handkerchiefs; to fans, valent iucs, jest-books, watch 
ilials and papers, and tobacco- wrappei's. It inviided 
the games, puzzles, and |)rimers of the children, figured * 
on playing-cards, lottery-tickets, snuif-boses, pipe- 
howls, and w.'ilking-sticks, and afforded eougonial 
occupation for the pottei .-^ of Worcester, Derby, Leeds, 
Bristol, and Stailordsliire.’' 

That quotation, whi^h shows how wide a field exists 
for a gleaner of caiicaliires, is taken from the book 
above mentioned. A'.!po!^on in Oarinriture, 1795 1Si!l, 
written by that thorough collector and reliable author,

THINGS- COMING. 

. By MNOLD WHITE. 


T^^qs aihdad arc always intcrestiii". Unlike 
Khinga asjieni which we have passed lu the day’s 
rwi or the centuiy^’s r*un, thiiigs ahead appeal to 
imagination. Any man looking calmly back at 
the events of the last hundred years must be prepared, 
not only for the restlessness of the masses, but to 
expect efforts more or Jess successful to oust 
the tipper and middfo classes fiom their coutrpl of 
the executive machine. 

A Labour Ministry in the United Kingdom is now 
no more improbable than the idea of a. liabour 
Ministry in Australia twenty years ago. Even as 
heavy rainfall on slab rock mountain sides descends 
into the valley where the river rushes furiously to 
the sea, so the great Social Movement is strictly in 
accordance W'ith eternal law. Many of my personal 
friends sincerely believe that the Socialist inovcinent 
in England is the woik of a few wicked agitators. 
In Germany many mtelligeiit people believe that 
Social Democracy was called into being by Bismarck's 
policy. 

Xhese British and German optimists hirther 
believe that the “ wicked agitators ” could be foiled 
by firmness on the part of their rulers ; that there is 
some magic form of words which, can prcvetit tie* 
democratic torrents from the mountain doscciuling to 
the valley. The misconception %vould be amusing 
jf men were children and women were not wliat they 
^arc. To dam a stream in full spate docs not s<?iid 
the water back to the place from wlionco it cariu*. 
The river overflows its banks and people arc drow ned 
in the flood or poisoned by the typhoid germs that 
follow the subsiding of the w’aters. 

Instead of preventing the people from sharing in 
political life, the only available form of efficient 
leadership is to aid them enter it, to educate them 
with r(**al education, to deepen the channel, remove! 
obstacles, and accept the fnighty rushing waters 
.. of democracy as incontrovertible fact. 

We arc all equal in the field of prophecy, but I 
cannot feel the terror felt and exjiresscd by so many 
;cf my friends at the gathering strength of the Social 
Movement. 

* l^osc who abhefi^* most completely the ideas to 
tv’hich I cling, and who advocate views that to me are 
repugnant, are subject to the same conditions of 
aorrow, of birth, death, marriage, youth, old age, 
friendship, treachery, fidelity, hate, health, and hope - - 
and a huAdred other things— exactly as 1 am. What 
I see, therefore, in the near future is not that human 
^ nature vsrill change, but that larger and larger numbers 
' human beings will imdcratand* the limitations of 
lifo. ' It is not only the capitalist W'ho will learn that 
water does not run up hill. 

The great idea behind the Social Movement is the 
intprovement of the environment of the masses. It 
is hckl that with improved environment men will 
become gentle, generous, clean, faithful, and happy. 
. I do not observe in the history of the world that 
impi^^ved environment has hitherto produced any of 
^ these efleots on a Urge scale. In the last forty years 
^ i^e conditions of life for manual labourers have 
j^atly impi!Oved, Nevertheless them is a marsh of 


swamped humanity which is bettor desdrihed/as fljia 
submerged quarter than the subineicged tentk ^ 
Manners are worse, knowh'4ge of fa^ ho bettcar,. 
and the sense of wrong is often an illusion^* 

Improved environment is. desirable on all grounds,, 
but one of the discoveries democracy is destined tb 
stumble upon before we are much older is that 
improved environment is no more a rem^y for the 
evils springing from the fecundity of uidit parasites 
than the use of rifles to stop discontent of the able- 
bodied fooclless. The. middle class to which 1 befong ' 
have almost disqualified themselves from handling * 
the great problems ahead of us by concentrating -on 
money-making and aloofness from war. The wars of 
Britain have been fought and the Empire has been 
built bj'the deaths and sacrifices vit aristocrats and the 
labouring classes. Hunger is our recruiting Sergeant 
to-day. Ninety-five per cent, of the recruits of the 
British Army como in because other employment 
is lacking. The froth and the dregs of society to 
the middle classes are the aristocracy and the . 
labourers, who have fought for and won what the * 
bourgeoisie enjoVs. 

Two things wc may count as assured. First, that 
the middle classes will begin a class war of their own, 
and, .'secondly, that the burdens of Empire, which have, 
not been fairly borne by the middle class, to whieli . 
I belong, will cither be more fairly appoitionod or 
the middle class will go to the wall. Much depends, 
of course, upon whether people fight with clean 
wert})oiis and light fair. J have» o interest in flatter- 
ing the Labour Party, but several years of House 
of Commons (‘xpcrience by Labour men has convinced 
the majority opposed to them that in the essentials of 
which the label is the word '' gentleman ” the Labour 
Party have nothing to fenr by comparison wMtli any 
of tbeir fellow members. 

Another aspect of llio near future will be the 
treatment of individuals, each of whom is little 
more than a parasite — a sac with reproductiv’^c 
organs. Atro2)hy is more rapid among parasitic 
than any other form of life. The coming clash of 
w’hite and yellow men must be on the industrial 
plane, Wlion the factory system sweats Asiatics by 
the hundred million, white democracy wW look back 
on the Utopia of the earlier Socialists with sombre 
regret. There will be no place for a sac with repro- 
ductive organs. In Asia there are approximately 
ft5(),000,(KK) people. The birth rate of Asia* per 
family probably exceeds the birth rate of the avora||(e ' 
British parent. So long as the Asjatic remainit in 
Asia, white races with sea power hold Asiatics at 
their mercy. Numbers do not count to him who 
commands the sea. When the leaders of the Social 
Movement learn that Asiatics arc not to be excluded . 
from vast food-producing territorios by writing 
words in ink on parchment, and calling it law, they 
will be in a position tq explain to their followers 
that national energy must be conoentratod oa securing 
the uncontrolled food sources of the world. ' 

The soils of Australia and Africa are scarocly 
scratched. Notwithstanding the cities on the. coast 
the white naan in Australia has not roa&y 
resources of the island contiuedt. . In Alrtci|, ;|c>Cid 
stuSs, and raw material, and clothii^ coA bji'plM)- 
ducod in’ any quantity so long (W^ffiiglandv»\coial

“WHO’S WHO IN PANTOMIME.” : 

Bjr r. MORON HOWASD. 


Sons of 79^, BO donVt, haTO aem toea a pantomime. 
1 once had an aunt who abeohitel^ 'bdaeted about nerer 
having been to a pantomime. Siro, however, now lives 
in Peckham. So m warned in time* 

But ahonld you now rush off at onoe to see a nanto- 
mime» and thus avoid being condpuaned to Peolcham, 
^ there is a likelihood that, in your ignorance, you may 
oonfiise the characters. You might, for instance, mis- 
take thw Dame for the Fairy Queen, and then you'd be 
horribly bewildered. Tp prevent such errors, I have 
compiled this little guide. 

Those of yon who have already seen a pantomime 
may possibly be feeling strong enough by now to go 
again — just to take the kiddies, of 0001*80. In that case, 
you can hand Ibis guide to the children. This will save 
them asking a lot of questions, and will allow you more 
time to focus your opera- glaenes properly. 

First of all, there is the Principal Boy. Do not be 
misled by appearaTices ; the Principal Boy is no gentle* 
man, and sometimes, but quite oocasionally, no lady 
cither. This character is always call the Principal 
Boy, though at times accuracy should demand, instead, 
the label “Principal Middle-Aged Party." But, really, 
this Boy person is rather a diffioult subject to write 
about. Sudicient be it to say that, while o^inary mates 
hoist their slacks," Principal Boys invariably hoist 
their tights. Also, some Principal Boys are bom great, 
some achieve greatness, and quite a number put it on 
themselves in neat little pads. 

Next comes the Principal ^irl. Now, she really w a 

f irl— or WM , . . onoe. It is the duty of the 
'rincipal Girl to make lieliere that she is protending 
to brieve that the Principal Boy is not a girl pretending 
tc be a boy. Bead this over again, slowly, and perhaps 


yen'll be devrer on this point thati 1 am. ThePrineipal 
Girl is the heroine of twe pantomime { the hero is the 
man who goes to see the show twice. Some Principal 
Girls are really bom actresses , . . but they've 
mwn out of it somehow. I once fell in love with a ^ 
Principal Girl. Even then, and it was years a^o, she 
was old enough to be my mother. She is still Principal 
Girling. But this, of course, must be an exceptional 
case. 

By the WAT. the Principal Boy and Giri both sing at 
odd moments. The refreshment bars are usually at 
the bac^k of the dress circle. 

On the last night of the pantomime people give the 
Principal Boy and Girl flowers. I’ve often fqjlt like 
sending a wreath myself. . 

Then there is the Fairy Queen. Persoually, I don’t 
believe in fairies. Tlie Fairy Queen appears in the 
first act to say ** 1 will" — just like that! Theh you 
don’t sec lier again till the last act, when she steps in 
and says sonic thiug nice, which Is lost in the noise of 
people leaving their seats. It must be very die- * 
iieartening Ui be a Fairy Queen. 1 am glad 1 am not 
one. 

Next we have the chief comedian. Ho gets money 
for being what he is. so that ought to be some corn- . 
penaatioutx> him. At the same time, 1 really think we 
ought to spare a little of our sympatliy for his i)Oor 
mother. 

It is the comedinn’s duty to l*e funny, and 
mostly he tries to do his duty. The comedian works 
up hia part for himaclf. so you need never accuse him 
ot stealing someone elsc’s jokes. You can always 
recognise the chief comedian at once — he has a red 
nose and " blue " lines. Some comedians are genuinely 
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funny— bnt. there ai’e more pantomimeA than real 
comodiane. 

• The Dame is a comedian, too. only he has a bklrt and 
claatic-eided boots to help him to be funny. The Dame 
is the character who waxes g^armlous conocrnin;; the 
*. aumtory indisoretiona of the lodgor, the punij^etit 
aroma of decayinsr kippers, and the acrobatic actlrity 
of rijM cheese. Indeed, tbo Dame is not so much a 
comedian as a homo for aged and decrepit jokes. 

The knockabout couiediiins are the two men who talk 

* a lot while the palace scene is being set. Tt is their 
duty to come oif the stage the moment the shigo* 
manager claps his hands. Knockabout comedians 
have a distroHsing habit of falling about all over the 
stage, and fdiey knock each other down every time they 
eaivt thihk of anything to say. This is the real reason 

• why knockabout comedians are seldom invited 
nowadays toat-hornes in the moat exclusive circles. 

The second boy and girl nUo figure on the programme. 
Thev ^lo A song and jigglc'dance in the second act. 
They also understudy the principal boy and girl. The 
second boy and girl are keen critics of acting, especially 
of thf) principal boy's and girl's acting. The second 
boy wears the customarT, well, undress of “ boys/* She, 
too, is often one of those divinities that shape their 

• ends . . . with sawdust. 

Then there is the herald. 1 don't know why they put 

* her in at all, really, unless she's got a contract by 
mistiike. There is, however, one redeeming feature 
about the herald — who never sings. -» 

The chorus girls are those ladies who walk on 
and off tbo stage at intervals, just to prove the 
management don't mind spending a bit of money. 
Chorus girls are of two kinds, front rows 
;uid makeweights. Makeweights, again, may be 
divided into two classes, good old-bave-beena and 
poor-oid-nevor-wero-orti. (Jhorus girls’ dresses begin at 
tlio last moment and leave off the next. Off the stagi*, 
chorus girls ha\e a liking for scalHkm: ou the stage, 
they wear a good deal of bear-p.kin (tind if there's 
anything wrong with that last word it’s the printer's 
fault). 

The supers are those men who apparentlyjhold nightly 
competitions to discover who can bold a tin spear in the 
Krlliest way. They all win in turn. Sui)er.<i are a 
Icifairely but molanckoly lot. They toil not, neither do 
they grin. But then the average super seldom has a 
friend doing the glad-e\e act at him all the evoniug. 

The jiroducer is the man w'ho comes on and bows just 
aK the curtain is coming down. 1 don’t know why ho 
comes out, unless it’s to show he’s not a coward, 
anyway. 

Then there is the stagedoor- keeper ; but what have you 
got to do with him I’d like to know, ch ? 

Also, there is the author. Poor fellow.

Pckifisese and Piak Nosct. 

At the raceni bIiowb in London, some Pekingese 
puppies ^ith pink or flesh coloured noses have hern 
•een. Tbis must be an undesirable point which should 
at once disqualify. Technically such a nose is called 
“a Dudley ” A fighting dog (bull and terrier or bulldog) 
■O Coloui'cd came from Dudley. That was more than a 
^generatiou of man ago. The Dudley nose is supposed 
to show itself when tbeixs is great closenc&s of lilood. 
Dudicy-uosed Pekingese >Vill not do. 

Wcst'cad Show. 

There is to be a large alUrouud show at the Itoyal 
Horticultural Hall, "Westminster, on fit h January, und»'r 
the auspices of the South-Western Dog Society. Mr. 
Higgs, the secretary, tells me the entries are marvellously 
good^. The lliggacs belong to one of the most proriib 
tient families of dog-fanciers in England. Their father, 
a tea merchant, was a Sheriff of the City of London, 
Dog Shows on Ships. 

Large dog shows will be held during the autumn on 
tbe big liners returning to America from England, 
llicb Americans always purchase dogs in England. 
Therefore it may be expected that from fifty to a hundred 
dogs will be on each of the more fashion;) hie ships. 
The new mammoth Olympic and Britannic will l>e among 
these, and arrangements have, it is heard, been already 
made with Spratta Patent to provide the bench ing 
for these trail sutl antic exhibitions. The first important 
marine dog show was held last year on the Adriaiic. 


Harry Lauder and Dok«. 

Harry Lauder the comedian is at present in the 
Theatre Uoyal, Glasgow, panto. Always fond of dogs, 
he has now started a kennel of Irish terriers, having 
purchased, among others, Babam Baronet from Mr. 
Harry Malix. Mr. Lauder has owned some very good , 
bulldogs. While in America, he purchased prominent 
Boston terriers — speidmeris of a variety or breed which 
promises to hcconio popular in England. 

Tke Boom in Senlykama. • 

Sealyham terriers will certainly he a great attraction - 
at Cruft's show in February. This is the fox-hunting 
season, and everyone is talking about those short- 
legged. game lerriorK, wliioh are moat suitable for going 
into the smaller places whore foxos, otters, and other 
vermin find ivfiige. The FiM is giving great ^pro- 
luiiieuoe to a discusbiou on the breed. About tlio best 
dog living of the variety is Ding, tbe propeaty of 
Dr. and Mrs. Wilson, of Ilii\*cifordweBt. The old town 
is practically tbe home of the Sealyham terrier, which 
is sometimes called the liook or Edwardes terrier. < 

Welsh Springer Spaniels. 

This is the now breed wiiich U being sent to America. 
The United States is the lH>st market for British dogs. 

A springer spaniel is a gun dog used for springing, 
arousing gninc. WolhL springers iiuve white bodies 
with rod markiiig.-j. English springers have white bodies 
with liver or brown markings. Doth arc most useful 
and have a peculiar hark when they are close on or 
“spring’* game. Th« sportsman may 
detect the particular l)ird, or wliethei' it 
is a hare or rabbit that lias been found 
in the covert by his springer spaniel, by 
the note of the dog's voice. Any springer 
should be over lb. in weight. 

New Kennel Club Premises. 

Tbe Kennel Club, with its enormous 
business and club quarters, has found it 
vei*y ditflcult for some years Ui dis- 
cover suitable premises. The second 
week in January will find its ofiicials 
filially housed at 2 Saville flow, W. 
Here, too, will bo found accommodation 
for the Jjadics* Kennel Association — a 
branch of the leading kennel club of 
the world. 

Dogs and Crime. 

Major E. II. Bichardson claims that 
if the police had had propejly trained 
dogs w'ith them during the Hoiinds- 
diteb bhootiug affair, the miscreantR 
could not have got away. As to that, 
it may be surmised that if they still 
hud ammunition for their revolvers, 
it might also have bgcn bud for the 
dogs, which, however, do not offer so 
good a target. With trained dogs, the 
(»flicei'B of law and order would ob- 
viously bo better prepai'ed to deal with 
such criminals.

Earth and lintiven seem liO meet and mix together in 
a fantasy of fading apparitions, mountains dissolving 
in eioiids, and clomls dissolvi ug in mounlains. There 
is nothing in tho world so bowitching as Iho dance 
of the sunlight on the misty Wicklow Hills.

“Sburo, the weather isn’t worth talking about/* said 
a b.irofooU^d Irish gossoon, after several days of 
resolute rain. 1 heard many amusing stories, but 
the most riotously droll was the iruc, veracious, and 
authentic liarrati VO of an Lri.sli magistrate’s de£(*at and 
discomfiture in a bout with an Irish repoiier. It is a 
story that is Irish through and through. The 
amazing absurdity of it could hardly bo matched in 
any other country.

Costumes.

A large oolieotion (vf these was 
recently dispersed from a small village in Nottingham- 
shire. The collection l)eloiiged to dn elderly gentleman 
who lived at a Hull, and was a collector indeed ! Ho 
bad furnished Ibe upper rooms of bis fine old mansion 
with >jlixal>etban and Jaeobenii beds, chests, coffers, 
and furniture to inatcii, and h:id taken down all the 
doors, so tlifit the rooms stood fn finilv. The better to 
show off his large collection of old costumes, he bad. at 
some time or other, bought up the whole stock of a 
travelling Avax works show', and he drossed the figures, 
put them to bed, or set them beside the beds as if in 
attendance on the sick or dying: so that ghastly effigies 
-—Die Avax had nob been repaired or lepainted -■ of 
celebrated criminals, such a.s Weave and Mrs. Manning, 
all clad in costly costumes of the olden times, stood 
about those uppcj* rooms, and even by daylight made a 
night-mareish, ncrvc-shaking show', "But all that is over 
now; 1 wonder Avbitbcr those? beautiful costumes are 
gvAue ? 

Fine examples of embroidcTcd coats, long-sleeved 
vests, bodices, and petticojits, may be seen in the capital 
little local iniismim at Peterborough, and the Victoria

Sometimes you come across a beautifully needle- 
worked cover tor the sheath of a di'ess-sword For the 
men of thosh days delighted in embroideries, and had 
their coats and waistcoats adorned in this wise, upon the 
•pockets, and along the edges of the lapels, the iront. tlie 
tails, and the sleeves. In the eighteenth century the 
fashion for English noblemen and gentry was to gel 
their silken costumes made and decorated in Paris, just 
as it is the fashion in Franco to get tailoi*ed from 
London to-day. 

. English Secnlar Embroidery ” is an excellent guide 
to collectors. Perhaps in the next edition the author 
will add a chapter of warnings and tests against fraud.

Our manners have 
certainly improved. We have borrowed a little from 
the professedly polite nations, and, dist-arding the 
brusquerie tliat became riidene.ss on the slightest 
p^text, we are increasingly courteous to all but 
complete strangers, and new graces adorn uiir social 
inWrcourse. 

We have^ broader ideaji of art, have grown to care 
for music, and have forsworn tlie narrowness of 
judgment that left the whole continent quoting our 
word ** shocking ! *' in gentle derision of extreme 
British propriety: but of what Avere considered 
peculiarly — and admirable — British characteristics, 
many are disappearing. 

Nowhere is the Englishman of tradition so ardently 
believed in a.s on the Continent, an I the foreign critic 
visiting us for the tiret time !.<« now frequently 
astoiiislied. He is particularly surprised at our 
growing frivolity and love of amusement, for ho 
clings to liis belief that we are a “serious nation.** 
What ho sees of our diversions, and the extent of 
them, leads to a I’eeonstruotion of his ideas. 

One has i>nly to look round London and see the 
large num1)cr of new building.s for amusements that 
are everywhere springing up— halls for riiiking, 
pioture-thoatres, and ItKial iiiusic-halls — to realise 
that the pursuit of pleasure is not confined to the 
upper classes. Sport, whicli oci'upies an increasing 
iXQOunt of the nation’s time, has, at least, the 
recoitinrii ndation of l)eing healthy, but the regrettable 
fact is that more money and energy are being spent 
jvery year in amusements not only senseless, but 
lemoralising, which crt*ate an atmosphere of excite- 
ifent that must in the end have its effect on the 
mtional hcuilth. 

Nothing is more significantly modern than youth’s 
mtspoketi claim to the “ right ** to enjoyment, and 


its refusal to contract tie^t that Would to any extent 
interfere with it. 

Home life, in the old sense, i^ disappearing, and 
families are no longer united when all the members 
have separate interests and go their own way* 

It may seem curious to quarrej with humanitarian* 
ism, but much of what passes under that name to-day 
is merely sentimentalism revelling in lamentation 
and recoiling delicately from disagreeable facts. 
The conscience of ** the policeman of Europe ** haa 
become enervated, his emotions too easily moved. 
We have grown “ soft/* and physical comfort looms 
large in our ideas. Heroism is now considered 
chiefly in its material sense, and the toil, privation, 
and self-denial, which played so Large a part in the 
beginning of some of our great careers, make no 
appeal to latter-day commonsense, which prefers b 
small certainty to the greatest possibility. 

Crimes of jealousy and rovonge Irave grown alurm- 
iiigly frequent, revealing a diseased egotism from 
which the nation could Iioik? nothing in an hour of 
need, and are being regarded with increasing 
lenienc}’. One can imagine at no distant date the' 
“unwritten law being siiroessfully plj^aded before 
British juries. Outbimks of public hysteria are easy 
to remember, and there are many indications to show 
that the once unemotional Englishman finds increas- 
ing enjoyment in “ letting himself go ** in crowds and 
and in private affairs. 

Thus we have changed most in what were once 
thought to be particularly our own characteristics, 
and not altogether along lines natural to us. Great 
Britain has bi»oome Oontiuentalisod, but whether it 
is merely a surface* change, a temporary fashion, 
the next occasion of national difficulty end distress 
Avill show. Possibly we shall then roturn tiO our old 
ideals of thought and conduct, for even if they were 
faulty, there are few new ones to-day that take 
their place.

Montmartre and the Latin Quarter Not the \i^ole of Franee. 



T It is a sa^ing^ throuplioui the olTiliaed world that 
there are no children in France. Boneflean ia snpposed 
to be the last Frenchman who had offspring, and he was 
BO ashamed of his deviation from the norm ul that he 
disowned the Impeachment and scattered his heirs on 
hospital doorsteps. Since then Fi’ance has had no hirth- 
rate to speak of ; it is a commonplace of general infor> 
nation that the population is dying out. 

For, of course, you can't have everything even in 
PangJo88*8 best of possible worlds. There is the Latin 

S uaiter, and Montmartre,* and the Boul. Micbe., u.iid 
le Moulin Rouge, and the boulevards ; and the price 
of such things comes high. How Parisian they all are, 
thinks the outside world. These are the liigh lights of 
France whicli cast their lure over the channel and 
across the Atlantic, and draw the stranger within 
Gallic gates. He joiirneys gaily' from the Quarter to 
Moutmartra, revels in the frank and polished immomlity 
of it all, rejoices in his escape from Puritanism, snaps 
his fingers and ejaculalea *• AVt, bien ! ” 

What a whirl of life at Montmartre, with its showy 
little music-halls, riotous and expensive supper- houses, 
startling side-shows, and all-night restaurants, with 
their fountuiiis of champagne at ‘JO franc-s a bottle! 
Polyandi'ons females and polygamous males hold the 
•tage at every turn, a motley of jesters in paper caps 
and baby frocks. Hero is your true Paris— the Paris of 
the boulevardier who dues his business over marble 
tables, cements his social connections through head 


waiters and the lady at the pay desk ; the Paris oC 
journalism's daily scandals, intrigues of politicians, 
squalid machinations of stage folk, and the Dickerings 
of aHists and writers ! 

But why amplify the details P Are they not familiar 
far and wide as the living features of gay Par e P And 
is it surprising that the price of such things is highP 
So high, indeed, that the stern sociologist is not 
bewildered there are no children in France. 

There is opportunity here for natural but misleading 
error. For who would believe the assertion that hardly 
one in ten of those seasoned rake.t« at Montmartre is a 
Pan^ian or even a .bVenchmanP This would be to 
destroy a fundamental principle of general information. 

And yet there are those who contend that, the 
sparkling life of the boulevards is not the real Pariskm 
life after all. They would take us into the home of the 
boulevardier, a tiny castle hatUcmeiited and guarded 
against boulevardism, and show ns such u dombsliu 
piece as this: In that tiny castle j>a}iu, who is a 
famous journalist out of doors, lifts gentiyr the curtain 
of the cot where the little cruuiple-raced, blacic-haired 
baby sleeps, looks with a great tenderness and w'lthoiit 
a shade of tlm Englishman's vrnu'niisi^ hvuk, and says, 
quite honestly and purely, and witliont the Kitiallcst 
sense of the ludicrous ; Mou chcr, believe me, tlicre is 
the best page 1 ever wrote.” 

So there arc children in Francf, in Paris even, after 
all!

It is shock 
enough to learn tiicre arp children in 
France ; it is still inoi-e disconcerting 
to bo told that although those c.hildren * 
are at the disposal of other j^>}U‘euts 
they must bo returned. Not to 
multiply explanations, the mwardness 
of this topsy-tuj’vy situation is that 
there are a number of French parents 
who are seriously, concerned as to the 
ideas of their manners and morals 
which are current in the outside world ; 
they object to their entire nation 
being jndgpd by French novels and I 
plays and the whited iglit pledsures of 
Paris. Hence the “ Society of Inter- 
national Exchange of Childien.”

Their ambition is 
that their young guests may leave behind them a bundle of 
national pivjudices and errors and carry home a stock 
of new and inier ideas of the country and the people 
among whom they have sojourned. 

Although the society ia but young, numerous ex- 
changes have already taken place, and branches have 
been cstabiishod in London and 13 erliii. The method 
of workiug is exceedingly simple. Thus all applicants 
who wish to send a boy or girl abroad ai*e furnished 
with a qiiCBiioii form to dll up, and, if all the answers 
are satisfactory the books of the society are examined 
to fiinl whether there is a corresponding demand. If 
BO, the parties are placed in comuiuiiicatinn, and when 
the exchange is completed the boy or girl becomes a 
xneml^er of the new family and is treated exactly as the 
other chi! dren of the circle. 

A syK'cimeti or two from the books of the society may 
bo cited as concrete iJliiKtrations. Here, tlien, is a 
profcrtsor of the Lycce of M who desires an exchange 
tor his djMightcr. aged nineteen, for four or six months. 
Ho liuK two other diiughters iiged eiglit and lifteen, and 
wt>uld take a boy or girl between lifteen and twenty. 
Again, a Paris real estate agent wishes to exchange his 
daughter, aged fifteen, for a year and is willing to take 
a girl of tliirteiui to fifteen, who will have a girl of nine 
for conipai'iou. 

Up to the present all the exchanges have Ik^cii 
arranged between Germany and England, but the 
odicials of tiic society contemplate including America 
in the sphere of their o]>erati(>ns. When that wider 
Held is covered, and by the time the twentieth century 
is drawing to a close, it< may be that Rousseau will be 
no Jongei* regardccl as the last French father or 
IVloiitmarti’e acc^epted as u microcosm of Gallic life*

HUMAfa WOLVES AT BAY^ pf’ 

Some Parallels to the Stepney Siege. . . r.'' « 


^ Thk unpraoetleul/cd eight hours' siege in a mean street 
In Stepney the other day, has nevertheless bad parallels 
ia some of its fhatnres. For instance, in the Tottenham 
and Walthamstow affray of January, the elder 

brigand* Jacob Lapidus, held Oak Cottage, Hale End 
or Higham's Park, where ho turned at bay, for some 
time, against a mob of pursuers many of whom wen^. 
armed ; and he iiiot'<‘Over oomiiiitted suicide rather than 
Coffer capture. V’^oileys were tired through the windows 
by the besiegers, and tlie hesieged, man fired out in 

closest parallel wo have had in London itself was 
' tho famous Cato-stroct Criuspiracy in 18:20, the year of 
the accession of George TV, to the I'lirone. A man named 
Arthur Thistlowood was the leader of the gang, which 
consisted of some twenty or thirty persons. The design 
was to miu'der all the Oahiiiet Ministers when they 
. should l>e assembled at, a dinner at L<ird Harrowby 's, and 
then start a revolution, break open tho prisons, and set 
fire to Loudon, in the confusion plundering tho banks. 
The plot miscarried through one of the gang informing 
jtfaeaut hoi i ties, uud wo liave another resemblance to the 
Steimey affair in the police with a squad of the Guards 
raiding a leftover u stable in Cato- street, off Edgware- 
road, wliei'e the plotters were met in conclave. Tho 

a cd inou showed fight, dashed out the lights, and 
on the invaders, one policeman being ivouuded by 
Thistlowood. In this case the iluards, also brought 
from the Tower, wore Coldstreaujci-H. Nine of ttie 
desperadoes were captured, and Thistlowood and four 
others were executed, the remainder being transported. 

The nearest approach, perhaps, to the Stepney siege 
was probably the last stand in 1880 of the infamous

libes a chap wot*s teen acthrs ssrvies aad haea under 
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Kelly gang of bushrangers in Aiisti'alia. A bush-hotel 
at B place called Glenrowan was “ stuck up ” by the four 
outlaws, and word was telegraphed to ibe police head- 
quarters. With the greatest promptitude a bundled 
armed constables were at once conveyed by a special 
train to the spot from Melboui*ne, and the hotel was 
surrounded and besieged.^ Heavy fusillades were ex- 
changed by the desperadoes and i he police, and presently 
one of the ouHaws cnine stalking forth with a revolver 
ill either hand, firing right and left at the besiegers 
mid daring them to come on. The police fired a 
volley at him. He did not even stagger ; tlio shots 
seemed to have no cfft^ct. Something like ;i panic 
seized the police. Was the i*ufliiin human ? At length 
a bullet struck the desperado in the leg. He fell. A 
rush was made for him and he was secured, when it was 
found he was wearing a complete suit of plate armour 
under his overcoat, with a cylindrical helmet. He had 
had the armour nmdeoutof old ploughshares and boilei*- 
iron, and it was bullet-proof, though dented with Ronie- 
thing like a score of bullot-marUs. 'J’he siege of tl»e 
hotel went on until one of the oilier three ruftians was 
shot dead and the pliice caught fire. Like the Stepney 
desperadoes, the two remaining inonibers of the gang 
then committed suicide and their bodies were found in 
the ruins. Ned Kelly, the captured chifd* of tho gang, 
was hanged. 

There was the case of a madman hi the Wv‘.st Country 
who held a cottage against all coiuors feu* a couple of 
days, aud not a week ago in France we had a case of a 
thief threatened with arrest barricading hinitseif in a 
loft and besieged by the police mujvailingly for hours. 
The despeitado shot his owm father dead av hen the old 
man approached Ids deii to remonstrate vvich him, and 
eventually killed himseir. 

Then, again, there was the notorious “ Fort Olmbrfd ’* 
siege in Paris, where the tiremeu used thoir hosepupes 
to Avash out the besieged. Ncv(u*theleKS8, these lield out 
for a week and then rather ingloriously surrendered 
through lack of proviKions. 

Artillery lias lieen brought np boff»re now over in 
Ainenca* by niilitiu, to bombard outlaws eiiircuclied in 
a strong and practiiuilly impregnable poBiiioii. 

In 1874 a little boy, four years old, Aiv'as kidnapped 
near Philadelphia, the affair creating the greatest sen- 
sation. Tho parenis were fairly AA'ijll-to-do and the 
motive Avas supposed to be blackmail. ('Crtainly letters 
demanding a ImaA’y rartsoiii wero sent to tho distracted 
pai*ejiU. but no atleuipts were made by the ruffians to 
secnit^ the ransoui, possibly owing to tho extraordinary 
methods adoxited by the poliw to run them to earth. 
Six months elapsed and it was discovered that the kiiU 
iiappers were two men named AVilliam Mosher and 
Joseph Douglas. The two wanted men, hunted from 
pillar to post, turned burglaia in the desperate hope of 
securing money to take them out of the country. They 
broke into the villa of •! udge van Brunt, of the Supreme 
Court of New York. The house was shut up, the judge 
and his family being away. A brother of the judge's, 
however, lived near and was roused by an alarm-bell 
connected with the premises ringing violently. Mr. ran 
Brunt armed himself, his sou, and Iavo men-servants, 
and the four besieged the two Imrglars in th<} lonely 
house, exchanging fusillades with the pair. The bnrglurs 
attempted a dash for liberty but wero both shot down, 
one being killed outright. The other man oi*awled 
back inside the house, and kept firing fiYjm it, although 
niorlally wouude^/ until his ammunition was spent, 
when, reinforcements arrivlug, the house was. entered, 
and he was found dying. 

“It’s no use lying now,*' he said. “I’m Doi^loa,. 
aud the other man is Mosher. We stole Oharjey .Eoss^ 
but 1 don't know whej*e he is now ; only Mosher knew.?’

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THE POPE AND MIXED MARRIAGES.

In writinf; about luiblic afl’airs in London Opinion 
I try to bcr truthful and b> ladp luy readers to <»et at 
the truth. Every we(*k I receive, letters from corre- 
Bpondents in various parts of 1 lie. kinj^doiu. Soiiu* <»f 
them agree with me ; others disagree. But 1 value 
the latter oven uioro Jiiglily Ilian the former, for it i.s 
well to see both sides of the shield, to hear both sides 
of the case. J make no secret of the fact that T am 
a democrat, an I’l.'^ter I'roteslaiit. and a Home Uuler. 
But I am not blind to the faults of my own policical 
associates. 1 hold myself free to tell the truth in all 
circumstaiKM's. A storm is rising in Ireland, which is 
going to spread to England. At present the cloud is 
no bigger than a man's hand, hut Ixdon? long it will 
cover tlie sky. It is well, therefore, that we should all 
think clearly and resolutely liefore the storm .bursts.

Let me explain. By the I’ajial l)ecr<‘e entitled 

No Temere,” issued on Ihth Ajiril, ]9t)S, all mixed 
marriages in Ireland aftiT that date not solemni.sed 
by a lioinan Catholic* priest are declared to he invalid. 
This decree is based U|M)n the decree* pass(*d by the 
Council of Trent in Ififi.'S. B<‘lore the (Ynineil of 
Trent a marriage was a civil ceremony, not reijuiiing 
the sanction of a priest. It is important to note that 
the Valiean has exinnpted OcTjuany Irom the n])(*ra- 
tion of the new decr(*e. Tin* (iermaiis nxsisted it, and 
the Vatican yi<‘lded. Ireland is not allowed the 
benefit of “the most hivonred nation” doctrine. 
Mixed marrhiges celebrated in Protestant churclios in 
Ireland are anathematised. Such marriages are 

i iennitted by the \’alieaii in (h'rmuny. but. not in 
rolaiid. Stated hrietly, tliat is the lact \\e have to 
face. Now for its consi’Cjuences. In .May, 1908, at 
Bull^'inena, a Presliytc’rian jiiini.ster, tlic I'cv. i^Ir. 
(lilmoiir, imirricd a Presliyterian girl to ji Homan 
C’atholic. He subsc(|iiciitly ba])tiscd lier lir>t child, 
her hiishand consent inu. AmOher child was born. 
TJien a priest told tin* parties that the marriage w'as 
null and x'oid, having takiiiir ]ilacc a month after the 
papal decree, lie said that tliev must l»c married 
overugam in a Homan Cntliulic cii.ipcl. 'ria* mother 
rcfiisc'd. One Moiidav c’vening she found t hat her 
infant, four we<‘ks old, laid been taken away, torn 
from her breast. The otJi«*r '-liild laid also been 
taken. 

• • • 

The mother stayed in tlic childh*s.s h<»me till 
Thursday, pleading with her liushand for her children. 
He took her out, promising to restore h(*r children to 
her. TJien ho jumped on a moving tram and hit. her 
ill the street. AVJien site returned lionu* she found 
that all the. furniture had liceii removed. AH her 
clothing, all her personal treasures, were gone. Since, 
then she has been unable to tind either her husband or 
children. She lias sought lor Iwr little child in the 
streets. She has stopped women with babes in tJieir 
amis in the hope* ol liuding her lost little one. This 
is a tragic story. Before t(*lling it I liave taken the 
trouble to investigate the facts and to discover if 
the^c is another aspect of the case. Hut the facts 
^pcar to be indisputable. Tlie. decree, “'No 
T^mcre,” has produced w'hat every Roman Catholic 
as well as every Protestant must feel to be an outrage 
on. the holiest human rights. It is fail* to point out 
that the desertion is not defended or justified by the 
priests. But the desertion is the logical consequence 
bf the di^ree declaring the marriage to he null and 
children to bo ill^itimate. The husband was

forced to choose, between fidelity to liis cluirch and 
lidelity fo Jiis wife and eliildren If he had defied the 
priest he would have been exeoinmunicated.

Hut tlie (juestioii is xvhetlicr the Vatican 
has any right to annul a Protestant marriage and to 
hastardi.se the eliildren. 1 Jiave shown tliat it has not 
x'mitured to do so in (Germany. (.)ught it to be 
permitted to ilo so in Ireland ? By tlie law of the 
laud this woimiii i.s legally married, and Jier children 
arc legitimate. Is it tolerable that the Vatican 
should j.s.^ue from H.oni(? a deen*e wdiieli compels 
Roman (’a I holies to violate tlx* law ? Remember 
that it is not llie Irish ]uiesls xvlio have done this 
tiling. Tli(‘v oljey the orders ol the V^aticaii. Wo 
h.ive, therefoR*. a direct coiillict between the Pope 
and tlx* Briti.*'!! marriage law. in t he case in question 
the Papal dec ri'i* annulled the British law and made 
it void. If tlie deeri*e alTeeted Roman C-altliolics 
fuily, Protestants would Jiave no right to protest. 
But it is a diicet at tuck on all Protestants who 
eojitraet mixed’ marriages and u])on their ofispring. 

1 do iu>t SCI* how it. can he justitied, and T am con- 
lideuf tlixt 11xT<‘ are few Roman Cat holies in Ireland 
or in England xvho w^ould att.(‘nipt to justify it. 

• • • 

1 hat(‘ hiLtjtrv, and 1 liojK* that in this matter the 
bigots will not be allowed to dominate. The proper 
]»erson.s to reln'l against this monsiroiis decree arc the 
Irish Roman Catholic laity. It is a test question, 
and 1 appeal to Mr. Hedniond and the Irish party to 
take tlx* ](‘ad in (h'fending their Protestant fellow- 
eonnlVMm*!! against ultramontane persecution. If 
the\ do not at-l fearle.ssly in this erueial matter they 
will ])lav into the hands of their eoiiiitrv's enemies. 
It i.'s said (hat this ease is not the only one. There 
liave hei*n otJicrs. Let Mr. Redmond face the fact 
that this marriagi* (juestion xvoiilil xvreck tJic coming 
Home Rule Ihll. Mr. (JIadstone, I believe, resisted 
an amendment moved in (‘ominit.tee on his second 
Home Huh* Hill to include marriage among the 
subjects ]iroirihite4i Irom the Irish Parliament. The 
ameixlineiil v.;\s di’featc'd. Does Mr. Redmond 
think that .*^ucli an amendment eoiild he defeated 
again, in view ol the new Ihijial d<*eree ?

There is another jioint whieii I invite Mr. Redmond 
1o consider. ’I’ he N'atiean d(M*s not want Home 
Ruh’, for it dreads (he Irisli deinoeraey. Is it not 
jiossihie t !iat tiiis decree, not enforced in Germany, is 
being astutely (*ri forced in Ireland in order to 
make Home iliilc ini|)ossible ? The present Pontiff 
is a reactionary. He has xvaged xvar against the 
Modernist movcrm‘iit in France and killed it. He 
lias slain the Modernist inovernent in Mayiiooth. 
He has even ]>ut extreme pressure upon English 
Modi*riii.sts. His hierarchy have stamped out inde- 
pendent Irish newspapers like the I risk Pmsanl and 
the /nsh Isatwn. flic latter paper has just succumbed 
to tlieir persistent hostility. “ England in Ireland,” 
says Mr. Slunv, “ is the Pope’s policeman.” If the 
Irish parly do not break the power of the Vatican it 
will break them.

Undercut Wedgwood. 

CJVDEBCiT ii a word of cevoral applications, and that 
is why, for a long time, 1 did not understand what 
V undercutting ** in Old Wedgwood might exactly moan. 

There are, for instance, the undercut in boxing, and 
the undercut in V>eef ; but these are totally beside the 
l^reBent mark. Y on got nearer the mark when you con- 
sider the wonderful undercutting done in Oriental 
objects made out of ivory and wood. 1 have just been 
examining two tiny Chinese junks made out of small 
bits of sandal- wood. The knife hollowed away the 
interior so deftly, and with such infinite pains, that you 
can see hmde the junks, and note the little seamen 
bitting within, behind shutters that open under your 
finger-tip. That is undercutting, and so is something of 
the kind which you may see in medieval European 
ivories; but it is not the undercutting to which this 
article cm Old Wedgwood ivifers. 

If yon enter the Chapter House of Southwell Minster, 
as in an interval of electioneering T did in December 
Inst, you will l^e surrounded by beautiful pillars with 
undercut ctapitals, that are unique and unparalleled in 
any English cathedral, or in any of the fifty French 
cathedrals which I know. The hard stone was so cut 
into and under by tlie sculptor that tlic3 twigs, leaves, 
and fruit on these lovely capitals stand out, away, 
and up from the block of stoTie, just as if they weift not 
integral parts of it. Even so in (irinling Gibbons* 
wood-car viugs, the undercnit details seem as if 
■eparately carved and then glued on. blow, it was these 
uses of the word ‘‘undercut ** which long misled me as 
to what undercutting in old Wedgwood might exactly 
moan.

previously moulded; after its application to the pro-

to do sveh undercutting an was neceaatiry.'* And Mr. 
Ratbboue had written of the medallions, etc., “all 
being carefully uiidorcnt *' It is as essential for a 
collector of “Wedgwood" to know what that means 
exactly us it is for a collector of English old china to 
know soft'* porcelain by the feel. 

A Simile. 

A homely illustration may help us to understand. 
Liquid jelly is poured into a tin “ shape ’* or mould; when* 
the jelly hardens it is “ turned out *^upon a disb. The 
mould or shape if ornamental will “cast “‘an orna- 
mental-shaped jelly, but the linos of it cannolT be any- 
thing else tiian simple, because the lines of the mould 
must be perpendicular to the dish. OtberwifO, the 
mould will not “ draw off ’ from the jelly without 
bi'eaking it. Thq undercut junks, capitals, and wood- 
carvings could not have been produced by a mould. 

Now. the wliite raised oimament on a piece of “ Old 
Wtidgivood ” was deposited upon it from a mould. 
Flaxman or Hackwood modelled a decoration in wax, a 
mould was cast* from chat, into the mould liquid whitic 
jasper was poured, and then the result was “ tuined out '* 
upon thet coloured jasper it w'as to ornament, just as a 
jelly from a mould. It was not turned out; strictly 
speaking, the mould was drawn off it, leaving the 
moist ornament upon the jasper ground.” 

Lapidary Work. 

Just as a lapidary chisels a cameo in chalcedony, or a 
8cal])tor a statue in marble, so an artist with a knife

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iQiffht go to work upon a jelly ; and did go to work 
upon an Old Wedffw<^ bas-relief freshly produced by 
a mould. He undenmA it — that is, he aooentoated the 
lines, removed superfluities, deepened hollows — for 
example, consider a m-dallion of Nelson, the one most 
frequently seen. The knife cut under the lapel of the 
coat; the knife out away between the neck and the 
oollnr; the knife accentuated the hollow under the eye- 
brow ; and thus produced the sharp effects of light and 
shade yrhich the mould alone, because of the iiecesHity to 
** draw it off," could not produce. A fine pie<*.e of Old 
Wedgwood thus employed first a potter and then a 
sculptor. After ISOO or so, the labour of the B«'ulptor 
was dis'pensed with, the ornament was left just as it 
came out of the mould, and inferiority began.

The Old and the New. 

“Old Wedgwood" has in eveiy way a finish superior 
to that which began to come from the same works in 
the year 1800 or so. The earthenware was finer in 
grain, and thertffore produced a finer surface, more 
smooth, flat and glossy; the colours were better; and 
careful undercutting was done. This undercutting 
did not consist in cutting away the base and leaving 
details almost detached and independent of the whole, 
as undercutting did in 'jrinling Gibbons' work, so do 
not look for that. But if a piece of Wedgwood oi nament 
being before you, you perceive details which are ^iot 
“‘perpendicular to the dish." uud could not have been 
produced by a drawn off mould alone, then yon may be 
sure that you have before you a bit of early Wedgwood, 
undercut.

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THE DISGRACE OF ILL-HEALTH. 

By AKNOLD WHITE. 


Moving freely throu^li the* coiTi]>acted crowd at 
the end of Sidney Street duriiif^ the eiigageinent on 
the eventful TiK'sdwy, I was atriK'k forcibly by the 
fact that almohl everyone looked ill. 'rJu‘ crowd was 
largely composed of fondgners, who live almost as 
Becluded from the sunligjit as tJie white lilac raisixl by 
French flower-farmers' in im(h»rground cellars. The 
faces in the Mile EthI Road were not merely Idanclied. 
Everyone looked ill. 

The very next day I happened to be in a town in 
Lancashire with ii Jiundred tlionsand inhabitants. 
There again I perceived a wan, worn expression tJiat 
faintly reproduced tln^ agonised ieatures of the 
competitors in u Marathon race towards the <‘iid of 
their toil. The expression of these erowds is not 
exactly one of nnliappiness, but it was as though 
they are all engaged in a struggle for Jile wJiich is 
rather too nnieli for them. The opinatiou of new 
laws during the last (puirter of a eentnrv, wJiatever 
good effects they may liavc Juid, lias not placed 
cheerinoBH and liealtli among them. TJie land that 
once was “ Morrie. England” is becoming dis- 
gruntled ; mainly, I believe, owing to the rarity of 
that good health by Jneans of wJiicli the nuTc pleasure 
of living suffices to make a man baj)py. 

The true test of the liealth of an urhaii community 
is to count the apo(.h(?cari(»s’ shops and scan the 
advertisements for patent inedieines. They ahouiid 
in Russia. The prevailing note in Russiaji life*, is 
sadness, not in consequence of the greatness of the 
Hlav soul, hut due mainly to Russian indigestion or 
Russian catarrii. 

Since all life is war ajid diplomacy, with occasion- 
ally a patch of blue sky in t he sbapt* of Jove, sound 
health and the choeriness tJiat eoines from Jwnind 
health an* as essential to success as brains, pluck, or 
luck. I do not lielieve for a moment that the. Good 
Old Times were anything Init a good old fraud. The 
filthy habits of our ancestors wdtli their carpets of 
decaying rushes on the tkior absorhing insanitary 
irioTsels of food dropped by mannerless treneliermeii, 
must have contributed to a high average of ilMioalth. 
that probably conduced to aeerbify of jiiaiiner in 
public and to domestic eantankerotisness. 

Errors in diet and profuse iudulgonee in port wine 
account for the errors ol judgment on tlie part of 
European statesmen in the eighteenth century, 
which led to w’ars that would have been deemed 
uiineeesHary to-day. Enjoying as we do iinmi’iise 
advantages as compared Avith tlu* fraud of the Good 
Old Times, there is no doubt tliat we are beginning to 
run a serious risk of national decay from almost 
niiivcrsal ill-health. To see the rude liealth of fanners 
in (^anada, cowboys in the States, Roor or Briton on 
the high veldt, or sailors, hard-bitten with good food 
and lots of work in the open, tJie flaccid and depres- 
sing townsnian with a load of care upon his brow is a 
problem that needs tackling soon. 

I read in the Naliomd Jfrvtrw for this month a 
remarkably virile and limclv paper by Dr. Elizabeth 
Sloan Chesser. This aitiel^ strikes me as especially 
ihiportant because it approaches the whole question 
of health in relation to nationality, both from the 
ficientifle and from tJie w'omaii's standpoint. For 
many years I have been looking for capable women 
to puli their weight in the boat on the subject of 
national he%)th, which cannot be treated successfully 
J)^. men only. Dr. Chesser and Disraeli declare that 


nearly all the ills of this life result fiom ignorance of 
health laws. All disease is proventiblo. Five 
decades have halved the ravages of tubercle. Cholera.' 
and typhus have been mastered. Typhoid and 
smallpox have been w^eakoned and are on a fair way 
to c»xtenni nation. AVe shall have to deal with 
alcoholism and feeble-mindednoss as we have dealt 
with the diseases that are vanisJiiiig. 

The chief hope of peopling Britain with healthy 
men and women and happy children is by making 
ill-Jiealth socially disgraceful either to the Kuffen»r or 
his aneestors. None of tfiy* early Victorian h\qK)cricies 
Avere more revolting than the affectation of delicacy, 
tlic taste for fainting fits, and the refinement of }K>or 
health, Avhieh eharaeterised the odious femininity 
of that period. The hockey-girl may be too boiiiieing 
for some tasti's. but she is at all events a vast improvi*- 
inent upon the ameniie and nourotie who won^ 

petticoats in the Britain of seventy years ago, as she 
was depicted in the fiction of the da\\ a better guide 
fo contemporary fashions and sentiments than the 
Press or tin* Annual Register. 

If ill-liealth \v<‘re only counted disgraceful by a 
st?*ong social convention, avc might in a generation 
recoA'cr those conditions wJiieli fur four hundred 
years made the ancient Gr(*eks tlu* healthiest, the 
liappiest, tlu* most beautiful, and tlie most artistic 
peoph* wlio ever lived on earth. For four hundred 
years the name of Jio Greek physician was suflicieiitly 
famous to have descended to our time. Presumably 
there were tio apotlieearios' sJiops in tJie city of the 
Violet (VoAvn, wdiere the health and beauty of 
children comprised the religion of parents. 

The majority of the immigrants avIio favour us 
Avith their presence in these islands come from 
countries wdiere the slnit window and the ciosexl door 
are regarded as essential to eomfoii:. It is scarcely 
too much to say that eomniori colds can he absolutely 
avoided by sleeping w ell under open Avindows summer 
and wd liter. For the first day or two it seems strange 
Avhen one. is sleeping in the open to wake in flu*, 
morning with a sense of vehement elation and vitality 
wdiieli nothing on this earth can give except the free 
and open air. To obtain good national healtli wc 
must hunt dow’n disease in the same. Avay as the polich 
follow t he tracks of “ Peter the Painter.” - The 
original instincts of the cavemen from whom w'c are. 
descended teach us to isolate where they would have 
bludgeoned. Already we rccognii^e that a case of 
virulent smallpox in a tranicar is an outrage on the 
community ; but it is no more an outrage than tlio 
feeble-minded, the. tuberculous, or polluted bride- 
groom or bride who iaints posterity without sense of 
sliome. 

Although T have never been able to follow those 
wlio desire the State to exact a veterinary certificate 
from those about to Aved, the difficulty might be got 
over by requiring intending husbands" to insutc their 
lives for a few pounds. This would involve medical 
examination befon^ the policy was issued,* not 
ostensibly in the interests of the State, but in the 
interests of ^ a prudent commercial company. A 
medical certificate would be forthcoming if the life 
of th^ bridegroom were an insiurable risk.

A Name Thai Will Live. 

The name of W. .1. Pegg hus now to live iu iiiHlory — 
ita owner has paased away. Mr. Pfegg, of internal ioiiu I 
fame bs the owner of Bome of the best bulldogs and 
bull-terriers, died at Worthing, lie gave his dogs the 
nrafix of “'Woodcotc.” The bull-terrier, Woodcote 
Wonder, was cljiimpioti of the world, and well known 
from London to San Francisco. 'J'he bulldog Woodcute 
CliinoBol died young. Uew'as .about- the best. Mr. Pegg 
was an Irishman. He had judged in Ameriiia, and was 
highly honoured throughout the world. 

WorkiBf Terriers. 

It is now advocated that working terriers, exhibited 
as such at bIiows. Bhnuld be certified us actual taoklere 
of foxes by the M.F.H. in whose country the 
individual terrier happens to have its home. It is said 
that some BO-calied working terriers are kept solely for 
show purposes.

The Duke of Portlaad. 

The Duke of Portland has resigned from the Kennel 
Club.

The Clumber is mute wlieii he finds 
game, other spaniels make a noise. CliimberB wtu’c the 
favourite gun or shooting dogs of King Edward. 

Where Strange Dogs are Seen. 

At the Quarantine Station at fihonler's Hill, Wool- 
wich, all sorts of strange dogs are to l»i* found. The 
Chorlton Kennels are under the most capable'clnirge of 
Mr. H. E. Dyer, a South African veteran. Licensed by 
the Board of Agriculture, a. c*urious vHhtnqc may be 
seen at the Chorlton. For instauce, Ccutlemiiu .liin is 
a fighting bull-terrier Which was wnsekod witli the 
Minneftahn, the American liner. Near to Mrs. R. 
Bateman's (Worcester, Miis.s., 1 1. 8. A.) di»g was, when I 
visited the place, a pi*etty little fellow juirchased by 
Dr. A. Mitchell from Bedouins iu the S.ihara. 

The Pet of the Pelican.'* 

The Pelican is a small sailing ship which comes out 
from Hudson Bay laden with furs every Fall, and 
I'eturns when the ice permits her in the. early sumiuer. 
She carries provisions, powder, etc., for ilio Com})aiiy’s 
agents, who barter them vvith the Indians for furs. 
Jack is the Pelican* dog. Jlc is a black ami tan- 
beaded, wire*baired fox-terrlcr. Jack comes over every 
year and spends tln^ winter in these 
comfortable quarantine kennels.

Another most intprosting inmate is 
Snowball, a Sanioyede or Siberian dog 
owned by Lieut. .1. B. Adams, who w.as 
one of Shackleton's plucky men on tho 
Nimrod on her voyage to the Antarctic.

What Pictures to Buy? By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


1 sutm'ose theiv arc f(*w professt'd coUec-lors of other 
thinge wlio do not in for a picture now and then, 
preferably an old one, in water-colour, in pusteJs, or in 
oil. You may swear by ])()r<*elaiii, booke. Wedjjwood, 
Itirnlture,, lustre- ware, hu*e, miniatures, brasses, enamels, 
paste, embroideries, rococo jewels, silbuiiettes, book 
])lates, cameos, ivories, spoons, snuiV-boxes, luitme^- 
^fraters, costumes, jj^ass, stay-busks, pincbbeck, ebap- 
books, wutcb-cocks, tankards, harness-amulets, coins, 
arnioiir, medals, bron/es, or what not, but you still 
lia.ve tlic upper pa.rt of tlie walbpa])er; in your rooms to 
adorn, 

I’cople who collect me/./otints, colour-prints, etchins^s. 
a(]uatiuts, Baxters, stipple-prints, copper-plates, f»lass 
pictures, and so fortli, may hun^ the w^alls with tlieir 
laixer treasurtis, and jiot need to buy an oil-painting, a 
w’atcr-colour drawing, or a o ray on -sketch at all- Hut 
for the rest of us the (jiiCBtion “What pictures to 
buy?" is imperative; and by the word “pictures" 1 
here mean not oil -]>aiii tings only, but water-colours and 
pastels, too. 

The Possibilities Still. 

i think it is good to be catliolic’- in jiicture buying. I 
am sure it is good to purcliase pictures when you come 
across them casually, rather than to go hunting for 
them specially, and buying them all at once. The 
chances of casually coming upon a treasure of a ]iicture 
are still numerous, if you possess the seeing eye and the 
knowing lore. There is a man — not myself, alas ! -who, 
witliin the last six months, motoriug through a h inter- 
UiiM village, found in tlie same little shop a great Del 
M a/.o. a perfectly lu\ely Carlo Dolci, a Leljr, with two 
late .y. ertti vases, on sale for Jess than £25 in all. The 
▼ases alone are worth the money. 

By the side of that taken chance, other “ finds *’ may 
well look meagre ^and note that the purobaeer in this 


case was not a collector, but a bu'^il;ebs man who 
thouglii. and rightly, that he knew vjiliu* for cash when 
he saw it, cvcni in an nnfiiniiliar “ line.'* But when I 
look around a room’l know. 1 am almost surprised to 
see. what, in the. course of only a few ^ears, a wandering 
collector with alert eyes, some taste, and a fair know- 
ledge of schools of ]»ainting and artists’ styhis, can dt> 
with a slender purse. J see on the walls of that room 
ail Ktty, iin Oi»ic, a likely M«nland, a Stark, two 
V’arleys, a Bright, a Kneller, a de iiooch. a Pothoven, a 
(’arh/ Marsitti. a Nasb, a Taverner, ii J\Jndox Brown,:! 
Pvm* srapieci . n. group of boors that may be by Ostiide. 
and :i. skctcli of cattle tlnit Troyon m:iy have done: 
siiiil only one of tiiein cost more than tlii'ee p(>unds. 
Most of tiicm cost less than two. No doubt some 
money ba: siu(‘.e been spent on each on I’estoring. 
varnisiiing, mounting, stretciiing, and framing, anil 
many of them arc smallish or small. But what does 
that matter? Jn these days of fiats, bungalows, and 
small villas big pictures cannot well be bung. Some 
of them, too, are sketches,! know, but what then? A 
line painter w'us often at his best in a sketch. 

Buying Sketches. 

Out of every artist's studio go numberless unfinished 
essays, sketches, and “ bits," that often are bits of pure 
delight. They arc going out of studios to-day, “ uncoii- 
sidered trifles by painters who will be famous a 
generation hence. If you have the llnir and the 
patience yon may collect such “ bits." They will afford 
an exorcise for taste in mounting and framing so as to 
make the best of tliem ; but, how do you suxmose most 
of the countless water-colours kept at the Print Room, 
British Museum, and in the Victoria and Albert 
Museum were first got together? By contemporary 
collectors who picked ifp bits by contemporary brnebes 
in the way 1 describe.

Od. net), which is a 
very informative and inspiring book indeed. (*i>iild 
yon recogiiiRe a Uraiifrwvn etching' on zinc when yon 
see one? These etching's will he sold fnr niiieli gold 
some da 3 \ New or olii. 1 heie .a i-i^ sketches and hits on 
mill-board, paper, or canvas to lie found by tireless 
8»*ekers yet ; ami these. 1 think, for ]ieo]ile with more 
‘taste than spare hundreds, are liie kind of pictures 
to buy.

He may be bald and obese, 
heartless and toothless, before he knows what every 
baby girl knows in her cradle. Every man is born 
innocent about women, and most men preserve their 
innocence till they die. Trouble does not break up 
their innot^ence. In fact, men can march through 
trouble for fifty years, and kfsep their childish 
innocence to the end. It is otherwise with women.

She is a 
oold‘ realist who looks on the world as her oyster. 
She has absolutely no sentiment. Shu is proof 
against dream waltzes and moonshine and all the 
creaking machinery of romance. She has no 
illusions about love, and regards it as u useful 
masculine insanity that can bo profitably exploited. 
The Niagara of love may be a very picturesque and 
very vebeinent spectacle, but it is a futile nuisance 
unless it can be turned into motor-cars, diamonds, 
pearls, pretty frocks, and other practical blessings.

She selects a husband who will 
work'bard for her till ho dies. She has a very noble 
admiration for stability of character, strength of 
will, and business habits in a lover. She st^rs 
clear of feather-brained young idiots, and chooses a 
hard-headed sentimentialisr who will worship her 
like a slave and toil for her like one. Sho knows 
that the successful man is, as a rule, the most abject 
dupe of romantic illusion. The harder the heiid 
tho softer tho heart. The cal(*iilating girl never 
dreams of givipg her victim anything in return 
for his lifelong helotry. He is there to fill her lap 
with luxuries. Tho less she gives him the more he 
gives her. It does not occur to her that his lot is 
hard, and that npw and then ho ought to be given a 
little joy t.o go on witii.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Horses of Soma. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


A NETSUKE, a tsuba, a colour-printed woodcut, and a 
bowl rest on the writing-table near me, and each repre- 
sents a horse 

Consider the bowl ; it is Roma ware ; it was made in 
Soma ; Somii was a Principality of the old feudal Japan. 
The Princes of Suuia were great hereditary Daimos; 
Daicnos were the territorial noblemen of the bygone 
Japan. The Prince of Soma's crest, device, or 
blazon — one cannot call it a coat of arms — was a 
horse. And therefore Soma porcelain and pottery 
displays, in relief or painted, upon its rough, indented, 
outer surface, a horse as a mark. Sometimes the horse 
grazes, sometimes it bucks; sometimes, tied to one 
short post or between two posts,* it kicks up its hind 
legs viciously. 

Should yon come across a bit of ** Orieutal ’* marked with 
the Soma horse, better purchase it chea])ly, while you 
can. While you can, I say, for good old Japanese ware 
io being more and more collected. 

The Netsake. 

I take np the netsuke ; notice the two holes in it; they 
are short channels or, rather, tunnels, through whicli a 
string was passed; in use, the netsuke a little 
resembled the block upon the cordage of a pulley. 
This particular netsuke is of wood, and wus carved 
into the shape of a grazing horse by some artistic 
serf at Soma at least a bund red and lifiy years 
ago. Tbc patina or polish shows that it was long 
in use; and because of that, the line carving of it, and 
the material being hard old wood, it belongs to the class 
of iietsukes most desirable to collect. Pray do not 
suppose, beginner, that the brand-now elaborate things 
scon tiy the dozen in pawnbrokers' windows or ** imita- 
tion shops*' are the proper kind; or even the small, 
dirty-brown bone things, which seem to have been used 
by dirty people. Beware, too, of iuiititiion iietsukes, 


neither wood, nor ivory* nor bone, but moulded oelluloid ; 
these are too light-weight for ivory, and you may also 
detect them by the line down the sides which marks a 
joining, due to the use of the back and front parts of 
the mould. New Japan is forging counterfeits of old 
Japanese works of art, so beware ! 

The Soma man who curved the horse netsuke took a 
root of boxwood, or wood like box. cut off four thin shoots 
just above llie root or stem, and utilised the four stumps 
for the legs, just where they joined the bit of root, which 
ho shaped into the head, tail, and body of the horse. A 
Japanese visitor picked this out as the best of my small 
collection; yet it cost mo only five shillings in the 
Fulham Road. 

The Tsttba. 

I picked the sword-guard out of a score, at a shop in 
the City, price nine-und-sixpence ; it is plain iron. But 
the art in it ! 1 he Sornacrnftsmuii cut it out of hard iron, 
you can see the marks of the knife in it, so to speak. A 
horse and its halter- rope, that is the subject ; tlie horse is 
bucking, much as Bullalo BiU’s bronchos used to do at 
Oiympia ; the four hoofs are all in the air together, and 
the rope, curling round and under them, completes the 
circular shape of the sword-guard. 

Note that fine, antique, carved iron tsubas are more 
sought for by Japanese connoisseurs than the later and 
more ornate sword-guards, inlaid with gold, silver, or 
copper. But again beware ! Coi lecting is more than ever 
becoming a science of skilled detection. In an **art 
shop ** the other day 1 spied some scores of what 
purported k) be iron tsubas, turned into paper-weights, 
clips, and so forth, on sale at eighteen-pence each. For 
eighteen-pence you are offered an iron tsuba, smeared 
over with gilt or silver bronze- paint, and decorated by 
a flied-out flower ornament emhorsed, and riveted on. 
** And aren’t they selling, though 1 ” the sbopuian said,

1 examined what were left ; they were not even the 
common cast-iron tstibaa used in the degenerate dsiys of 
fifty years ago, just before the Japanese ceased to wear 
Hide-arms. They were rough imitations, fttamped out of 
soft iron by niueliinery— thin, fragile, and never filed, 
cbisolled, aud finished, in the ancient eraflsnianitko 
way. They are worthless and offensive counterfeits: 
but people are buying them. I don't believe they ever 
saw Japan. But presently, with the embossed orna- 
ment taken off, when the )»ronze paint has wurn dull, 
they will bo selling in ciirio-sliops to the unwary, no 
muiiiier of doubt about tliat.

And HO arc modern i-epriiits of Japariase wood -ruts, 
as foul in colour as photographic coj'ies of JVlorlaud and 
Bartolozzi prints. In the real tiling now before me the 
Soma horse appears. It was drawn by 'rsukioka Tange, 
• an artist who lived during 1 7.1 7-178ii ; the wood-engraver 
was Yoshimi Nyeimoii. and the print was published in 
17t)-. The Japanese lettering tells that, and the prancing 
horse^-a rare feature in Japauf'se prints — siiggesis that 
the artist belonged to the suzerainty of Soma. What an 
artist ho was! The horse prances, tlie l*rince leans out 
from the saddle with lifted wliip, and the serf shrinks 
and Houttles away from the blow. It is all in motion, 
it is all alive.

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THE MAN WITH THE RED BEARD. 

How Mr. BurliAgham, Accused of the Steioheil Murder« has Becoflse a Paris Figure. 


It is not OTeryone who can boast of having been 
aocused of the most sensational crime of a oentnry, and 
of having profited by it. Usually such an accusation 
leaves a storm of indefinable suspicion, and the un- 
fortunate victim is glad to bury himself from the 
pnblio view, and hope that the incident may be 
xo^tten. 

Living in a studio in the Latin Quarter in Paris, 
however, is a newspaper man, Frederick Burlingliam, 
who for a time was accused of having been the murderer 
of the painter Steinbeil, and who was even identified by 
Madame Steinheil (afterwards tried for the murder her- 
self, and aoouitted) as the man who killed her husband 
and her mother. Mr. Burlingliam was under suspicion 
*for months, but cleared himself triumphantly, and since 
then has tamed the incident to his advantage. 

Mr. Burlingham's misfortune — or good fortune— is 
that he has a magnificent red beard. Mme. Steinheil 
In her first story of the murder said that she saw a 
pian with a - red beard bending over her bed on 
the night of the murder. Added to that, Mr. 
fiorlingbam is a simnle life enthusiast, wears sandals, 
a velvet coat and no hat, so that he attracts attention. 
The French police wanted a man with a red beard, and 
as Mr. Burlingham answered this description they 
shadowed him for months, caused the newspa^iers to 
accuse him, and although they never arrested him, 
made him quite as much ti*ouble ns if they had. 

Now, although a couple of years have elapsed, he is 
one of the best known figures in Paris. Whenever be 
passes by, people nudge each other and whisper, 

Uhomme a la barhe rouge,'* The newspapers whicli 
were eager to send him to the guillotine ai*e now eager 
for his contributions, and oificial peraons whose 
acquaintance be made when under suspioion smooth 
the way for him us if he were a person of great influence. 
Here is his own story of the incident : 

“My first intimation that I was wanted for the 
murder of tbe painter Steinheil came like a bomb-sboll 
one morning while I was in my lodgings in the Hue St. 
Jaoques, in Paris. Suddenly there was a knock at the 
door. I opened fo find a boarded man staring at me 
fitrangely. 


“ 'iMonsIenr Burlingham, I believe? * he asked. 

“ ‘ I cannot deny it.* ^ 

‘ Weft, in the Zf*6rc Parole, you are designated as 
the man wanted by the police for the murder. Here is 
the clipping.* 

** Then for the first time I became aware that there 
was an Affaire Steinheil, that a welhknown painter 
uiid bis mother-in-law bad been assassinated, and that 
1 had committed the murder. It was all down in black 
and white, my name, my nationality, my occupation, 
and my address. 

“ Interviewing in turn my interviewer, he told me 
that, while 1 was away in Switzerland on the now 
famous walking tour, the French police had broken 
into my lodgings, stolen photographs by which Madame 
Steinheil had identified me as the assassin, (^ened roy 
letters, followed me for six months threugh France and 
Switzerland, intercepted my luggage, and bad co- 
opereted with the Swiss police in shadowing me while 
the 2 >olice in Paris were trying to find direct 
incriuiinating evidence on which to order my arrest.^ 

“ ‘ But there is no advantage in this P ’ one might 
Bay. 1 think there is. 1 have crossed the Atlantic in 
the kitchen of a transatlantic liner for an experience. 
1 have been half drowned, and have had the sensation 
of climbing dizzy Alpine precipices, all of which cost 
money; but being called publicly an assassin, and 
seeing the shadow of tbe guillotine flit momentarily 
across the brain are, quite gratis, sensations extremely 
rare and incomparably thrilling. And are not sensa- 
tions what we are all looking for in these days ? 

** As the newspapers accused mo of hiding, I doter- 
miued to appear in public, and went down to the office 
of the Matin to refute these false statements. I 
intended to demand all the light possible on the affair. 
Unless the mystery was cleaved up I might rest all my 
life under suspicion. They kept me waiting so long in 
the ante-chamber that J knew something^ was being 
concocted. When 1 threatened to leave 1 was asked if 
3 were willing to meet Madame Steinheil face to face. 

“ * Why, I am willing to meet anybody,* I replied. I 
had a vision of Madame Steinheil coming in, declaring 
it was all a blunder, and, with the Matin as witucss.

There was a shuflQing 
of feet in the corridor, and I heard muffled voioeH 
behind the closed door. Then it opened, and one of 
the directors of the Matin came in to aaj that Madame 
Steinheil could not bring liereelf fo face the possible 
murderer of her husband, and the encounter was 
impossible, except cn the condition that 1 was willing 
to stand in a lighted corridor and allow madame to see 
mo from a darkened room looking through the almost 
closed door. 

“Stopping into the glare I walked past the half* open 
door, at the suine time attempting with my eyes to 
pierce the gloom on the other side. I could see 
nothing, but that si are of mine did its work. 1 heard 
gasping and agitated whispers as I was hurried along 
, the ooiTidor. Aladame Steiuheil was overcome by an 
attack of nerves, and when they could calm her down, 
she cried : 

*“Oh, those eyes! That beard! It is be! It is 
surely he ! * 

••Instead of ending the affair, therefore, iliis visit to 
the Matin intensified the situation, for the ne\A8pupGr 
itself opened fire on me. 

“To stop the sensation I determined to go direct to 
the poli(;e. Some weeks before iny name was mentioned 
in the Affaire Striiiheil it should bestabetl that Monsieur 
I laniard, chief of the Frencli detective force, asked me 
to visit him under the pretext that he was looking for 
a witness to an autoiiiobilcs accident which was 
supposed to have taken place about 11 ic time of the 
crime in tlie Impasse Itonsiu. Of course, I knew 
nothing about the accident, but ho asked me to tell him 
where 1 was at the tituo— which was at Montbayd — and 
I promptly forgot the incident. Recalling this, I felt 
sure M. Halliard would publish the fact that I was not 
in Paris at the time of the crime, and lie promised 
to ask M. Loydet, the ju^c d' instruction, to do so. 

“Judge Leydet, however, with true legal logic, said 
that as he had not officially accused me of being the 
assassin he could not officially state I was not the 
assassin. 

“ 1 w’as therefore left to fry in printer's ink, wdiile 
millions of readers enjoyed the spectacle. Abandoned 
by the police and the administrators of justice, who 
were responsible for my predicament, I was forced 
again to turn to the newspapers 1 then gave out 
publicly my alibi - on the night of the crime the Comte 
de Kerstrat and 1 w’ere at Alontbard — and, owing to the 
enormous momentum my affair had taken, the news- 
papers weie forced to send out and verify iny state- 
ments. This they did, and 1 was tried out of court 
for a crime 1 knew nothing about, and acquitted 
triumphantly. 

“If anyone was libelled by newspupers it was I 
during the Steinheil affair, but as 1 only wanted 
vindication and not damages, the newspapers treated 
me generously when they found they were on the wrong 
tack. 

“Hut the administmtors of justice did just the 
contrary. ^ Although it was proved that I was absent 
from Paris, and had never beai'd of the Steinheils, I 
was charged officially in the act d^accasaiion ag«ain8t 
Mme.

A Prosperous Industrinl. 

John Knight Ltd., the well-known soap manufacturers, 
enjoyed successful trading in the past year, the available 
profits lotnlling i;54,000 on an issnod capital of iS420,000. 
'J'ho ordinary shares receive a dividend of 8 pek cent, for 
the twelve months, the deferred sharaholdera gat 10 per 
cent., and the reserve is made up to JC25,000. Had the 
board wished, higher distributions could havo been made, 
but the conservative policy of strengthening the financial 
lesourcos of the business has been wisely adopted. 

Land Values in Rhodesia. 

In the attention which is being paid to the progress of 
mining in Rhodesia in its bearing on the Chartered 
Company, its effect on land values has not yet been fully 
;ippreclnted. I'hc opening up of so many mines means 
towns to provide the supplies, and ngriculturo to provide 
the towns with those supplies. As illustrative of the 
enormous increment in land values which can occur even in 
a few years, the Standard Hank of Africa has just paid 
for two stands in Manica Rood, Salisbury. StuifHfl 
in this road tliroo yenrs ago could have been bought for 
X20() to ^aoo each, and now d:4,()00 each has been paid. 
This must moan much to such companies as the Salisbury 
Estates, which holds the largest number of stands in 
Salisbury among its assets. 

Other Beaefitiag Coaeeras. 

It is of groat importance also to the Amalgamated 
Properties of Rhodesia and Exploring Land and Minerals, 
as both tliese companies are largely interested in town 
sites and other lands on which towns must rapidly spring 
up as mining develops. Lord Strathcona's dictum, Invest 
in land in the new country, and never sell/' is one that 
should be taken to heart by those who want to benefit fully 
in Rhodesia's future, which some shrewd judges believe 
will equal if not eclipse that of Canada for rapid and 
lightning-like progress. 


Mr. IJoyd Qeorge will now, no doubt, find time to con- 
rider whether any of the suggestions put forward for the 
popularisation of Consols can bo put into operation. The 
proposed re-conversion into 6 f^r cents, meets with much 
opposition in banking and financial circles, but the 
Chancellor will find the City ready to co-operate in the 
other schomes— nanidly, to mnko the dividends payable 
free from income-tax and to issue bearer bonds in small 
amounts. Of course, small sums can now bo invested in 
Consols through the Post Office, but the amount bought in 
this way is comparatively trilling. Some enterprising 
Yankees, a few years ago, sold sliares in a pi oblematical 
gold mine over the counter in a shop within the sound of 
Bow Bells, just like a tradesman selling so many rolls of 
wall paper. Consols should be obtainable just as easily by 
the multi tudo. Our premier security is not hold by the 
•mall investor to anything like the same extent as Rentes 
are in Franco. 


Arc Argeafiae Rails Too Highf 

U'liore is) xio doubt that the equanimity of investors in 
Argentine seciiriLies has been disturbed by the recent 
reports of unsatisfactory crops. Every effort is being made 
to gloss over the deficiency ; but even if the crops wore 
better than they had ever been before that would hardly 
bring tlie railways sufficient traffic to recoup thorn for the 
enormous outlays on extensions, at prosout unremunerative. 
for which such enormous capital issues have been made. 
The interest on those issues has to bo paid, and this will for 
the time being have to come out of the profits of tbo other 
portions of the lines. 

Argentine Railways have had some wonderful years, and 
rapid prosperity, and those who hold them cheap have 
nothing to fear. Those who have bought on the crest

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THE GOOD TIME COMING. 

By ARNOLD WHITE. ' 


^^OL! 'SFDKKKJiS agroo that tJw* hf^st mv hihI the 
ricilifst “dirt aro always just out of roach. The 
thing we cannot see is hotter than tli<‘ thing wo liave 
and know. A critical period in our national history has 
begun, and public opinion is sharply divided between 
those who think the Good Time is coining and those 
wljo av(*r thnt the courilry is about, to be ruined by a 
set of ni(‘n who combine the incongruous mental 
qualities of diabolical astuteness and bovine stupidity. 

Mutually destructive opithet.s happily embellish the 
vocabulary of controversy and gladden the lives of 
us lookers on. Wiiatever may lie the issue of the 
ciglitecn political problems wliicli are nominally in 
dispute between tlic Ins and Outs, there can be no 
question as to tilings having enormously improved 
in the lifetime of living men. that they are improving, 
that tihere is eveiy prospect of better things to come 
whatever may be the decisions of politicians in 
Parliament. 

At sea one, is' sometimes told, wlien far from land, 
that a currcMit has carried tJie ship miles nearer her 
destination than the expenditure of iiorse-powcr 011 
the screw shafts can explain. The Gulf Stream is 
inaudible on board ship : its movement invisible, 
except at one sjiot, and its effects inqiej-ceptible to 
navigators othervvisi^ than through the sextant and 
the cora])ass. Nations, like ships, are subject to 
strong curnuits which govern destiny as the Gulf 
Stream affects sailing vessels in a ealin (‘iit/cring or 
leaving the (Wihbean Sea. 

Obs(*rvntioii shows that we are, now swept along 
by a ]iowerful current wliose foico is moving the 
nation in a direction wliich is not fixed by the wire- 
pullers or by anybody on the salary list. Wore fbcrc 
no hope of a hirg(‘ iinpi-ovemeiit of tin*, condition of 
the human family, I should Jiail, with Huxley, the 
advent of some kindly eomet whicli would sweep the 
whole affair away as a di^sirable consunimutioii. Men 
struggling in the Inirly-burly at Westminster may not 
perceive the cun-ciit which drives us into doing 
things which a few years ago would have lieen 
deemed unthinkable. T have been reading, with 
appreciation, a little book : “ The Party iSystem,'’ by 
Hilaire Pelloc and (^*(*il Chesterton (S. Swift. K) 
John Street. W.C. ; Js. (Id. not). The book is a 
slashing attack on the paitv system; hut it is somo- 
tliing more than this. It is evidence of an ocean 
eurri'iit that is changing tlic British outlook. The 
late Lord Salisbury, with his pondemus Tudor mind, 
said very mueli the same thing ns Mr. IJilairc Belloc, 
with hi.‘4 Gallic vivacity and s])rightlincss of mood and 
expression. 

iiord S.‘ilisbui^’'s one defence of the stupidities, 
swindling, incapacity, waste and bulldog courage 
'which mai'kod his coTiduct of the Boer W'ar was that 
the British (Constitution was “ not a good flying- 
machine.” Lord Salisbury also anticipated Mr. 
Belloc, by saying that power liad left Parliament, 
]»ut that he did not know what had become of it. 
f'ower is concentrated in a contcdcracy consisting of 
the two front benches. The front benclics were 
responsible for the Lloyd George Budget, but it is 
admitted that the Budget was the product of Mr. 
Snowden's mind, not of the warm-hearted liberator 
of the oppressed on the “mist-sodden uplands of 
Dartmoor.” 

The simple fact is that the centre of gravity in 
British affairs is shifting, and that the time is passing 
when “.awank ” will ever again play so preponderant 


a })art as it did from the Battle of Hastings to the 
Battle of iStepney. We liave been governed by 
“ swank ” — with small intervals — since, the Tonquest. 

Democracy is impossible except in very small 
communities. People numbering between forty and 
fifty millions cannot govern themselves, because 
the art of Government takes nearly as long to learn 
as the art of shoemakiiig ; and I am told by an 
opulent and expensive shoe maker tliat seven years’ 
practice is necessary to enable an intelligent prac- 
titioner to turn out a presentable pair of shoes. 

Since the British and American democracies do 
not govern themselves and never liave. done so, 
they uKi now discovering tliat they are not governed 
by the men tlicy send to Parliament to control 
tiic Executive, and to spend or save the country’s 
money. Thesis men are ciphers. Members of 
Parliament only get on if they arc “good”; and 
being “ good ” means servile obedience I0 mandarins 
whose power of rewarding and punishing their 
serfs is greater than any tiling that existed in the 
time of Etlielrcd tli(» (biready, when serfs ivon*. 
their master’s metal collars round tlioir necks instead 
of on the left lapel of their dres.‘<-coats as is now 
tin* case. 

There is a good deal of spi'iidiiig in a limidrcd 
and seventy millions a year, and wJien* there is much 
spending of money there is much human nature 
about. As the nation lost its initiative the House 
of (bminons lost its control. Omnipotent 
Ministers originate ]>oli<‘y, control expenditure, and 
reward their supporters in three currencies - lionours, 
cash, and security of tenure. Then* is no longer 
any pretence that the foujitaiii of honour flows 
(chiefly for the refreshment of those wJio serve tlioir 
country. Parly has smilingly eaten thii State. 
The Good Time coming will begin when the Stati* 
takes the parties by the scruff of their jiecks and 
bangs them together. The ilcspotisiii of Asquitli- 
cum- Balfour is no better for us than the despotism 
of CliarleB-cum-8traffofd, or of Gromwell-curn-Cant. 

The new current has set in. It is flowing, as the 
seamen say, “ at a rate of knots.” We are on the 
eve of great change that will not be the changes 
(*,xpc(5ted by the })i*ofessional jiolitieians. Mr. H. G. 
Wells has struck a clear note in his “New. 
Machiavclli.” Mr. Charles Tumor has also exhibited 
the new spirit of a nation renewing its youth in his 
“ Land Pi’oblems and National Welfare.” Mr. 
Belloc lias done his share. The Good Times are 
coming, when two and two will once, more make four. 

At a famous trial, Whistler declared that his 
picture must be reckoned as the outeome not of sio 
many day's labour, but of the education of a life- 
time. The party system has failed, and is not 
aromatic in its decay. The instinct of the people 
begins to penetrate the hypocrisy on which the 
party system rests. They are in jeopardy. The 
administrative class, especially tlio officers of the 
Navy and Army, the Police, and the Indian and 
Home ( 3 ivil Service, feci unbounded contempt for 
the House of Commons. The working class is 
becoming conscious of being the governing class. 
Rupture between our administrative class and 
Government is inevitable since the Parliamentary 
syi^tem broke down. The masses know in their 
private affairs that two and two will not make five 
in a ledger. When two and two make four in 
politics, as in business, the golden dawn is upon US* : 
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LuiaoAOpl&lem, IStIk February. 1911.

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MORE CORONATION CLAIMS. 

Some Corious Additions to the Officint List. 


E ven from tbe brief i-eportB published in the papei*B 
it is clear that the proceedings at the Coui*t of 
Claim 8, which recently siit for the purpose of 
hearing and determining elaiins of services to ne per- 
formed at the Coronation, were of exceptional interest.

What echooH from the misty past, for inshinoe, arc 
awakened hy the bald statement that the Duke of 
Newcastle asserted his title ** to provide a glove for the 
King's right liund. and to support his Majesty's right 
arm while he is holding the sceptre’’ ! The Bishop of 
Dnrham and his brother of Bath and Wells went 
further, and succe-ssfully demanded the extensive 
privilege of “ siniportiiig ” his Majesty, without qnali- 
iicatiuii or speciucation. But not all the proceedings 
at the Court h sittings liavi! been made public. 

Some of tlic quaintest and most interesting claims 
put forward have, for sonio mison, been withJjeld 
from the jiapors. and it remains for the present writer 
(who is not in a posilion to divulge the source of his 
information) to supply the deficiency. 

A Georgian Hitch. 

Among the jiuiny curious petitions was that of 
Eustace Snyppo, Esquire, who elalmed **to provide a 
button for ids Majesty’s bi’cci.dies." Mr. Snyppe'H 
evidence was to the efi['e<*t that while (George lil. wa.s 
in the robing-room at Westminster, attiring himself 
for the Coronation ceremony, a button became detached 
fi*oni the Royal iieiber-garmcuts and rolled out of 
sight. All was confusion while the neighbourhood was 
being scoured for someone to repair the damage. In 
the crowd outside the Abbey was one Thomas Suyppe. 
a journeyman tailor, and great >great-grcat-graiidfat]ier 
of the cluiniant. Hearing of ilie aocidcnl, and having 
tlie implemeotK of his trade about him, he at once 
Tolunt.een‘d his services, cut off a button from his own' 
breeches, and sewed it firml,y on to those of the distressed 
monaroli. For this loyal and timely action Snyppe was 
oppointod Pressor. Cleamu', and Repairer to the Royal 
Household, with the right, said to have been, hereditary 
in his family made of attending at all Coronations in 
that capacity. 

Charles Il.'a ** Restoration." 

Sir Mervon Bright, Bart., demanded " to restoro and 
support the King'’ before and during the ceromoiiy. 
The origin of his claim is to be found in a certain inci- 
dent connected with the crowning of Charles II. The 
previous night, it would appear, had been spent by the 
Merry Monarch in cbaraclcristic style, ^\itlj the result 
that he did not go to bed at all. 

When the time oame for proceeding to the Abbey, it 
was evident that the King was not quite bimself— or, 
rather,^ waa a little too much himself. The Phyaician- 
in-Ordiaaiy, who woa haatily aummoned, oould only 
putting his Majeaty^a head under the pump ; 


but to this operation Charles firmly refused hia assent. 
The Court was in despair until Sir M^nyon Bright, tbe 
first baronet, and one of the King's boon companions, 
appeared on the scene. This gentleman had helped hia 
sovereign to make a night- of it, but turned up himself 
in the morning as fresh as a daisy. He at once under- 
took to put matters right, and, going down to the 
kitchens, brewed .a strunge mixture of his own inven- 
tion, the basic ingrodient, it ia believed, being red 
pepper. Charles drank this off, after which, as he 
himself expressed it, he felt ready for all tbe Arch- 
bishops in Christendom.” Sir Meryon remained at his 
side daring the subsequent proceedings, and. with his 
occasional assistance, the King played his part without 
any serious lapse. 

The grateful monarch, according to the claim, after- 
warda ordained that the Bright baronetcy should carry 
with it the office of Hereditary Chief Pickor iip to the 
Crown, and in the present baronet’s possession is a 
singular document setting forth the duties of the post 
on all occasions of tState. 

A Tramp Card. 

When George IV. was crowned, his discarded Qneon 
(whether discarded from weakness, strength, or fright 
is a moot point) turned up at the Abbey and sought 
admission to tbe ceremony, and it became a delicate 
question how to get rid of her. Alter sonieone bad 
suggested calling out the Guards and the Homo 
Secretaiy, a gentleman by the name of Oliutneigh 
offered to go into the ante-room where Caroline was 
waiting and keep her engaged until the conclusion of 
the function. His offer being graciously accepted, lie 
joined tbe Queen, and, after a few minutes’ preliminary 
conversation about the weather, produced three cards 
from his pocket and invited her to “ spot the lady.** 
Time after time Caroline bucked her fancy for a trille, 
and, meeting with no success, proceeded to pluy for 
higher stakes in the hope of winning her money back. 

Her last guinea had gone before she remembered tlie 
purpose for which she had entered the Altbej', but then 
it was too late, tbe C’oronation being ail over, and her 
spouse well on his way back to the Palace. For his 
services on this occasion Mr. Oiutneigh (who is credited 
with having introduced the threc-card trick into this 
country) was grunted a pension, but his sole surviving 
descenduni has also claimed the privilttge of being 
present at the Coronntion, and keeping all undesirable 
females away from liis Mujesty’s vicinity. He points 
to the possibility of a Suffragette iuvasion a.s a special 
i-eason for reviving this year the office performed by 
his astute ancestor. 

On the grounds of picturesqueness, it seems a 
thonsuiid pities that all these claims, having fallen into 
desuetude, have been disallowed by the Court.

A sk tbe man in ilie atrcot if tho conditions nndei* 
which AsBociation football is played to-day are 
better than they weie yeara ago, and he would 
nnheBitatingly reply in the affirmative. But are they P 
1 i-eeall the time when mounted police had to keep 
the crowd off the field of play at Perry Barr, the old 
award upon which tbe fainoiiB Aston Villa Club used to 
diHport thciiiholves ; 1 lemembcr a period in the hietory 
of Anboci.itioii footbfdl when unpopular referees had to 
psib** through a double line of infuriated partisans, who 
did not hesitate to jostle, and even kick the unfortunate 
official whose decisions had incuirod their wrath. 
Scen'^s like (his ai’e not common to-diiy 

Naturally, the stem roprossive measures adopted, 
parliei.laily in roeent 3 ears have had a beneiicent 
oileet n))oii the game, but much of the improveuient is 
due quite as much to natural evolution as io anything. 
1 am (’(s'j)ly sensible of the fact that those* who have 
been appointed to control the pastime have honestly 
eiideavcnivd to rid The game of hooliganism Some of 
then methods have been open to critieisui, manv of ns 
think that football legislators hav» not been as strict as 
ihet ought to have been on all occasions. Association 
football lias not l»een an easy sport to control. Even 
the (eim ‘ f-i)ort*' is perhaps a misnomer to-day'. Asso- 
ciation iootball is a huge busiue<*s, and because it is a 
biihiiiesT lather than a R])ort. it prosents difficulties to 
the legiHliitoi which do not occtii in some of our national 
games. 

Year*'’ ago, without exception, tbe touch-line was 
within a few inches of the sjiectator The barracking 
of piiiyers and the baiting of referees began to lie less 
obvious the inoineiit club managements saw tbe wisdom 
of 8(*ttiiig back the railings a yard or two from lliophiy- 
ing space, and the organisation which to-day basaeycle 
or ruuiiiTig track between tho spectators and tbe toucli- 
liin* possesBcs tbe most orderly and circutnspc<*t ‘'crowd.’* 
Ban ackiiig and bailing is not a thing of the past. The 
tendency still exists, bnt that intervening space does 
have a good effect 

Tlien again, there has been a revolution in the quarter* 
ing of the }>Uvers and officials on modern grounds. The 
legislature has done good work in this direction, but 
“natural evolution*' has done quib* as much it was 
both inconvenient and inexpedient to have the dressing- 
vooins a)iart from the grounds, and 
by jiroviding accommodation for 
the plnyiM’S and officials in rooms 
attached to the stands, clubs wcie 
able to afford that protection nvhich 
wa»- not possible when spectators 
Used to swarm on to the field the 
moment play Jiad ceased and intercept 
the participants on their way to the 
dressing-rooms. Where the legislature 
has done good is in trying to domoii- 
Bt 1 ate i o )ilay ers. officials, and spectators 
that wiliully unfair play and rowdyism 
will not be tolerated 

Blit have the Football Association 
ami tbe League Management Ooui- 
niittec succeeded in stamping out 
booliganism. and aie jiresent methods 
sufficient to meet the exigencies of the 
e.ise? Now. eau anyone honestly say 
that Assoi Lition football is a ** clean 
g.iiiiep If it is. how docs it happen 
that week after week we hear of jvlayers 
being ordi*rcd offy How is it that 
e\«»!v now and then we hear of grounds 
1 eiug closed or clubs fined heavy sums 
I'lec.inse of the misconduct of their 
spe tatoih? How is it that scarcely a 
season passes without the papers being 
full ol “ scandals ** and “ sensations ’* ? 

How oitcii do you read “the ganio 
w IS not handled well by the referee, 
ftnd a good deal of unneccssaiy 


vigour was infused into the play’* For good honest 
charging 1 have every respect, and T have the utmost 
contempt for that referee who penalise a a player for a 
periectly fair shoulder to shoulder charge, and passes 
unnoticed little tricks like ankle-rapping, neatly^ 
executed but unscrupnbns trips, and wild lunges which 
may mean the instant cessation of a player s caiwr. 
The situ]>lc fact is that many referees cannot distinguish 
hclw(i*u a fair charge and a deliberate ioul. And yet I 
make hold to say that every deliberately unfair player 
in football is peiiectly well known. 

Of course, sooner or later many of those men are 
brought to book, but a gi'eat many of Ibeiii go on year 
after yeai without coming nndor the ban of either the 
League or the Association. And the pity of it is that 
club officials who. better than anyone olne, are a wine of 
the “ idiosyncrasies *' of these men, not only regard 
them with “the blind eye,*' but frequently applsind 
their tactics. I lemeiiiber an incident in an English 
Cup-tie 11 few years ago win rc one of our most prominent 
amateur forwards was tripjied in the niost^ bare-faced 
manner by an opposing defender. Inimediiilely there 
was a liowl of execration from tbe crowd, but the

Canyon wonder that hooliganism is still prevalent on 
the field of play wh“n such a feeling as this is known to 
exist among soine of those who euip'oy unfair players**' 
F.ir be it from me to tar all club officials wuth the same 
brush, but 1 do say that it is tin* clear duty of clnb 
officials to do their part towards stamping out tricks of 
this kind. For the referee who condones shady tactics 
there can be m* excuse His duty is clear Of what is 
he afraid? Does he expect to be blamed by the 
goveining bodies for promjitly sending the man off the 
field, or is he feaiful of losing tlie snppoit of the clnb 
which is prejudiced by the loss of the player ? We 
want men with tho courage of their convictions to 
liandle our games, and it is up to tho clubs and the 
legishituie to see to it that such men are not penalised 
foi endeavouring to make “Soccer'* football above 
reproach.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Key to Delft. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


^npIllS 16 modGrti,” Uic connoidBcur said. Asked the

It is a copy of a bit of old Dutch delft/* the con- 
BoiBseur said, hnifcring the blue-and-white platter.

Kow what is the chief chai’acteristio of this kind of 
old pottery Ddfl is the Dutch name, and delf the 
£iif*lisb name for it; earthenware was still called delf 
by old people in the Midlands, even less than fifty years 
ago. JJelfl and delf were earthenware, but all earthen- 
ware iR not delft or delf How does one know this old 
class of pottery from all others, when one sees itP 
Many a visitor lo Tiolhiud brings back pieces which he 
BuppuscK to ho ''old Dutch delft.*' How shall yon 
know the real old stuff from the pleasant blue-und- 
white eartlionwaro made at the quaint old city of 
Delft yesterday P And how knoW;, for certain, a bit of 
old Euudisli delf, tooP 

The key to the wards of these questions is simple — 
old delft and old delf were surfaced with tin-enamel. 

Enamel verms Glaze. 

The body or sobstanoe of the ware was varnished, so 
to Npcak, not glazed; even ** varnished ** is not the 
nC'Cnvato word, for varnish is translucent; a better word 
would he japanned " or ^'lacquered.*’ Tin-eiiamol gavo 
a wbit(‘ opaque surface to the ware ; it is a tiuuy 
metallic surface, quite different from the clear gla/e 
Been upon jiorcelain and modern pottery. It la ojiaqut, 
and that definitely distingnishes it from ware that is 
lazed, a glaze would show the brovrn clay through, 
ecause a glaze is transftarnU or translucent^ and you 
can sec t)i rough a ghizc t/O the baked clay uudcrueiith. 

Now the delft being made at Delft to-day is glazed , 


the old Dutch delft and English do if was not glazed, 
but tin-enamelled. Its surface, therefore, somewhat 
resembles the surface of Bilston enamel Or coarse 
German enamels upon metal. But delft and delf 
oonsisted of enamel npon clay ; and you oannot *' see 
through** its enamel surface down to the substance 
beneath, as yon can with modem delft. 

Now this white paint-like, metallic surface, not 
transparent or translucent, is the chief characteristic, 
and the key of delf and delft. 

Exeeptioas. 

It is true that a thin coat of glaze was added, over the 
enamel, to some of the latest old delft, and that English- 
made delf was slightly glazed, by a wash above the 
enamel. But in these cases you " see through ** the 
glaze to the enamel. The **key”-*ihe enamel— is 
always there. 

The Enamel Surface. 

In old Dutch delft the enamel lies close to the clay, 
and is seldom crazed ; the enamel eniii-ely covers the 
ware, lying on the undersides as well as the upper; 
this had to be so. because the clay was so soft and 
friable. Elusbing a bit of delft in the light, the 
eye perceives the tinny, metallic-look iug sheen of the 
surface. You can also fed the enamel; it may feel 
smooth, but not with the glassy feel of a glaze. Some- 
times the enamel is pitted, sometimes it is blisku-ed. 
often it has been w'orn away, usually it has been 
chipped away at the edges, and then you can see the 
body or substance of the ware. 

Under the Enamel. 

The body or substance of the very oldest Dutch delft 
consisted of a red earth ; the subhtance of seventeenth 
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Servant; •*Oh, ycs« mumi The last four girls yoo had told «d ill ahool Ilf* 
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and eif^hfceentli century Dutch delft couBlated of a 
yellowish or pale brown earth. In both cascH the 
Hubstance is so soft that a knife can cut or triturate it. 
There is carbonate of lime in it, and under a drop of 
strong acid it will effervesce. 

Now the body of English delf was denser and more 
glassy than that ; it wqp less porous, and, therefore, the 
enamel did not unite with it so well in the kiln. Con- 
sequently the enamel does not lie upon it so closely 
or evenly, and yon oftener see the clay showing through 
or nearly through. The body of Lambeth delf was 
biiff-coloui*, and when it shows nearly through it gives 
the enamel a rosy tinge, which is one of the character- 
istics of Lambeth and Bristol delf. English delf enamel 
often crazed in the kiln, and that, 1 think, is why a 
subsequent thin gliize was washed over it. 

Oa, aad then in, the Enamel. 

The decoration painted upon old Dutch delft was 
crude ; the well-known hearth tiles painted blue upon 
white are typical of the earliest style, for ut first blue 
was the only colour used. Tiles painted in purple 
came later, when purple, green, yellow, brown, and 
i-ed were added to the delft-painter's palette. 

The decoration of old Dutch delft was done neither 
vndcr the enamel nor over it. The tin-enamel was 
laid on the body, and while the enamel was still wet 
the decoration was added. For the moment the decora- 
tion was ujHin the enamel, but the heat of the kiln then 
liquefied both, and then fixed both, so that the 
decoration then lay in among the enamel. This is 
why old Dutch delft decoration is often seen to have 
“ run.” 

In English delf, however, though you see running. ' 
the colours have run u}^n the enamel, not with it ; 
because the decoration was done after the enamel had 
been fired, and before the final glaze was added. 

Thus spoke the counoissieur ; but the owner wiis 
unconvinced.

the practical week to a finish on Friday evening, 
the iSaturday being so curtailed by meals and 
early closing that it was scarcely worth wliile 
for his stafi to take on their job. In London 
tJicre is growing complaint about the Mondays. 
Hotels, restaurants, cabmen, and theatres arc hit by 
tlio week-end habit of prosperous people, and on 
Monday nights a jam in the Strand traffic is not 
cxpeet<*d. Our railway companies have given the 
cue lor the desertion of London by the institution of 
facilities for economical travel. “ Half-day ” and 
“ excursion ” tickets arc now forced to compete with 
“Friday to Tuesday” ones. Just fancy being able 
to clear out of town and enjoy yourself from Friday 
to Tuesday ! It likes me much. But it is inevitable 
that various interests must suffer. 

• • • 

Time was that no domestic servants had a whole 
day's holiday in the year. Neither 
Altered had the working-man or mechanic — 
CusComt. except at his own expense. Local 
holidays were great affairs, real land- 
marks in the calendar, because the local folk had to 
accept what was offered them in the limited environ- 
ment from which there was no escape. To-day, 
instead of troubling about the small regatta or the 
little race-meeting in close reach of his residence, a 


man rushes up to London for a three or four days’ 
trip. The cost is very small, and there is always an 
artful excuse for the excursion put forth by the 
ingenious railway company. For example, the 
Exhibition at Shepherd’s Bush offers a weekly open- 
ing for at least six months of the year. Then there 
are Easter, Whitsuntide, the August Bank Holiday, 
and Christmas, to say nothing of tJic Boat Race, the 
football turns-out at the Crystal Palace and elsewhere, 
the Derby, Ascot, Henley, the Cattle Show, the 
trade shows at the Agricultural Hall, and an ever- 
incrcasing list of pageants, demonstrations, and so 
forth. The countryman with, say, £200 per annum 
can come to town once a week for nearly every week 
of the year, and he can travel in comfort by non-stop 
corridor trains. The other afternoon I came across 
an advertisement of the London and South Western 
Railway issued in 1805. It allowed each passenger 
“ one portmanteau or carpet-bag.” And to-day 
there are tens of thousands of our population who 
don’t know what a carpet-bag is. 

• • • 

One may well rejoice at the improved opportunities 
for enjoying tlic sweets of life. The 
More Londoner rushes to the sea — the 
Enjoyment. countryman rushes to town. And, 
if you belong to the “ classes ” and 
can afford a motor you can naturally rush anywhere. 
Welj, the cyclist and the motorist are better off in 
the fresh air than they arc in a billiard saloon, and 
though the public-house bars often lie moaning 
under the changed conditions, no thoughtful 
persons are likely to be sorr}” for that. Dropping 
into licensed premises for a glass of sherbert last 
week, I ventured, by way of making conversation, to 
ask the barmaid if she had seen many customers 
that morning. “ No,” answered she, “ only a few 
Percy Woodbines ! ” A more suecinct and expres- 
sive summary I never heard. How my fellow- 
citizens manage to afford week'-ends is rather a 
puzzle to me. The habit — it cannot be sneered at 
as a “ craze ” — has grown up among all sorts and 
conditions of men. We are gradually reaching the 
stage when the nation will jib at Saturday and 
Monday labour. Let them not be blamed. A 
victim of constitutional lassitude myself, it is pleasant 
to see the world making itself comfortable, if not 
merry in the riotou^ sense. Tlierc arc worse ways 
of dividing your time than giving lialf of it to town 
and half of it to country. Yet how foolish it is to 
suppose that robust health is the special prerogative 
of the rural dweller. Whenever a glance at green 
fields is vouchsafed me, I wonder that so few of the 
good souls I see look hardy and well set up — “ pictures 
of health,” so to speak. Most of them lead steady 
and temperate lives. Still, how few appear to be 
really hale and stout !

Why 
couldn’t the insensate beast go and get a new face, 
instead of torniciiting a poor, sciisiti^o soul day after 
day with his ugly old mug ?

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LOOKING BACKWARDS.

B 'U.T it must not be 
thought that thii 
tremendouB change of 
front was a thing of endden 
appearance. Like all deeply 
rooted modifications, of 
human institutions its 
growth was gradual and 
unsuspected. 

The famous plea of the 
then rising barrister, Jaw* 
kins, which provided a 
definite turning point in 
the history of our criminal 
proceedui*e, could not have 
been made until somewhere 
about 1H30. But as early 
as the end of the first 
decade of the twentieth 
century that feeling of 
public sympathy for what 
were then termed the 
criminal classes, which was 
eventually to be epitomised 
in that justly celebrated 
plea, bad become very 
noticeable 

It was already openly 
declared by some that the 
criminal was in no degree 
responsible for his actions, 
and was therefore an object rather for compassion than 
punishment A sort of official support to this theory 
was lent by the frequent remissioo of sentences on the 
authority of the highest oftcials in the land. And as 
time went on juries everywhere became less anxious to 
convict, and public opinion more and more set against 
anything save the very mildest forms* of probationary 
detention Then, like a thunder clap, came Jawkins* 
famous defence. 

** It is," be is said to have stated, ** by this time 
generally acknowledged that my client is a man deserv. 
ing of the warmest sympathy as one who is not 
responsible for bis actions. But to admit that is not 
eufficient 1 ask you, gentlemen of the jury, whether 
the true ignominy and responsibility for the enme does 
not lie at the door of yonder bald, pated reprobate, fiom 
whose fob pocket the gjpld watch . in question was 
removed P For if the inititntor of these proceedings 
had not in the first instance possessed the gold watch, 
surely it is sufficiently obvious that my client could not 
have removed it ** 

This flawless argument, which provides the basis of 
our present judicial system, fell on men's ears with all 
the force of an axiom that had hitherto, owing to some 
extraordinary inadvertence, escaped actual statement, 
but which only needed, formulation to be universally 
accepted. 

Hence we find that immediately it became 
the established custom to prosecute all the original 
owners of stolen property as accessories before the fact. 
And as the principles of humanitarian psychology began 
. to be more understood, and the acquittal of the burglar,** 
as be was still called, more and more frequent, the 
prosecution of the owner of the property grew to be the 
chief business of the criminal courts, until the charging 
of the original so-called ** offender ” became merely a 
matter of form in order that his plea of justifiable 
provocation might be propeHy entered and accepted. 

Lastly, as consideration for the finer feelings of the 
"provoked *' (as be is now termed in present day legal 
phraseology) became mon widely spread, the former 
charge fell into disuse, and we see the criminal trial as 
it exists to-day, i.e., reduced to a simple arraigning of 
the ** instigator '* of an offence. 

Many of my hearers will, no donbt, remember the time 


novel to call forth a display of public enthusiasm when- 
ever some particularly oastardly case of instigation met - 
with ito nchly deserved reward. I myself remember a 
case which evoked a good deal of comment and satisfaction 
in the Press and elsewhere at the stern and unlading 
way in which jnstice was meted out to an old and 
hardened instigator. 

He was a man of some considerable social stanamg 
and personal wealth. The charge preferred was, if I 
remember rightly, that he had, ** by the poBsesBion ol 
certain household ornaments and utensfls of silver, 
unlawfully, wilfully, wickedly, and with Mlice propense, 
led and instigated the provoked, William Sikes, into 
forcibly removing the said household omamentB aud 
utensils and melting down the same.” , 111 * 

His counsel strove valiantly on the instigator s bouali, 
endeavouring to prove that the silver canale-sticks and 
tea service referred to bad not been purchased by the 
instigator himself, but had been left him by a deceased 
aunt, and that it was merely from sentimental reasons 
that he had hesitated to convert them into cash^ and 
subscribe the money derived therefrom to the Nation^ 
Pension Fund for the Provoked. He stated that his 
client would have been only too delighted to present 
their value to Mr. Sikes had the latter approached him 
on the subject previously. This wretched quibble 
obviously carried little weight with the jury, particularly 
when the instigator's previous record was announced, 
and it transpired that lie had already served several 
longish sentences for other flagrant cases of instigation . 

CrosB’CxaDiined, the provoked said that he was very 
especially entitled to the jury's sympathy, inasmuch as 
this wq,B the seventh time that be bad been the 
object of a premeditated instigation within the last 
eighteen, months (Murmurs oi sympathy.) He was 
not as young as he had been, and these incessant 
appearances in the witness box, even on a mission of 
public interest such as this, were becoming very trying. 
He pleaded for an exemplary sentence on the instigator. 

The jury without retiring brought in a verdict of 
guilty, with a strong recommendation to severity. 

The judge, in passing sentence, said that there was 110 
doubt but that this was a most serious case of iustigntion. 
Here they bad the provoked, obviously from his record 
a man whose temperament made him peculiarly open to 
these vicious attacks, called into court in the interest of 
public justice for the seventh time within a year and a 
half Against this cruel wrong and injustice the 
prisoner could only plead that a sentimental interest 
bad caused him to retain possession of the aiticles in 
question, and that had the provoked applied to him in 
the first instance be would have been pleased to* have 
insulted him by the offer of a bribe. As to the extreme 
paltriness of both these excuses he did not think that it 
was necessary for him to say anything. 

The prisoner's record was a damning one. According 
to evidence furnished by the police he had been sentenced 
no fewer than fourteen times for instigations of varying 
severity Apparently the instigator's career, ever since 
be bad been old enough to acquire any personal property, 
had been one Jong course of preying upon the weak- 
nesses of the' unfortunate provokable classes. There 
were times when it was a painful business for a judge 
to have to pass such a sentence as be was now about to 
pass, but this was not one of them. The instigator was 
an unmitigated scoundrel and must go to penal servitude 
for fifteen years. 

On delivery of sentence there was a burst of applause 
which the court officials were quite unable to silence for 
some minutes. After posing ror the representatives of 
the various illustrated papers and bioscope / film 
manufacturers, the provoked was carried shoulder high 
from ' the court by a number of congratulatory 
sympathisers.

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STOCK EXCHANGE SWINDLES. 

How the FadKties of Great Institutioos are Abused. 


It is surely liigb time that the Stock Exchanges of 
London and New York awoke to the fact that they 
huTc in their own hands the remedy for the disease of 
stagnation which afflicts lhem~a disease which, unless 
tackled at once, may become chronic. 

Eor some years past complaints have rained thick and 
fast from Throgmorton Street and Wall Street that 
th^re is no public interest in markets, and that, save for 
some small amount of investment buying, dealings have 
been left to the professionals 

True, the rubber boom in London in ibo first half of 
last year induced uitiny thousands of the pffhlic to come 
into the market, but the majoiily of tlie-ie veutureaome 
Boiilb ratired hurt to join the lar^e army of people with 
small sums of capital at tlieir disposal who have got a 
deef)>rooted distrust of ^Uv.‘k Ezchauges and their 
methods. Nor is this dislrust ill-founded, and if the 
members of the London and New York Stock Exchanges 
want to see a return of healthy speciilalne activity, they 
must first sweep away the aluisc of “ rigs/* aud sweep it 
away so effectively that their escutcheoiis can never 
again — as far as human foresight make^ it possible — be 
tarnihlied bysuoh operations 

Once upon a time, it was rightly considered that 
bucket-shops, and bucket-shops alond, were the homes of 
shady practices ; but unfortunately in recent ye.us the 
**iiggiiig” of shni-es has become so oointnon in Gorgon- 
zola Hall and Wall Sticet, that the spocuUting public 
now fight shy of the maikets, and wisely so. 

How **Rigs*' are Worked. 

In the inner iin«aucial ciicles of London and New 
York it is qiiile i\ common occiirience for the “lip** to 
be ]i:iRsed round among a favoured few that a fh'titioii^ 
rise in a certain share is about to be engineered Some- 
times the o])er.ition is described us a *Mmll movctiieut,'* 
occasionally the crude and ugly term “lig'* is need, 
but oftener than not it is vvliispeied darkly that 
so-and-so —iianiiiig a well-known financier, perhaps— is 
“ shift the price ol *’ a certain bhai*e Not 

unnaturally Iho shaics usually selected are those of 
gold minoR,for the precious metal has magic attractions. 


There Is a glamour about the tiny wc •«! “ gold” which 
makes it an asset of inestimablo value in the hands of 
the “rigger” who seeks to lure the public on to buy 
worthless shares at high prices; and he utilises this 
asset for all it is worth in working upon the minds 
of the unsophisticated. First of all, of ooui*8e, 
the “ rigger ” has to obtain a large number of the 
shires hj proposes to exploit. He is able to do 
this in easy fashion. A mine, perhaps, has been 
floated, and the vendors of the property have agi’eed 
to take their purchase price in cash or shares, 
according ns to wdietlier the public apply fully or not 
for the capital off ‘red for subsiM'iption If the prospectus 
is received poorly, the vendors leceive most of the 
urchase consideration in shares, and this becoming 
nown, a financier will buy from the vcndois tln^ir hold- 
ings, or lake an option upon them, at ceit.iiri puces. 
Hoes be always relievo the vendors of their sliaies 
because he has a belief that the mine is iikeiy t*» tiiin 
out well The mum consideration ii can he pass on 
to the public the shares at prices which will show liiin 
a handsome profit? And if he thinks lie can, the bold, 
bad financier completes the deal with the vendors. 

The Game Begiaa. 

Now the fun* commences, and, once staried, goes on 
fast and furiously. The “iiggcr” li.i'i fiis* ot all -to 
“mike a market’* in the shiiios, and this he does by 
giving certain member’s of the Stock Excliange ** calls * 
on the shares at vaiying priCo-» 5,000, suv, at 5s , 5.(H)0 
at 7s (id , and s'ly 5,000 .it lOs. ; and very often similar 
calls are given to outside broker* — /.f., those who aie 
not members of the Stock Exchange. Obviously, befoie 
any of these brokers can sec a piolit on all then calls, 
the price of the share*, his to advance well ovei 10*, ; 
and, of course, the more the quotation goes over JO, , 
the better for them. Having thus enlisted these 
lirokcrs into his seivicc, a very useful p.art of the woik 
of “rigging” has liecn done, since each of these 
suddenly liocomes an enthusiastic “believer” in the 
future of the mine, and in circidais to clients the 
speculative attractions of the shates arc dilated upon. 
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At last dealinj^B in the shares are began, and for the first 
time perhaps m their history the tape ticks out the quota- 
tion for them. Butin order to stimulate public interest 
it is not sufficient that the shares should merely appear 
H mong the tape quotations. There must be what is called 
“ a rising market " ; and so from time to time the price 
gets a little higher — the smallest amount of buying 
being taken as an excuse for marking up the price — 
and, curiously enough, the higher the shares go the more 
ready are the guileless public to join in the gamble. 

Feeding the Flames. 

Meanwhile, as the shares aro moving upwards, the 
wire-pullers are steadily pursuing a campaign of pub- 
licity. It sometimes occurs that the directors of the 
company themselves are not entirely disinterested in 
seeing the share quotation advance, and, if this is so. 
carefully timed cables from the mine are received and 
published far and wide. It is not siiggec^ted that these 
cables contain information that is false. But it is 
notorious that the disseminalion of hopeful news 
from a mine is sometimes sent at wlmt is deemed to be 
an opportune moment in the “ bull campaign.” An 
amusing incident is told in this comiecLioii concerning a 
certain gold mining company, now defunct. The 
meeting of sliarebolders was in progress, and on a table 
in front of the chairman, and in the full gaze of the 
audience, was a large lump of gold-bearing quartz. 
During the course of a highly optimistic speech, the 
cliairiiian declai'ed that a cable had been that morning 
dispatched to the mine manager, instructing him to start 
crushing. Jjater in the dny a message came from the 
official named siiying** Can’t until you i*cturnllierecf I ” 
And it is no exaggeration to say that many of the mines 
in the shares of which “rigs” have been engineered 
have been subsequently proved to have been as limited 
in gold deposits as the jiroperty concerned in this story. 

It w’oiild be wrong to suppose, however, that ttie 
attention of the manipulators is entirely confined to 
mines. In New York, for instance, “rigging” the 
market takes place extensively from time to time in 
railroad and other st^icks anil shares, and prices are 
hoisted to dizzy heights by the jtrofcssionals in order to 
“ rope in ” the ])ubli(*. Some of the clevei'est movements 
of this kind have been worked ” across the Herring 
i’ond,** and right well are some speculators on this side 
aware of it. Not so very Jong ago a certain railroad 
stock was forced np nearly 40 points in a single day by 
certain brokers, who used “ dummy ” buying orders. For 
the boiiuur of the Now York Stock Exchange let it bo said 
at once that an oxliaiistive inquiry into the matter i osiilted 
in the brokers imiilicated being severely punished. 

The Inevitable Collapse. 

To i-eturn to the familiar example of mines. When 
ilie financier and his friends have unloaded on to the 
pnlilio all their shares, the market is left unsupported. 
Down comes the price with a rush, and this is generally 
, the signal for the public who have been deluded to turn 
sellers. The avalanche of selling orders causes the quo- 
tation to fade as quickly as snow l»oforo the spring sun- 
shine, and in less time than it takes to suy "Jack 
Robinson,” the shares become practically unsaleable. 
Those who have sold have snffiei'od severe losses. Where 
has the money gone P Into the pockets of the insidora 
— brokers and the i*igging fraternity — and the net result 
to the public is a severe lesson learned at great cost. 
The Remedy. 

The Stock Exchanges of London and New York nra 
fine institutions, governed by rules framed for the 
genuine protection of the public. But these rules are 
inadequate. They want amplification. Their operation 
must be broadened so us to prevent brokers taking a 
hand in " rigs,” and thus helping the manipulators to 
fleece the public. It is no credit to any institution that 
its rules aUow members to assist in laving people into 
share parohuses which must almost inevitably result in 
large losses, or in the public being left in possession of 
scrip of little or no value. It is significant that brokers 
who are known to take a band in these practices ara given 
a very cold shoulder by the other members of the house. 
If this remedy is applied vigorously, public confidence 
can be won back, jont the public has had enough of 
** holding the baby ” ; and hence the qaiotness of business.

as a person ol culture, knowledge, and experience, 
be never condescended to the clown dog buffooneries 
of some of the latter-day members, wlio are 
prone to forget that W'hat ma\" suit a Board ol 
(Guardians is out ot place in the House of Commons. 
Bernal Osborne Avas regarded as the “ rollicking 
ineriymuii” ol the House. There arc none ,ol his 
stamp to-day.

ARE BACHELORS MEAN?

B ACvHELORS, who are just 
now being miled ' in 
vnrioue quai’teiti, ai-e lilfe 
ookernuts ; everyone has a ahy 
at them Home time or another. 
Majb«* this is becaufie ba<‘helorB, 
like cokeruuts, are bard-8helled« 
There Heems to he Bouiotliing 
provocative about bachelors. 
No one can leave them alone. 
People are continually writing 
io the papers to point out the 
desirability of taxing bachelors. 
Other people demand that 
bachelors should be compelled 
to wear a distiuguibhing uiidge 
— either as a warning or a guide, 
1 am not nuro which. And 
other ingenious souls, apparent- 
ly tracing u subtle connection 
between bachelors and sad 
dMgs and gay dogs, suggest that 
a yearly licence costing seven- 
aud-six ought to be taken out 
by every bachelor. 

Intereuted folks — folks who, 
in letters to the Pres^, cloak 
their identity in such thin 
fabric as ''Patei’familias’' and 
Mother of Ten Girls’* — do 
their best to foment this agita- 
tion against bachelors. Even 
in casual conversation, the 
l^helor is referred to nlightingly by mained men. 
Openly they accuse him of ignoram'e. “ Doesn't know 
his own Inck ” is an inevitable comment. 

At the moment a flank attack of extreme strategy is 
in progress. Charges of meanness, avarice, and 
parasitic behaviour generally are being Jaimchod 
against the bachelor with the object, 1 surmis**. of 
•haming him out of his stronghold. 

These charges have all the pulilioity of the Press. 
HoBteRses are giving their views on bachelors; 
d«'biitantes arc invited to join in the symposium as to 
whether bachelors are mean or not. So far, the ayes 
have it— quite emphatically. It has not been so much 
a discuBBiou uh a battue. Indeed, the bachelors have 
made no effort at reply. 1 suppose, l>eing bachelors, 
they are naturally timid . . or < autious. 

Are bachelors ‘mean Let uh consider the question. 
1 can speak with experience, for 1 was bom a 
bachelor. 

The first count on the indictment against the bachelor 
is that he is a “ sponge.” This analogy to capability 
for absorbing liquid strikes me as sheer vulgarity. 

Next, the bachelor is accused of ingratitude. 
According* to the hostesses, he is asked to tea, and he 
never thinks of making a rei urn for this hospitality. 
Just what sort of a return he is expected to make is 
not mentioned. Is it suggested that he ought to leave 
tii’pence for the housemaid under his plate P Or should 
he offer to liel]) wash up the tea-things 

Does it never occur to these militant hostesses that a 
bachelor makes considerable personal sacrifices in order 
to be present at these teas P He •gives up a comfortablr* 
arm-oTiair at the club in order to sit on the edge of a 
hpindly contrivance. He talks about music he has 
never heard to a girl he will never see again , he listens 
to people singing, and has to keep his attention focussed 
on them so that he can murmur ** thank you” in the 
right place and in the right tone. These things, and 
such things as these, leave their mark on a delicate 
coil >.tUut ion. So far as teas are concerned. I reckon 
that tlit^ average hostess owes her baohelor-guist sonie- 
thing on the deal. 

Again, he is accused of being mean after attending 
a dance. He makes no say the hosteseea. But 

wh^ should heP Quite possibly, if he refused the 
iaTitation, the hostess would be compelled to go to 


‘Wbitoley’s for a hired guest to lake lus place, and that 
would cost her half-a-guinea a time Really it seems to 
me that the bachelor, by saving his hostebs all this 
money, is being generous, not meaiif 

He is charged with making no retain when asked to 
dinner. What he can do in that way is not clearly 
indicated. Has he to ask the eldest daughter to marry 
him, or will it be sufficient if lie offers to pay for tho 
poultiTr P 

He is accused of making no effort to repay hospitality 
with hospitality. Presumably the hosteRses expect 
him to say : 

Well, thanks for an excellent lunch Now', 1 shnirt 
sleep comfortably till I’ve got even with you. 1 mraii, 
yon must lunch with me next time. All of aou, and 
don't fo<*get to bring tho baby. T haien’t inucli 
Hccoui modal ion, hut, bless you ! I'll manage it somehow. 
Half of us call sit on the stairs while the oilier half oat 
lunch, and then wo can swop round.** 

But 1 suppose the bead and front of tho bacliolor's 
offending is that he lunches out and dines out and still 
remains a bachelor. That, I think, is the real caimo of 
the outcry iigninst him. Hostesses look on him u«> a 
rebber— consider him in the same light us a inoiihi* who 
has eaten the cheese in the tr.i)) and then managed to 
escape. 

Still, that is no reason why he should 1)e accused ot 
ineanness. If a man is expected to marry a daughter 
at everv house where he calls, you are practically 
inviting him to become a Mormon or a hermit. 

As a matter of truth, it is the hostesses who arc 
mean. They can't give parties without racm- - 
bachelors, for choice. And to expec't a return from 
them foi being invited to a paity is much the same us 
exjH*etiiig Rn]>ers in a theatre to i»ay for the 
privilege of being on the stage. 

Bachelors, 1 affirm, are not mean. ObscMwe the 
way n bac'belor spends money on himself. He is hiiish, 
I'ather than moan. He doesn't mind what he • , . 
owes. 

Bdchelors are never misers. Or, to put it the oilier 
way round, misers are never bachelors. Every m.iriied 
w'omaii knows that . 

The essence of bacbelordom is generosity. Instead 
of coiitiniiig himself to one girl, the hiudielor goes 
round making us many girls happy as lie c.iii. 

It is a proof of the bachelor's kindly niituie ih.tt he 
will often accept a second invitation to dinner at the 
same house.

jpiTY 'is a divixie emotion. It invades us too 
^ seldom. It is a stirring of the imagination in 
the presence of the mystery of life. The sight of a 
hf'Iplcss thing sets it moving vrithin us. It may be 
only the patient look in the eye of a horse, or the 
wisttui glance of a dog, or the grave gazo of a cat, or 
a sleeping child, or a young girl with a dreaming 
smile, or the faded beaut v of a woman, or the settled 
hardness of a man. Or it may be a daffodil in a bare 
wood, or a wild rose in a lif'dge, or a Iamb in a meadow. 
It may be an old man selling bootlaces in the gutter, 
or a cabdriver ploadiug that he has a good horse, sir. 
It may be a rich man with a dead soul, or a poet with 
ashes in his heart. It may be a boy quivering with 
eager hope, or a lover who has outlived his love. 
One sees tlioae things, and is sorry with the wise 
sorrow of sudden insight.

TILE I was reading Mr. John Galsworthy’s 
nov(»l, “ Till ratrician,” 1 discovered that the 
book was filled with pity, not the pifiy that has a 
sneer in it, but the noble pity of art, tho pity that 
kiio\Vs, and feels, and understands. This is what 
makes tho book so great — so much greater than any 
other novel of our day. It colnes with healing power 
into the hardness of political strife. It touches our 
aristocracy, and reveals their human helplessness. 
It arouses in one a sense of fellowship with these 
alienated and isolated Englishmen who are being 
whirled along by forces that they can hardlv com- 
prehend. And as one broods over these patricians 
at cross-pur|)Cjses w’ith plutocracy and democracy, 
one feels t\w liumour of one’s pitv. It is, indeed, 
audaciously humorous — the pity of one liumaii being 
for another human being, for we are all pitiable in 
our various ways, and I think we are all more or less 
queer in each other s eyes. But the higliest whim 
of pit}" 18 surely the pity of the philosopliic plebeian 
for tlie bewildered patrician. It is us if your fox- 
terrier out of the fulness of his canine idolatry should 
be adoringly sorry for you. As perhaps he is.

if has renllv come to that. A mind like 
Ml. thilswortliv's can quite sincerely mourn 
over the hnikeii lordship of great lords. For our 
aristocrats are bone oi our bone and flesh of our flesh, 
and niony of them are pathetieallv eager to serve the 
community and to build bridges between the classes. 
They are quite, honestly trying to work out tlicir own 
salvation and our^, and there is a poignancy of pathos 
in their impotence. The dominance of money and 
tlip moiiev-making spiut cannot hut fthar|icn one’s 
sympathy lor the finer tvpe of aristocrat, for with all 
its faults our old nohilifv w^as tree from some of the 
coarser qualities oi our now^ conquerors. And it is 
this movement of nation against the woiship of 
wealth w'hieh makes the sternest democrat look 
tolerantly on men w ho stand lor a lost ideal and a 
forlorn tradition. ^ 

'THAT feeling is at the root of Mr. Wells’s book, 
* “Tho New Machiavelli,” with its dream of a 
trained aristociacy. Science has taught us to use 
and utilise waste products and by-products, and cveu 
ii we rate aristocracy at its lowest, like coal tar or 
shoddy, ought we not to rebel against its inutility ? 
There is a tradition of service which might be 
modernised and democratised. It is stupid to treat 
a whole class as if it were past redemption, to consign 


a whole section of society to decay. It is wiser, as 
well as manlier, to work for fusion, for comradeship, 
for co-oporation. If we are going to perfect society 
we must knead the mass at the 'top as well as at 
the bottom. Jjooking at life in this way, it is possible 
to got rid of i he antagonism between ojisiocracy and 
democracy, between the peers and the people, Tho 
extremes ought to meet.

pERHAPS it is Utopian to liopc for an ascetic 
^ aristocracy, but there are more impossible 
visions. Take, for example, Jjord Hugh Cecil and 
his nascent Fourth Partv. Out of that seed might 
grow a regenerating force w'hich would leaven the 
materialism of our age. All that is needed is a brcatli 
of finer tolerance and brooder sympathy. I am not 
sure tJuil the English ])eople are stubbornly bent 
upon a ])eimanen 1 feud w'ith the best type <»l 
aristocrat. I think they like some of the «jld nobililv 
far more than they like some of the new^ nobility. 
One cannot resist an instinct of sympathy wit.h men 
like Lord Willoughby de Broke and Ijord Newton. 
One cannot help leeling that the nation needs their 
help in its gropings aiiH fumblings tow'ards better- 
ment.

IT may be o]>timistic to predict that sooner or 
* later WT shall see a great rexivnl of aristocratic 
le.Tder 8 hip, but there are many signs of it already. 
What else is the meaning of the new impulse wdiich 
is emanating fn>m King (ieorge and Queen Mary ? 
The Court is identilyiiig itself with the sobriety and 
simplicity and sanitv of the English temper. ()ne 
feels that a gradual change is stealing into society— a 
change that is like an incoming tide. There is a 
reaction against riotous ostentation, against selfish 
luxury, against empty leisure, against the might of 
the money-bag. The whole land feels a stead v 
pressure of rebuke and reproach and a gentle appeal 
tor a nobler standard. And 1 think that this almost 
impalpable summons is addressed particularly to the 
idle and brainless aristocrat.

/^NK cannot put one’s finujer upon the actual 
initiative of the Court. It is a subtle mfiueiice 
which seems to pervade the national ntraosjiliore. 
The baser and flightier elements are somehow out of 
countenance.

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Biaso to assist that/Obwct, in response to an invitation 
from the Getman Legal Protection Society, con- 
sisting of Dr. Juch, Baron von Erlanger, Mr. 
Ostonoth, Dr. Bizonfy, and other well-known gentle- 
men of high position and character. No printer 
in London could be found to print the pamphlet, and 
the author had to go to Paris to get the work set up. 
Franz Muller was hanged in front of Newgate, and tJie 
German chaplain who attended him said that on the 
scaffold he uttered a few words in German admitting 
his guilt. It was alleged that the minister after- 
wards said he might have mistaken the import of the 
condemned man^s indistinct mutterings. Some 
people thought the interest in murders would die 
down with the abolition of public executions, but 
only last year wc had a sufficient example that such 
is not the case. The sensation of 1864 has frequently 
repeated itself.

The Muller murder was imitated on the stage, when 
the late Mr. Sefton Parry introduced 
Stsf* it into his play, The Odds, at the 
Seatalioat. Holborn Theatre. By the way, 
another Party— the Serjeant of that 
name and father of the witty legal luminan^ and 
playwright, Judge Parry (who has just left\Man- 
cliester for London’s good)— defended Muller at the 
Old Bailey. On the boards, the villain of the piece — 
played by the late Philip Day— managed to get into 
a compartment of the night train from (‘unterbury 
and attempted to rob the heroine (the lute Lydia 
Foote) of a large sum of money. A struggle ensued, 
thc^ villain being throvrn off the steps of the carriage 
while the train was moving at full speed. This act 
of^ derring-do was performed by the smart vouug 
military Jicro, impersonated by die always adniifable 
Kate Bishop, the inothor of Marie Ldhr. And in the 
same month— October. 1870— the Miiller motive 
was worked at the Surrey in a drama called Link hy 
Link* At each house there was a moving back- 
ground of Bcenory in order to produce the illusion of 
motion on the part of the express, but it was not very 
convincing.

NEWS OF THE CUXlO WORLD. 

The American Market. 


AT least a mynad of wealthy or well-to-do families 
from the United States w'ill be over hei*e this 3'ear 
for the Coronation speciucleK ; and that will have its 
effect on the slocks of London curio dt^alcra, no doubt. 
Travelling Americans like to wander in the provinces 
here, also, anti most of them peep into the pleasant 
ourio-shopH which nra to bo discovei'ed — with effort --iji 
our catht*dra1 cities and market towns. It may well be 
wortli while to write Bomr3thing liore upon tlie prices 
which American collectors are accustomed to pay for 
antiques purchased in the United States. 

The (‘hief American market for curios lies in New 
England. Virginia, and the Eastern States gciiorally, 
and ( hereforc I take the prices 1 am about to mention 
from ihose which are quoted occasionally in The 
Ph tladel pliia Public Ledger — “Ledger” meaning news- 
paper here. But the liking for art and for* homo 
decoration which ourio-colleoting indicates is spreading 
further West in America each year. 

A Diieouat. 

1 must, however, uttor two cautions to imders of 
the following prices. Some of those prices Lave strict 
and peculiar reference to what are called Americiiii 
antiques — leliea of the “ old colonial days ” — by which 
is nieaut the fni’niturc, porcelnin, earthenware, glass, 
brsisa, etc., which was in use before or at the time of the 
War of Independence which severed New England 
and Virginia from British rule. And in the second 
plac'O, the following prices refer to a period which, 
though very recent indeed, was anterior to the chaiigo 
iu the Customs tariff, which now permit antiques to 
outer the United Stalcts almost duty-free. One or both 
of these cousidenitions must cause a discount in the 
prices realisable in tlie American market now, by curios 
which have never entered America so fur.

** Old blue Staffordshire ” arouses much enthusiasm 
the other side of the Atlantic.

As much as £50 has been given for a Mayor 
plate beanng the arms of the State of Ohio within a 
horde]' of “ trumpet ffowei's.”

For a good 
bit of lustre- ware as much as £10 may bo expected. As 
for Lowestoft china, prices have risen cent, per cent. 
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since 1892, and a bit may now be woi-tb £5. Old

Sheffield plate is particularly fancied , scare Georgian 
looking-glasses, brass lamps and candlesticks, old 
fire-irons, cut glass, old pewtor, .md r»ld silver, of 
course.

O \e slie P *’ people invariably asked when first 
the uhavnnn^ personality of Miss White flitted 
across their horizon. 

She was essentially a person who captured one s 
interest. Her slenJer little figure was always gowned 
in that expensive simplicity which is the outcome of a 
happy union between taste f and wealth.

The reporter had jibbed at this; but Miss White, 
declaring that, whether the confession was or was not 
credible, she knew nothing of any resurrected Belle 
hjlmore, bad peremptorily declined any cross-examina- 
tion, and had closed the interview. We must, therefore, 
take the lady's word. But supposing, for the sake of 
argument, that Miss White had happened to be the 
repository of a secret so disconoerting to the authori- 
ties in charge of the Founts of Justice, and supposing, 
further, that she had hushed the matter up and screened 
the Home Office from the disclosure of a horrible mis- 
carriage of justice, you can see the kind of influence 
she would have with the great police officials and with 
those above them. 

AVe accept unreservedly her statemotit that there 
was nothing in the Belle Elmore report. But we do 
know that, somehow or other— perhaps from some other 
acts of reticence and discretion in some totally different 
set of circumstances— she had an enorniouR *'pull " 
over the unlikeliest people in the official world, and in 
the most unexpected circnraaiances.

women are left to suppose that ** Votes for Women,” 
is a mere parrot ciy, meaning nothing in particular 
and hopelessly associated with mob law and unwomaiili- 
ness.

Rubbers.

In my opini«>n, 
quotations, after the collapse of the boom of last year, 
fell much lower than w'as warranted, and 1 believe that a 
permanently higher level will be aftatued either now or 
lajber. The *' inevitable reaction ** I iiioant was the sot-back 
which is caused by the usual profit-taking by speculators. 
Betrograde movements of thii^ kind do not frighten the 
investor with sound shaves in his portfolio.

West Africans. 

The revival in 'Wost Africans is being treated by the 
Stock Exchange with great scepticism.

M li. HALDANE shook iiis hoad last week when 
Mr. Waller Long suyj^ested that his groat 
Biieoch oil the Army was his swan song. I hope 
Mr. Haldane is not going to desert his post, for 
there is nobody fit to take bis place and carry on 
his work. Ho has done much for the Army, and lie 
can do more. We are a queer race. We ignore the 
Army in time of peace. We trust the Territorials 
to defend us, but we take very little interest in 
them. Mr. Haldane has taught us to bo proud of 
the Territorials. Hut our pride is not yet as full of 
ardour as it might bo. It is not enough for the 
^J'erritorials to be keen about their country. The 
country must also bo keen about the Territorials. 1 1 
ought to be a feather in any lad’s cap to get into 
the Territorials. Everybody ought to do honour to 
them. The more highly we respect them the better 
they will b(».

A NOTH E Hi thing the Army needs is ofiicers. 

Mr. Haldane is making it casiiu* for the man 
<*f moderate means to send his son into the Army. 
Ho is instituting cadet scholarships which will 
reduce the expenses by a half. That is to say, lie 
is encouraging our boys to choose the Army "as a 
career and not as a pastime. There is no end of 
]iathos in the privations which the poor young 
.subaltern has to endure who enters the Army out 
of pure love of soldiering. The British public d«>es 
not so(»j this side of the Army. It does not realise 
llie sacrifices which the keen professional soldier 
who has no private fortune is i'orced to face. There 
lias been no rise in the pay of the oflicer for a 
hundred years. Mr. Haldane says that it would 
c<ist a million to bring tlie pay oi' the officer up to 
t.lie Jevedof the engineer officer. Even then it would 
not he equivalent to the rise in civil life. The 
country can afford to pay the British officer, and it 
ought to di^BO.

IT is not the subaltern with a private iucoiue who 
* makes the licst oflicer. It is the subalitTu 
who means to carve out ;i career for hiinseH’. 
During the South African war the War Oflice was 
in desjiair about the dearth ol' ofiicers. Now, alter 
ten years, it finds that then' is a serious shortage. 
Why? The cause, says Mr. llcildaiic, is not that 
the young men from the j>ublic schools do not come 
forward, but that they are plucked at the examina- 
tions. That, surely, is the fault of the public 
schools and their classical curriculum. Mr. Haldane 
proposes to take the boy into Sandhurst at seventeen 
instead of eighteen, and let him complete his 
education there, giving him three terms instead i>f 
two. He is also going to ask headmasters 1o 
nominate boys who have a real capacity for lead«*r- 
ship. That is a splendid reform.

f KNOW public school men who go into the Army 
* in debt rather than be forced to deny theni- 
sclves the privilege of serving their country. Ijet 
me paint a ]x>rtrail of a young subaltern of this 
fyj>e. His parents are not wealthy. They have 
pinched and scraped in order to jiay for an expensive 
public school edu(‘ation.

G O and talk to the outfitters, and they will tell 
you that the young subaltern often is forced 
to get his outfit on credit. It seems to me a very 
grim joke that the wealthiest nation on earlli 
should be so stingy in its treatment of the men who 
guard its honour and uphold its pre.slige. We are 
all ready to babble about the sideiidour of our 
Indian Empire. We shall probably spend a million 
oil the Coronation Durbar. But the poor young 
subaltern who may leave his bones in India has to 
pay for his outfit or to get it on tick. We ought t<) 
blush at the mention of our parsimony. AVe are 
the richest nation in tins w’^orld and the meanest.

I WAS dining not long ago with a Iniy wln» was 
about to join his regiment in India. He told 
me with a shy grin that he had not been able ti> 
afford a. first-class sword. He was so hard-up tliiit 
lie had been compelled to buy a. ehoaji sword, llti 
did not make a song about it.

As he talked with shining eyes 
and innocent eagerness, I could not lielji feeling 
ashamed. Does a nation that pares cheese a ud eon 1 1 1 .s 
candle-ends disserve lads like him ?

Buf if tht* day of wrath finds 
our Army without first-class officers w’e shall have 
only ourselves to blame.

A REMARKABLE MONOPOLY. 

Th most iiRtonisliing feat in conneclion witii filling 
appointments in the Civil , Service happened tli»* other 
day in the dopartmeut of Female Surtersiiip'. ni the 
General Post Olfice. 

These appointments are filled by competition o]iC!i to 
girls between the ages of b*» and 18 in all parts i.f tnr* 
British Isles the only quulifications being thai. they 
shall he British sultjccts und unmarried. It is u^uil! to 
hold examinations to fill these posts every six nionths. a 
number of vacancies varying in number being off crod on 
each of these occasions. 

At the last examiniition 15 appointments were offered 
to competition, and 48h candidates competed for these 
appointments. Of tliese. over 400 came from schofds 
and Civil Service classes all over the country, the 
remainder being stiulents of Clark's College, the well- 
known training iiistitutu)u in Chancery Lane. Luiid'iii. 
The result of this exumiiiatioii when published showed 
iliut every vac/aiicy offered had fallen to the lot .li 
students of (Mark's (.lollege. no/ a sinfjle rnmnry (f 
oht'Ji'ned hy any of ih otfu r •• tndid'ttcft. Furtherin' »re, tlie 
offici.al list published by the Civil Service Coiiiiiiis.-.L^m 
shows that out of the next fifteen on the list in order 
of merit all hut two were also students of this in.'-tituiioii.

Now it is jusi that delicate, warm, comfortable eye- 
resling, clear tint of green in English china that in so 
sought after by many collectors of English porcelain 
nowadays. Apple green they will have, and up go the 
prices for oppie green. In step Iho counterfeiters — a 
tea-service in “ Coalport apple green iiefirly took uie in 
the other day. fiut the time when you could buy it In 
sets at the price of new crockery is past. In her 
** Recollections of a Scottish Novelisi,” Mrs. L. 15. 
Walford tells how, somewhere about the year J8t(>, her 
parents purchased a mansion in Scotland, and ** bought 
li os it stood, furnished, and stocked with glass and 
china.” The china “proved to be Crown Derby of the 
best period” — “Derby,” I think, is the Ijest “apple- 
green” — “and Worcester with a ghr/.o that made 


collectors stare ” — “ Worcester ” is often good “ apple- 
green” — “ and Lowestoft. And tht.w were the ordinary 
breakfast, tea, and dinner-sets, put down in ibe house- 
ugcnt*s list as table china!” Mrs. Walford exclaims. 
Her mother never di‘Ofiniud of such china being “too 
good for human nature's daily food,”' and only when 
Mrs. Walford came to he “much in contact with people 
who pursued the suprenioly fascinating study of the 
moment ” did she discover “ the real status of the cups 
and platters so lightly esteemed. Now they are in a 
glass case ” ; she adds, “ 1 like the old way best.” 

A Faieinstiag Line. 

The study of the moment, Mrs. Walford? The cult 
of old English china is not for the moment, but will 
come to be “ for all time.” Soft English china, as a 
whole, is steadily appreciating in the market, bec^ause 
the number of collectDrs of it increases every month. I 
can well understand a collector confiniiig his or her 
acquisitions to “apple-gieen,” tliongh 1 have never 
limited myself to one line. And because apple-green is 
so umck sought for noV, and its price has so much 
increased, I look with a double coiiiplucenuy upon some 
apple-green bordered bread-and-butter plates, which 1 
bought for five shilJingB each seven years ago. They 
are marked Bloor Derby, gadroon-edged, and “ painted 
with B Hingsley’s flowers,” as it says in the oldx)attern- 
books of the old Derby China works. 

“ Worcester” ap])Io is slightly darker than 

“ Derby ” apple-green ; it resembles the hue of a ripening 
apple — I mean the green part of it — and it is a very 
trunHluccut green. This “Davenport” apple-green 
resembles the hue of tlie “ Worcester ” apple-green very 
nearly, but is not so fine, Rniooth, and translucent uudet 
the glaze. *• C’oalport ” apple-green is ruthcr pea-green

Niintgarw caused the Swansea and Nant^arw apple- 
greens to be very vivid. “ Rockingham " green is not 
quite an apple-green, it is more like the green of some 
“ Chamberlain Worcester,” and it is often spoiled by 
lieing flecked with gilt. And only minor parts of 
“ Longton Hall ” jiorcelain can be considered opple- 
green at all. 

Earlhcaware AppIc-grecn. 

The bases of Walton figures in Staffordshire earthen- 
ware are often the true apple-green ; Whieldon ware 
and Ralph Wood figures arc tinted a paler, cooler hue 
than that. Wedgwood iind other Staffordshire dessert- 
services, leaf or fruit shaped, are a da ker green than 
the true apple-colour, which one has to know very well, 
by visual memory, when hunting for the real, the 
exquisite, the inimitahlo larc old thing.

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FROM WAITRESS TO COUNTESS. 

Romance of a Girl who Charmed an Archduke and Caused a Minister's Fall. 


F eudal Europe olTt^rs scanty cbanoee to the aspiring 
and ambitious titrise in the world— unlike liOiidoii, 
* with its cliorns'irirl peei'esses. Slili there are 
exceptions. 

Quite refendy, for instance, the trniisforuiat ion of 
Kosa Wallenstein into Countess Stcu’iian und Hohenau 
is the latest incident in an altogether auiuxiiig career — 
a career which began as oafe waitresB, culminated as 
mother to an Archduke's child and spy on an Imperial 
Court ; and has now etiioroaccd in the almost unattain- 
able ranks of Europe's bluo-hloodod aristocracy. 

It is thii*ty years since the wife of a certain petty 
wine- seller in Hungarian S/egazard bore to him a 
particularly vivacious black-eyed baby. Tliis was Bosa 
Wallenstein. At lliu age of ten little Ro.sa bad 
developed a wild H iiiigariuii temper : and at the age of 
fifteen she shone with such tranaceudcnt beauty that 
for love of her two SzegHzard peasants stuck knives in 
one another's Ibroatn. Papa Wallenstein disliked blood 
being shed into his wine casks. It spoiled the bouquet. 
So he packed his fascinating Rosa oil to a potty town 
in South Hungary, and made her waitress in a cafe. 

Rosa's eyes bnrned up the whole locality, and when 
Ai'chduke Oiho of Austria came along, tliify burned up 
him. Otho, then married and wdth children, bad come 
to Hungary with manosuvring troops. He expe(‘ied to 
stay a week. The black-eyed waitress inspired liiiii 
with one of those frenetic passions which surge 
periodically through Hapsbnrg blood. He stayed in 
Hungary a. moiitli. When Otlio next appeai'ed in 
Vienna, be was Monnd baud and foot to Riosa. She 
bore him a little girl. The romance was brief. Shoitly 
afterwards the Archduke died — as people said, of love — 


and he loft her in his will the sum of £800,000, or 
twenty million kronen in Austrian gold. 

Rosa was rich now, and she aspired to politics. Site 
played n ri«/« in certain Vienna salons ; and her black 
eyes gained her a sort of “backstairs” cn/rcc at the 
Hof burg. What iieople wer<^ s^ing and doing at 
the Hofbarg she knew better than Franz Josef himself. 
This made her a power. The immemorial crisis between 
Austria and Hungary was then in one of its bud fits, 
und Geza Polonyi, Hungarian Minister of Justice, Inul 
the brilliant idea to use Rosa as spy. He offered her a 
large sum if she would write him letters I'eporting what 
the Hof burg was thinking and saying about Hungary. 
Rosa agreed. She developed into a first-class political 
spy. This game was brief. VThen the refelations 
came, Minister Geza Polonyi got into such boiling 
wati*r that he had to I'esigii his post. 

The Affain) Polonyi made Rosa's reputation inter- 
national. Her vanity was appeased, and as she had 
inuch money she could afford to live for love. She fell 
in love with the director of an important bank, and 
threw him over in order to fall in love with the son of 
a Secretary of State. The latter was Rosa's first real 
love, so she affirmed, and she quickly proved it. For 
when her young lover turned cold, she ambushed him 
and put a pair of revolver bullets into his faithless 
body. 

Rosa's pretty name was again in the newspapers. She 
was condemned to eight months' gaol. But the Court 
influences which had protected her so far — and also, it 
is said, the efforts of Geza Polonyi — secured her a 
pardon. Rosa, however, was not content with her 
position, and decided l.lhit a husband was needed to

restore lier to her place in Auetriiin society. Slie wedded, 
therefore, Baron Bela Schoen1>ergcr. 

Schocnberger was the son of an Austrian Lieiitenaut- 
Field-Marslial, wbohad been expelled froui his rcgimetit 
for debts. Ho was to give, it was contracted, liis 
baronial name to Hosa, but the wedded pair were to live 
apart, he in a flat in Buda Pe»th, she in her palace in 
the Johann Strauss Gasse, Rosa giving him a fair 
allowance. 

JKoratimo this agreement worked well and the ex- 
waitress, ex* (left-handed) Archduchess daxzled Vienna. 
Austria’s gilded youth thronged her salon, and fought 
duels for her smile. She developed into a patron of art . 
As ** Fruulein Rosa ” she kept racehorses ; but tbe Vienna 
Jockey Club objected to Iicm* way of racing, and the 
horses were sold. 

Meantime Baron Bela Sclioenberger was doing ill. 
llis allowance, be held, was not enough. Shadows, too. 
Ijeguu to fail on Rosa. The uiichivalrous Austrian 
government suddenly arrested her at her chateau near 
Pressburg, and bundled her across tue frontier. The 
Baron lost his allowance. He tf>ok to drink, obtained 
the useful position of iiacre driver, and in April, 
died ill the Buda Festh Red Cross Hospital. The 
widowed Baroness made a triumphal tour of Europe, 
where everyone who for hut an instant- saw licr black 
eyes fell in love with her. And the Baroness herself 
fell ill love for the last time— up-to-date. 

The happy man this time is Hugo Alexander Beir/el 
zii Steriiaii uiid Hohenaii, Count of the Ernjure. and 
representative of one of Central Europe’s Timst famous 
linos. The acquaiiitan<‘e came at a fortunate time for 
the Count. It began iu .‘i. Swiss valley. The (^niiit 
was np to his iie.'k in unpaid bills, and angry creditors 
in Zuricli and Lucerne were tliirsting for his blood. 
He fled from Switzerland, and made for Rosa’s flat 
iu Kantstrasse, Charlotteiihurg. a suburb of Berlin. A 
horse-dealer in Basle to whom he owed Il.tMM) francs 
lost patience, and the Basle Coui'ts condemned the 
fugitive to four months iu gaol. 

The Count laughs at the Courts. Ho is in the juris- 
diction of the (voiirts of Love, which refuse extradition ; 
and it has just been announced in the Berlin newspapers 
that ho has wedded Ro^a Wallenstein. The flat in 
Kantstrasse is closed, and the happy pair liave flown 
away on a honeymoon in some creditorless Arcadia. 
Rumour has it that they have come, or are coming, to 
London.

The dog which wins will have to own the best of 
powers of scent and ideal manners. For the rules are 
BO framed that only a inagnihcently self-possessed, 
natural hunting dog can get to the end of any stake, 
many of the leading spoi’tsmeii of the world patronise 
these events, nud much money is spent in preparation 
of oouipelitors. The pri/es are quite valuable.

Probably the least-known British dog is the Truffle 
dog. It is true he might be anything, but the old breed 
was of the small poodle kind with a short curly coat. 
It was best known in Hampshire, Wilts, Dorset, and 
Kent. For in these chalk -counties will we find at the 
roots of the beech, the lime, the hazel, the oak, the c.(;dar, 
and the Sootoh fir. the delicious subterranean fiiiigns, 
for which the Truffle dog liunts. The puppy receives his 
first lesson at three months. He is taught to retrieve a 
truffle, and when he does so, be is rewarded with a tit- 
bit of something he likes. Later the truffle is put in the 
ground and eoveredl over witli a little soil. The dog is 
urged to search, aud when be is successful, be is again 
made happy. The tlnri and last iesson itr when the dog 
is taken to where truffles are plentiful— -where some have 
been located by nn experienced dog and the spots 
marked by the trainer. Nothing can • be too good for 
the young dog when be successfully accomplishes tho 
task set him. And so he wins again. The man digs 
up the tuber, and in this way such a dog has been kqown 
to support a family of fourteen from September to 
March. Many years ago the Truffle dogs were, morn or 
less, all of the same family.

A Comproiaisc. 

Afy own opinion is that both sides are ri{(ht. I think 
tliat both kinds of coals will bo worn this season, but if 
you ask mo wliieh will be the more popular of the two-1 
vote for the mornings coat. At the name time, some of the 
8mart(‘st men will undoubtedly wear frock coats. The 
Lord Ohamborlain lias docroed that that is to be the rig:ht 
coat for civilians at llio ('oroiiation coremon}'. 1 have seen 
it BUgf greeted that when the Lord Chamberlain said this he 
did not really moan it, and that what he really intended 
was thiit a man should wear a town coat of some descrip- 
tion, and that a niorningr coat would do equally as well as 
a frock coat. 1 disregfard that sngwostion altogether, 
because 1 feel quite certain that when the Lord 
Chamberlain said frock coat lie meant frock coat and 
no other kind of coat. If ho had meant morning coat 
he would liavo said so, for the regulations as to dress 
at Court functions are not decided in any hapliazard way, 
and therefore people are expected to obey tboni. You 
cannot get away from the fact, tlioreforo, that frock coats 
will be w'orn at the Coronation ceremony, and it is reason- 
able to juippose that some of the men who wear frock coat.^ 
then will wear them at other functions in this gay and 
festive season, bliall 1 suggest that some men will have 
frock coats this year in order to give some of their 
aoquaintanCies the impression that they had them in order 
that they might be suitably dressed for the (Coronation- in 
other words, that they iverc among the select company who 
received invitations ? 

A Wrong Idea. 

Many hard things have been said about the frock coat 
lately, and 1 think some of them have come from men who 
have not appreciated the little alterations likely to be seen 
in the style of the froek coat this season. Jt will be what 
I may call a common- sense coat, without any extravagances 
of style. For instance, the skirts will not be so full as to 
give the impression that tho woarer of the coat has 
eported a pair of stays and that he had the skirts of the

A PLEA FOR VAMPIRES.

T he other nij;lit I saw the Vampire Yainpiring in 
A Fool There IVas. 1 looked round the theatre 
and sought in Tain for a seeing eye or a hearing ear, 
or a beating heart. 1 gazed on the sky-scraping 
foreheads of London’s brainiest playgoers. But in 
all those polished edifices I failed to detect one 
wrinkle of intelligence. Not one of those mighty 
intellects suspected that Mr. Porter Emerson Browne 
is a great satirist. The scarlet screams of Katharine 
Kiiolred did not pierce those ligneous skulls. Her 
long white fingers did not squeeze one tear of pity 
out of those withered eyeballs. They wept over 
Margaret Halstan’s lilies and languors, but not over 
the Vamiiircs’s raptures and roses. I alone sat 
sobbing and sorrowing for the Vampire. I alone 
filled my opera hat with scalding tears of compassion 
for the Scarlet Woman. 

t • • 

T he Vampire deserves our sympathy. She is a 
conscientious Vampire, and I think she 
vumpire.s beautifully. It is not her fault that her 
admirers blow out their brains or take to drink. 
But everybody blames her for everything. The 
Vampire is really a satirical caricature of masculine 
hypocrisy. When a man makes a fool of himself, it 
is the poor Vampii'c who gets all the abuse. It 
sti'ikes me that it is nearly time for somebody to say 
a word lor llu* A'ampires. They have been treated 
unjustly ever since Adam told talcs about Eve in the 
Ganlen of Edt‘u. There is no doubt that vampiring 
is a dreadful trade, but there is an enormous demand 
for vampires. Men dote on them. They are an 
institution. If men like to be vampired, why blame 
the vampire y Why not blame the men? But 
when a lovely and lonely vampire is forced to wade 
about in blood nobody is sorry for her on either side 
of the fiiotlights. Everybody moans and groans 
over her “ victims/* even when they are sodden with 
drink. No one dreams of pitying the poor vampire 
who is doomed to pass her life in the society of 
dipsomaniacs and s(df-murderers. 

• • • 

T he Vampire is shockingly treated in drama, in 
fiction, and in jioctry. The moment she appears 
the air is tliick with bricks. Take Cleopatra, one of 
the leading Vampires in history. Mark Antony gets 
all the sym])atliy, Cleopatra all the execration. Tho 
mail is a noble hero enslaved by a siren. The 
woiuau is only ** a rag and a bone and a hank of 
hair.*’ It has taken us thousands of years to 
realise that there is something to be said for ibo 
Vauifdre, and something to he said against her prey. 
The Vampire i* supposed to bo horn a Vampire. 
Wc pretend that she is a Vampire from her cradle. 
But even a Vampire has to serve her apprenticeship. 
She has to bo taught the gentle art of vaiiiijiriiig. 
Who teaches her? 

• • • • 

l^E do not know much about the natural histoij 
of the Vampire. We never see the tiny 
Vampires that are learning to toddle. We never 
see the tired old Vampires that are gaunt and grey. 
We see only the theatrical Vampire, the Vampire 
that wears red roses and crimson plumes, that 
laughs long and low, that undulates and glides, 
that smokes cigarettes, that wears shoulder-straps, 
that is quite heartless, and wholly inhuman. 
Katharine Kaelred is that kind of Vampire. But 
she is a stage Vampire, and she is there to show that 
there is nothing like her in real lib. Ttt she baa

her counterpart in our illusions The man is the 
everlasting fool and the woman is the everlasting 
Vampiro. That is our bovish wajr of looking at 
things. Being an incurable boy, it is also Mr. 
Kipling’s way. It docs not occur to' him or to us 
that tho song could be re-written thus : 

A fool there was and sho made her prayer— 

Even as you or 1— 

'Fo a beast in his den or a brute in his lair. 

We called him tho clod who didn't care. 

But the fool, she called him her hero fair. 

Even as you or I. 

The tables are turned, you see. The Vampire is 
a man and tho fool is a woman. But, you may say, 
there are no male Vampires. Vampires arc abvays 
%vomen, just as angels are always men. But why 
arc vampires always women ? Why does Katharine 
Kaelred play the Vampiro and not the Victim ? 
Why doesn’t Mr. Frank Cooper play tho Vampire? 
Weil, the explanation is very simple. Art has .been 
dominated by tho male point of view ever since' the 
first saga was sung or the first epic was xxH^ited^ or 
the first stiitiie was chiselliHl or tho first painting 
was painted. We all lake our theory of life from art. 
As a rule, wc take it from novels. Although wbiueii 
write novels, tboy still write from the male point ,of 
view. They have hardly begun to fight their way 
towards a readjustment of values. 

• • • 

I T is not easy to jump out of the past. Wo liave 
got to scrap all our fictions and all our poetry 
and all our plays. Wo have got to create a new art ia 
which facts will not be distorted. And one of the 
things we must do is to destroy the Vampiro theory 
of woman and the Victim theory of man. Mrs. 
Belloc Lowndes, in her clever novel, “ Jane Oglander,” 
surrenders to the Vampiro the(»ry. Her hero. 
Iteneral Lingard, is the old-fashioned lamb led to 
the slaughter by the blood-sucking Vampire, Lady 
Maule. Mrs. Lowndes does not let us see the 
Viimjiire side of Lingard, but we know it is there. 
There is a Vampire in every man and a Victim in 
('very woman. Man is not a tame rabbit who is 
gobbled up by a boa constrictress. He docs his full 
share of the gobbling. And when histurn for Ixiiiig 
gobbled comes be has only himself to blame. When 
1 meet a liero in a play or in a novel I feel inclined 
to scratch him, for if you scratch a hero you find a 
villain. Conversely, if you scratch a villain you find 
a hero. Also, if you scratch a Vampire you find a 
Victim, for Vampires are avenging Victims. 

• • • 

ly^IlEN 1 saw the Victim strangling the Vampire 
in the last act I ajipliiuded the stroke of 
satin', for here was Adam at his old trick of blaming 
Eve for his own fully. But Eve is taking Adam's 
measure. She is firmly riveting his sins on his soul. 
When he lectures Lady Selborue on the male code 
of truth, sho laughs a silvery laugh and points a 
delicate finger at baldheadcd pundits and pompous 
mandarins lolling on front lynches. She quotes 
Taper against Tadpole and Tadpole aminst ’Tajier. 
And when the indignant male babbles about 
Vampires, she hints that when woman turns Vampire 
sho gets the worst of the deal in nine cases pqt of 
ten. Even Cleopatra paid as dearly as Antonv, and 
very few Vampires are queens with golden baizes 
and silver oars. In tho war of sex the femimbe 
Vampire is usually vanquished and tfie inalo 
blighter is seldom blightM. A Foot Thin iFoo 
ought to be called The BUghior

It lay forlorn, “a gem of pnrefit ray serene," 
incognito —like the necklace of black pearls that wns 
recently sold as glass beads. It had for neighbours 
three or four iiupIesB tall hats, sottie chipped enamel 
saurepanR. a pair of dingy corsets, and a few odd table- 
forlcR fi^ni which the electro-plating was gone. Chalked 
on the back of it were tbe figures which signify eighteen- 
pence. And yet it was a painting in oils by Dante 
Gabriel Bossetti. 

It was, in fact, a fair-sized portrait-study of Eleanor 
Siddall, who afterWiirds became Rossetti's wife; tbe 
likeness, as well as the art, is I'ecognisable. Sbe rests 
in a window-seat, looking into the room ; her pensive 
face— she was poet nnd painter herself— her high brow, 
her wonderful (joppcry hair, her full, long, drooping eye- 
lids, her ]‘icli lips, her graceful shoulders and simple 
dress, her shapely arms, and one hand, are all here. 
Yes. this was indeed the woman in whose coffin Rossetti 
buried his manuscript poems, an oblation of woe. 

Her other hand, the cushion upon which it rests, the 
window which frames her, the curtain at one side, and a 
tassel, ai*e sketchy and iinfinisbcd, while the rest of the 
canvas is hardly tinted at all. Bui stretching away in 
a hilly horizon behind tbe figure is a nioorlund liind- 
Bcnpe, just glimpsed, nnd tinted with the last level rays ; 
while over it all is one of Rossetti's blue-grecn twilight 
skies. 1 think my eighteenpenuy Rossetti must have

been painted at Matlock, when Eleanor Siddall was 
there in 1857. 

Unsiincd. 

The canvas is unsigned, as many studies and sketches 
ai*e, that none the less are signed all over to tbe 
I'ecognlsing eye. And it is not studies and sketches alone 
that thus may go incognito. Some of tbe most famous 
great pictures, complete, and for centuries enshrined in 
galleries nnd collections, bear no painter's^ name. 
Among the list of great artists who signed their work 
very seldom, or never signed it at all, are Correggio, 
Donienichino, Giordano, Gorgione, Guido, Paluiii 
Vecchia, Raphael. Rubens, Tintoretto, Titian, da Vinci, 
and Van Dyck. Only tbe Dutch, Flemish, and German 
painters systematically signed their work; great 
English artists have been chary of signature. Jt is 
itue that signatures ha\e been put on for ihfm^ upon 
canvases which they may or may not have seen. 

Signed. 

Signatures and monograms of artists have only a 
secondary value in authenticating pictures; they may 
even be disproof. A signature in tlstlf alone is hardly 
more worthy of notice than a mark upon porcelain; 
forgers have been nitber more busy with pictures than 
with old china, in fact. 

All the same, a painter's signature is not to be 





iMiM tiMi^ hiUffdkmk 
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sneezed at; Bembrandt's, for instance, is highly 
charaofceristio, and so are the dates he added. A renl 
judge of Rembrandts knows the three Rembrandt 
periods of style^ the contemporary signature, and the 
appropriate date in each case. If any contempomry 
signature apmars on a picture which answers to the 
signature in the known respects, the signing adds to the 
collecting value. Like the gold anchor mark upon a 
sumptuous bit of Ohelsea,” a real signatuie is wortli 
much, in authenticity and money. And the question 
whether a signature is contemporaneous or postnumous 
can be tested; for — a signcUure of the same date as tJic 
mintin^g will he inoorporate in the aubetance of the painting, 
hut a litUe apirita of vsine or turpentine wiU aoon loosen 
and remove a modern forgery of the name. 

Yet that is a dangerous process in unskilled hands ; 
used by inexperience upon a genuine signature or 
monogram, the methylate spirit may soon bring away 
not only the name-marks but that part of the picture 
too. Some artists signed with paint so fluid and 
unstable that too harsh a rubbing in of the spirits, in 
bringing off the vainish, will bring away the signature 
also. 

Indeed, the fraudulent sort of dealer, and sometimes 
the too-enthusiastio csollector, will often have a second- 
rate artist's signature removed from an old picture, so 
that it may be assigned to the chief master of the 
artist's particular school. That is the way in which a 
Van Cost becomes a “Rubens,*' and a Hoogstraaten a 
“do Hooge.*’

Not signatures, therefore, alone and in themselves, 
but the study of known pictures and famous artists* 
styles, are what can enable a not too pecuuious 
collector to rescue from neglect a nictut^e that has gone 
incognito and little thought of tor years. Eyesight, 
knowledge, and judgment may still acquire a good old 
picture for next to nothing now and again, and surely 
one may be prouder of finds like those than of canvases 
bought by force of guineas at Cbristio's.

• the available supply of domestic servants 
assorts itself by a determination to secure better 
conditions of life in workers’ abodes. Why they have 
not done so earlier pusses all understanding. A 
fcTv of the great landlords in the country have acted 
on the family tradition that cottage aeeonimodation 
on their estates should be adequate, healthy, and 
convenient. Few*, however, of the territorial 
magnates act on this principle. It is now too late 
for individualist action. 

• • • 

T he home life of the Britisli poor in town and 
count r}% with certain marked exceptions, 
i.s a standing disgrace to our rulers for three genera- 
tions. The conditions of housing in the Mid- 
llhondda Valley, for instance, explain*, the unrest 
and insurgency of the wilder spints there. Over- 
crowding in this climate is purgatory. Self-rcspcct, 
cleanliness, decency are unobtainable luxuries under 
the conditions that actually prevail, not only in Oie 
great towns, but among the mining and industrial 
population. As the sun never rose upon these 
people,' how can they be expected to care for an 
Empire upon which it never wtsif ^ 
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^^ENEKAL BOOTH told me lurtely in aiscussiiif? 
^ the housing accommodation of the United 
Kingdom, that a national loan of two hundred 
million sterling was retired to deal with it-. There 
is no reason wliy the Labour Party should have a 
nionopoly of the miseries which surround the poor 
in their daily lives owing to the horrible character 
of the housing accommodation. The human tide 
has«bcgun to flow in this country, and, as M. Jaures 
told the French public, the time has arrived when 
the masses were going to sit down at the banquet 
of life whoever suffered and whoever were excluded. 


TN sunnier countries food and clothing .alone 
^ form the irreducible minimum of existen^co* In 
this country food, clothing, and shelter iotm the 
irreducible minimum. Jerry built and dilapidated 
homes constructed of inferior materials devoid of 
beauty or convenience are the rule rather than the 
oxcepiion in England, Scotland, Ireland, and Wales. 
The failui'cs of the Elementary Education Act are 
largely due to the impossibility of counteracting by 
any syllabus the noisome effect of slum homes. 

• • • 

THE deterioration of children will continue until 
* the housing question is liandlcd in the same 
spirit as the Navy question is handled. 

• • • 

IF the language of little girls and boys taught 
^ ill the State schools is unprintable, if their 
bodies badly want washing, if their faces arc white 
and wan, the reason is the impossible conditions 
of their homes. The mothers arc blamed for not 
making and mending garments made of lasting 
material instead of buying cheap sweated goods 
with which the shops arc crammed. Where there 
arc no cupboards a family of six in a couple of rooms 
gives the motlier little chance of making and mending 
garments for the little people. 

• • • 

DEHOUSING the people is an Imperial necessity. 
^ Without it the standard of national health 
and stamina will continue to fall. Already the 
liousing of the poor in Britain exposes this country 
to biting criticism from the United States and the 
Dominions. When the homes are made sanitary 
and decent the Council schools might teach plain, 
practical education, the use of bones and lentils. 
The simple cooking of food with such saucepans as 
tho poor can buy might well replace the ridiculous 
instruction carried on with costly apparatus provided 
out of the rates. The sifting of cinders is an Imperial 
question. Tho hygiene of the body, tho cuttmg out 
and making of plain, practical garments are Imperial 
questions, provided the homo is such that improyq- 
ment is TTorth while and comfort possible. 

t • • 

THE reason why the housing question is a burning 
A question is because hitherto it has not been 
treated seriously. It is too bie to bo tackled by 
any Municipalify, even by the London County 
Council. It is too big to be tadded by any group in 
Parliament. The only thing that counts is the 
health and comfort iA daily life of our people, and 
there is no reason whatever why the rehousing of 
the British should not. pay itself over and over again 
by the diminution of the dead charges imposed on the 
tupayer by hereditary paupezi, cximmalii and

It \vould be !L very popular book, for every 
humau being is at heart a snob. You, gentle reader, 
are a snob. Y'our neighbour is a snob. 1 am a 
snob. Wc are all snobs. But we like to i)reteud 
that we are not snobs. I never heard of a snob who 
knew that ho was a snob. Our conception of snob- 
bishness is invariably based upon the behaviour of 
other people. But in the secret caverns of our 
consciousness we are all snobs. It does not matter 
whether we are rich or poor, well-born or ill-born, 
well-bred or ill-bred, educated or uneducated, 
patrician or plebeian. Whatever our station in life 
may be, we are all in one way or other tainted with 
the universal taint. 

• • • 

S OCIETY is based upon snobbishness. There is 
no such thing as equality, and there never will 
be. If you go among democrats and Socialists you 
will find as many snobs as you will find anywhere 
else. Theory is all very well, but men do not 
practise their theories in their private life. They 
bow to the laws of gentility. A Chinese sage or 
cynic said that a man is the son of the age he lives 
in rather than the son of his own father and motiier. 

It is not possible to live and act and think uu- 
snobbishly in an ago of snobs. The most fanatical 
equalitariuD finds himself licking the boots of his 
sufjerior and finds his boots being licked by his 
inferior. The law of snobs is as irresistible .as the 
law of gmvitation. The Irish say that if yon lift 
yoiir feet they will fall themselves. That is to say, 
you cannot get off the earth you walk on. Tliem 
lias never been a consistent Socialist or a practical 
democrat. Socialism and democracy are never 
carried ii^to private life. In our so(;ial relations we 
are all snobs. Wc may try to persua^le ourselves 
that we are not snobs, but wt act like snobs every 
moment of our lives.

The fish 
are not snobs. It is only man, that supremo animal, 
who has iuveuted the rules of c^iste and the codes of 
gentility.

We all 
know great men of our own day who are loathed by 
all their friends. Of course, Ihese things are kei)t 
out of biographies, but they are notorious. Jjfit 
us not cherish the delusion that knowledge is 
nobility.

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HOW GOVERNMENT POSTS ARE 
FILLED. 

A REMARKABLE MONOPOLY. 

The most astonishing feat in connection with filling 
appointments in the Civil Service happened the other 
day in the d^artment of Female Sorters hips in the 
General Post Office. 

These appointments are filled by competition open to 
girls between the ages of 15 and 18 in all parts of the 
British Isles, the only qualifications being that they 
shall be British subjects and unmarried. It is usual to 
hold examinations to fill these posts every six months, a 
number of vacancies vaiwing in number being oflrered on 
each of these occasions. 

At the last examination 15 appointments were offered 
to c!ompetition, and 488 candidates competed for these 
appointments. Of these, over I'OO came from schools 
and Civil Service classes all over the country, the 
I'emainder heliig students of Clark's Collegi', the well- 
known training institution in Chancery l^ane. London. 
The i*esult of this examination when published showed 
that eveiy vacanc^y offered had fallen to the lot of 
students of Clark's College, not a ain(jh racahcif bving 
obtained by any of ot/ier candiditca. Fui'tliermoi’e, the 
official list published by the Civil Service Commission 
shows that out of the next fifteen on the list in order 
of merit all but two were also students of this institution. 

A study of the Success Lists in other Civil Service 
examinations shows that, far from being un excei)tional 
tiling, it is almost a matter of course for thi.s one insti- 
tution to secui’e the great majority of the vacancies in 
many departments of the Service ; so much so, that it 
holds what is practically a monopoly of all appointments 
for girls and many of those for boy.s also. 

Why is this? The couipetilions are open and the 
competitors many in number, and yet hardly any except 
1 hose who are students of Clark’s College an- able to 
get positions. The great oompetilion .scares miiny from 
trying, and yet apparently the greater part of the com- 
petition is ineffective, the rank and file of the candidates 
having no chance.

The Clinch of the Blndei 

T he finest ornamental metal-work ever done in tlie 
v/orld consists in tlio tsubas. or Rword-tjnards. made 
in Japan between the years and The 

fvord ‘*tfiiiba” is short for “ tsiiinibii,'' which meant 
^‘the'thinp: wiiicli clinches the bhiJe.” And *<tsiiim- 
mouo '* is a derivative, which came to mean a man-at- 
arms.” 

The swoi-d-jjuards made during the warlike period in 
Japan (from tlie date of the Norman Oonquest here to 
the time of Drake) were simple, and little decorated. 
The blade was then the imprtitaiit thing. In the Icy 
stool born of fire the samurai beheld tiie mysteiy of life 
coming out of death. The sword was the symbol 
of honour and manlinesB. In its unclouded eheou they 
racogiiised the purity and chastity of the loyal. The 
most precious dowry a bride could bring was the 
honoured sword of her ancestors, and old Japanese 
dramas had their plot in the quest and recovery of such 
a blade. 

A samurai's sword w^as part of liis personality; 
Taiko-Hideyoslii, the Japanese Napoleon, saw the 
swords of his generals lying on a table in the ante- 
chamber of his room, and so exprassed was the 
individuality that h*' could rcco.^iiise to wdioni each 
sword belonged. Next in importance to the blade 
itself came tlie tsuba. 

The Choice to Collect. 

I began to pick up Japanese sword-guards years 
l)efoi*e 1 could know anything about thorn scientifically, 
by distinguishing periods and styles. It is difficult even 
now for one who is no Orieutulist to do that. Jlooks on the 
subject are so few and poor that one has to study them 
intuitively, and divine more than they tell. The sword- 
guards one sf^es for sale over here almost all belong to the 
modern period — that is between the years ir»SG and 
18(18. In the latter year Japan began to Europeanise

herself, and soon after that came an Imperial ediot 
prohibiting swords from being worn. The tsnba then 
became a tbing of the past, and tsuba-making is a dead 
art now. 

You can take your choice between collecting the 
sixteenth and early seventeenth century tsiibas, s'totd, 
perforated, and little decorated in relief, or collecting 
late seventeenth, eighteenth, and ninet^nth century 
tsubas, the ornaments which clinched the blades of 
swords for dress and parade. Or yon can pick up 
examples of each sort, which is what I do myself. You 
will avoid the clnmsy, common things detached from 
Japanese Tommies’" swords that wero worn in the 
’sixties of last century— cast-iron things, small or 
smallish, not hammered into strength or wrought into 
beauty, but at the best embossed a little with vagiic 
and rnsty designs. 

These, and imitations of them, too flimsy to take in 
anybody, surelv, are the sort that are being sold in 
** Japanese art^* shops in London to-day for a sbil ling 
or eighteenpence apiece; bnt these futile counterfeits 
are almost tne only forgeries yet performed. 

The Earlier Sort. 

They are steel, the earlier sort, and perforated ; they 
are not heavv; a heavy, solid tsnba concentrated the 
concussion of a blow upon itself, and the blade was 
likely to snap at the hilt. Although they are all per- 
forated, more or less— that is, the ornament and the 
design of the ornament largely consists in omission, the 
designs were free, they gradually became moreelaborat<s 
and they show on the unperforated portions of the tsuhu 
some ornament in ]‘elief or inlay.

She looks perfectly light-hearted as she 
darts to and fro among the tables. She has no right 
to appear tired. She must conceal her fatigue. A 
melancholy countenance is out of place in a teashop.

I PEAK there is not much romance in the life of 
• the teashop girl, and yet she is wonilerfully 
cheerful. She has a smile for her “ regulars,” and 
she jiasses her weary days in an atmosphiTe of flir- 
tation. Poor girl! She is forced to flirt for tips. 
I have 110 doubt that severe maidens frown on her 
sprightly demeanour. Tlie^ deem her a bold aud 
brazem minx. Bui she is bound to fascinalie her 
jiatrons, aud she is forced to tolerate their auda- 
cities. Her youth is part of her technique. Her 
girlhood is her chief as.set. What becomes of lu»r 
after she gi’ows too old to charm ? Mr. George tells 
how one teashop girl solved that riddle. It is a 
tragic story — the story of a girl who refuses to be 
exploited, and who managed to exploit her exploiters.

It is true, of course, that we are only at the beginning 
ef a far-rpaohing constitutional struggle, and Late 
Sittings, Time-Tables, Kangaroo Closures, and the 
other concomitants of Parliamentary civilisation, niay 
produce very different feelings and may unloosen the 
worst passions ; but one cannot shake off the feeling 
that the result is a foregone conclusion, and such an 
impression is generally prohibitive of those ** Scenes in 
Parliament’* so dearly loved of the newspaper I'oader.

The ladispeasshle Balfour. 

No fact emerges more clearly from the clouds of the 
piesent oontroversy than Mr. Balfour's indisputable 
supremacy in the councils of hie paity. All his col- 
leagues are but pigmies beside him. I' have often 
found myself wondering how, without the least appdi'ent 
effort ou his part, he has succeeded in making nimseli 
indispeuBablc to his friends, for he ever seems to be 
moving in a differaut plane, and to view problems of 
the moment with a detachment that would be fatal to 
other leaders His wonderful intellecl^ual gifts and 
great dialectical skill count for much, but his personal 
charm counts for mure, and fascinates even his stoutest 
opponents ; indeed, I doubt if any British political loader 
in our time has exercised such a measure of iuflueuoe 
over his followers, or commanded in such a degree the 
affection of his friends.

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

Black bttt Comely. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


" MO. thank you, I don’t like black Wedgwood— ’tis 
funereal ! " collectors say, and dealers put back 
the vase, bust, tea-cup and saucer, or medallion 
on the shelves There it rests a long time, till one of 
the few who know comes along. 

The other d»y I heard of ** a pair of big black Wedg- 
wood yases, shiny, with red lines on them, as being ** in 
a furniture shop.” 1 went to the shop ss soon as I 
could, but the vases had been sold, ” to a Wedgwood 
dealer ” the shop keeper said. 

“ Do you mind telling me for how much P ” I asked. 
Three pounds live, sir?* They were worth five times 
that, I daresay. Yet they had ** been in the window for 
months ** the shop-keeper said. 

This neglected ware needs a certain setting if its full 
beauty is to lie brought out. Dull gilt wood frames for 
the medallions, old-gold silk as background on the 
eabinots, or some other yellow suirounding ; I know a 
Teat authority on English keramies who has bad his 
lack medallions let into satin-wood furniture, with 
exquisite effect. Black basalt ware bas been despised 
by the many, but I fancy the number of hunters for it 
will multiply now. 

** Liaesmaa '* as Collector. 

For at last there is a book about it. and a big, fine, 
nulhoritative and delightfully written book. *‘The 
Makers of Block Basalts ” has been scut me by Messrs. 
Blackwood , th(« price is two guineas net. and cheap at 
that. The author, Captain M. H. Grant, is an ardent 
collector who knows how to explain, and also how to 
write, for his pen -name is Linc^man^ and ho wrote the 
Words of an Eye-witness,” and also, 1 think, a book 
of military stories, “The Green Line.” And by more 
than a hundred and fifty excellent pictures his 


book displays to the eye the best that was done in 
black basalt ware and its different kinds and forms. 
For the first time, too, wo are given a complete list of 
the makers. Most of us would say that Wedgwood 
and ” Leede ** made this *' old black stuff,'* but Linesman 
Buppliee the marks of thirty-seven other makers, tco. 

Tnere it a book of esthetics and literature, as well 
as of expertise ; the author has made himself the Ruskin 
of keramioB He has done justice, to what be describes 
as “ a certain grave*eurthenwarc, composed of clay fired 
to the hardness and density of stone, and not only black 
upon the surface, but permeated by the colour through- 
out its mass, the stain not merely superficial but homo- 
genous with the body, so that ” — hero is a test — *• the 
edges of a broken fragment are as black as the surface. 
It was unpainted, because oven at its birth thera were 
eyes to see the beauty of tlie play of light upon its 
uninteiTupted surface It was uiiglazed ; the exti'cme 
closeness of texture rendereJ it luipervious to water, 
and friction alone brought out a bloom and polish of 
greater refinement than could ho imiiarted” by any 
glaze. 

And this is ware ”of the utmost refiiiemciiti The 
piny of light upon its surface is delightful to the 
sensitive eye. Above all things the ambient potters 
lalued /orm, and of all colours black reigns supreme as 
the exhibitor of form. .No hue so well accents and 
harmonises both outline and bulk. It is sometimes 
BUI prising to see how a woman immediately gains in 
grace by the assumption of a well-fitting dress of black. 
What horse so nobly caresses the eye as the coal- 
black charger of the Lifcguardsiiiiin ? *’ Linesman was 
at Spion Kop and the Tiigela River, lie saw Tommy 
Atkins and the natives b«ithing together, and bo 
“ Where are the muscular idiancy, the animal beauty of

But why should tbene be citlier losibtaiice oi piotest ? 
Surely not in defence of feminine modesty, for to tbo

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THE GAMBLING INSTINCT. 

VlTovlJ State Lottertea Tara it to a Healthy UteT 

A n inffeniotiB argument in favour of tbe iuBtitution 
in England of State LotterieSp as on tbe Con* 
tinent, is wortli ^oting from “ Ncw«ern ; A 
Rocialist Romance,** by Edwuid G. Herbert, now out 
m a ebilling edition. (P. S. King, 2 Qioat Smith 
Street. S. W.) 

Sir Pbilip l^dingbam, a captain of industry, is talk- 
ing to bis Socialist son Frank, and points out that the 
uiasses do not save because it does not seem woith 
while. 

*** Suppose a man has saved a so\ereign- what can 
be do with it P Invest it at 4 per cent, p There are no 
such investments for small sums, and even if be could 
find one, tbe only result would be that after waiting a 
year, be would receive in interest niiiepeiice>balf penny 
— not enough for a day’s beer. It is not an attractive 
propohition. Tbe thing to make it attractive is^a 
lottery.* 

** Frank burst out laughing. 

‘ Well, father, yon do .*isb>niBb me. Yon have lieen 
raging at the workers for putt mg their money on horses, 
and now you advise them to put it in a lottery.' 

"'You'sec, 1 am' a betting man myself,' said Sir 
Pbilip. 

“ ‘ 1 have never known you to ni.'ike a hel in my life * 
"‘You little know jour father, Frank. I ba\e 3ust 
fixed up a big liet with a man in London He offered to 
bet me .100 to i that my works would not l>e burnt down 
this year. 1 took it on. My stake £100, his £"10,000. 
If the works arc burnt down 1 get his stake , if not, he 
gets my £100.* 

“ * Bah ! you mean fire insurance * 

“ * Exactly ; but it is betting all the same. Then I 
put £1.000 on that patent pump of ThomKou's, and lost 
it. 1 put £1,500 on the patent suction appaiatus. and 
have got it back several times o^er. E\ery busine a 
man is constantly staking money on one thing or 
another. It gnes rest and inteicst to hie, and is a 
piincipal factiir in all industrial progress. But with 
tlio workman it is different. At twenty-three ho gets 
his society wage, and for the rest of Ins life he cun hupo 
for nothing more. He is almost cot tain to be compam- 
tively poor all his life. His gambling instinct is ju<-t as 
strong as yonrs and mine, and ho indulges it in the 
only way open to him, by betting on hors€»8 and losing 
Ills money. Then he turns to bocialism as a short cut 
to someone else’s money. I say, give him a lottery,* 
**‘And if he loses Lis money in that, will ho be any 
better off ? * 

*‘*He could not lose his money. The lotteiy would 
have to give guarantees of solvency, as in the case of an 
insuiance company. It would boriow money at, say, 
3 per cent in sums of £1 ; 2 per cent would ho paid lu 
interest, and 1 per cent in prizes, to he drawn for 
periodically. Tbe lottery comi)any would invest the 
money at a higher rate of interest, and so make a profit 
(as in the case of a bank) Ihe bond-bolder c.innot lose 
bis money. He can sell bis bond at any time. Ho gets 
interest for his money, and ho has the chance of winning 
a prize, and becoming, comparatively, a rich man, wliicb 
at present is in most oases impossihle. Most important 
of all. he gets tbe habit of saving, ind has at his com- 
mand a sum of money, which he is ^empted to squander 
but can use in case of need.’ 

" ' It would bo fostering the spirit of gambling * 

" ‘ Most emphatically no. Tbe spiiit of gambling Is 
there. Our wise legislators try to stamp it out by 
worrying the bookmakers, and gambling goes on in- 
creasing year by year If legislators were not incapable 
of learning, by experience, they would have found out 
by now that you cannot stamp out a natural instinct by 
making laws about it , you may turn it to a healthy and 
beneficent nse.* **

There has been considerable activity in Peruvian Cor- 
poration shiiroB, tho reason for this, we believe, boing that 
a syndicate is in coarse of formation in Paris to buy up 
the stock. 

There is nothing of interest to report regarding 
Americans. Although business is still mainly profesKidual, 
Koflirs have been sirungtir under tho load of Modders. on 
bear closing and shop support. The carry-over rates were 
▼ery low, varying from 1 per cent, to 4 per cent., and 
wvealed a shortage in the loading shares. With the 
Bobber situation we deal elsewhere. 

A Cheap Trustee Security. 

It would look as though the Central London Bailway 
Company under-estimated its own credit when it offered 
A886,000 Four and a Half per Cent. Preference stock at par. 
This is part of an authorised issue of jE:4HO,()00, and the 
proceeds are required for Iho construction of the extension 
to Liverpool Street nnd tor additional rolling slock 
which will bo required in connection therewith. Applica- 
tions from existing holders of stock in the company received 
preferential consideration, and we do not suppose that the 
general publio received much of iho slock at )>ar, the scrip 
oeing rapidly quoted up to 8 proininm. Seeing that it is 
a full trustee stock, and that tho present earnings are 
Buflioient to cover the intorcsl six times over, it is nut dear 
oven at tho premium named, for at the price of 108 the 
yield is exactly JC4 ds. (id. per cent. 

'J'he linking- up of tho important centres served by the 
. Central London Kailway, with two termini, having such 
vast suburban traffic as Liverpool Street and Broad Street, 
will bo such a boon to the truvoliing public that Central 
London Ordinary stock, oven at 78, is probably a good 
poroboBe for a lock-up. 

An Attractive Kaffir. 

The South African market shows signs of improvement, 
aad» once the trouble arising out of the transactions of the 
big Paris operator who committed suicide is quite over, it 
would not be surprising if this market improved. Ono 
can never, however, bo sure of tho course of KoflirB ; but if 
one purchases the loug-lived dividend-payers, and is 
prepared to hold, there is not much risk. 

One of the most attractive Kaffirs of this description is, 
in our opinion, Nonrso Mines, the lif^of which is estimated 
at twenty-four years, but will, almost certainly, be much 
longer as improved working methods permit of the crueh- 
ing of lower-grado ore. Last year the company made a 
. profit of JB8U6,825, which cquiils 25 per cent, on its present 
^ MBued capital of 41827,821. Tho March profit was 4221,484, 
as compared with 4220,250 for February, which is at the 
rate of over je250,000 per annum. 

The company last year distributed 22| per cent., which, 

' at the present price of 2}, yields a safe 8 per cent, (with a 
mina Uke this it is unnecessary at this stage to allow any- 
thing for redemption of capital), and, in view of certain 
lading developments, a much higher price may be looked

» Bo far from being re^rded as a disturbance to buBineas,

This is true of Home Bails, tho Tube Bailways, onmibni 
stocks, and hotel, catering, and drapery shares ; oven *the 
Atlantic shipping companies being pushed up for the same 
reason, in many oases the rise has gone far enough, but 
there is room for some discrimination, based upon considera- 
tion of the factors making for increased prosperity. 

Who will Bcaefitr 

It is not tho millions who will throng London during the 
two or three days of the festivities who will afford so great a 
stiiiiuhis (o trade, as rather the pi'esenee here of visitors 
from tho Colonies and abroad, tor whom the Coronation is 
an excuse for staying somo months in this country ; and 
tlioso branches of trade catering for this class of visitor 
will be tho ones to benefit most. 

The railways, lubes, omnibus, and tramway companies 
will certainly have record traffics for a week or so, but will 
not benefit in tbe same degree afterwards; whereas the 
hotels, ds apery, millinery, and big department stores, and 
all industries ministerfng to the needs of tbe wealthy 
clashes will, in the long run, profit most by the festivities. 
Most of tho leading hotels, and companios like Lyons and 
the Aerated Bread Company, should benefit considerably, 
and tho Ordinary shaves are probably not a bad purchase 
at and 4| ro8|>ective]y. 

Tbe Rubber Posllioa. 

Thu sooner small investors realise that there is not 
going to be anothor Bubbor boom the better it will be for 
them. Thero may be from tune to time spasmodic attempts 
to galvanise iho markot into some semblance of activity, 
but any sustainod and genuine widespread upward move- 
ment is out of tho question. One has only to look round 
to reali-e tho fact (to the truth of which our postbag con- 
tributes daily evidence) that thousands of people are 
** stuck with hundreds of shares in Kubber companies 
which are wholly unsaleable, or, at the best, can only bo 
sold at a serious loss, 'i'horo are moru people eagerly 
watching for the approach of another boom that would 
enablo thorn to turn some of this paper into cosh than 
there are people ready to buy ; for this reason alone, no 
recrudescence cf tho Kubber boom can bo looked for. Of 
course, the shares of tlie few leading producing companies, 
which are able to avail ibeinsolvos of the present price of 
the raw material (which is obviously still much almve tho 
level it will attain in a year or two), are perfectly good 
investments, but the iudividual who goes in for tho shares 
of Kubber companies of recent origin cannot bo con- 
gratulated. ^ 

A Study ia Compouad Interest- 

Tho average small investor who allows himsolf to be 
inveigled into subscribing for, or purchasing, rubber and 
rubbish (the terms are often synonymous) shares in 
companies where, if the most extravagant anticipations are 
renKsed, a dividend cannot be paid for five years, would be 
surprised if be saw what tbiB means, expressed in cold 
figures. If such an investor buys, 'say, a 2b. simTe at par and, 
in five years’ time, the company has proved a profit-earning 
concern and ho is able to sell his shares at 3 b., a preminm 
of 50 per cent., he may dulude himself into the belief that, 
aftoT deducting brokerage and transfer expenses, he has 
made a profit of, say, 40 per cent 

]M ow, seeing that safe Debentures may be purdiased to yield 
as high as 6 per cent, and even over, the only justifioa- 
tion for thq great risk of buying shares in untried companies 
is the expeotation.of receiving 8 per cent, to 10 per cent, 
interest on one’s money. If we take AlOO, placed in a 
Debenture to yield 6 per cent, and AlOO placed ina new ven- 
ture of the description named, we find that, at the end of the 
period of fiyo yearn mentioned, tho value of the first amonnt^ 
with tbe interest received, at compound interest, is A184^ 
with a safe and assured annual return of 6 per cent 
Prospects B. Certainty.

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THE EASTER GIRL.

A ll liuman beings call fortli my sympatliy, 

■ for even the most fortunate men and women 
are pathetic. The real pathos of the eartli is neither 
wealth nor poverty, neither renown nor obscurity, 
but the staggering miracle of humanity. To be 
human is to be pathetic in a sense that is unique. 
Birds and beasts and flowers are pathetic, but they are 
not so patlietic as we arc. When you sec a rose 
unfolding its petals in the coloured pictures at tlu^ 
Scala Theatre you are not so deeply moved as when 
you watch the smile on the face of a slumbering 
child. The fragility of a flower is not so wistful 
as the fragility of a tiny boy or girl. Why ? 
Because the one is not human and the other is. 
The rose dies without suffering any spiritual change. 
It has no experience. But every child must fac(‘ 
the weapons of life, must be luirt, must go through 
its own labyrinth of pain.

W ELL, one cannot help feeling a kindly interest 
in these strange beings who are groping 
their way towards the grave. And one’s interest 
is keener during a holiday, for it is when we seek 
for joy that we are most pathetic. Easter to me 
is always a (]ueer time of year, for it sends a thrill 
of unrest through the myriads who spend their lives 
in toil. The fever of the spring troubles their 
blood, and they remember that they are alive. Tt 
is a very wonderful business, for as a rule they Jmv(i 
neither the time nor the temptation to stir up the 
dormiint vitality in their veins. They are martyrs 
of sameness. One Monday is disastrously like 
another, and one Sunday is always more Sundayish 
than fhe last. But Easter Monday is not at all 
Mondayish. It lias, a gloss on it. It feels new and 
fresh. Of course there arc folk to whom life is one 
long holiday, and to whom no day is lovelier than 
another. Tli(\v are patlietic in their way, but their 
pathos is not of the same melting kind as tlie pathos 
of the. multitude to whom a holiday is a kind of 
miracle. TJiere is nothing that moves me more 
than the sudden blossoming of joy in the sad, grey 
souls of tlu‘. poor. It transfigures every Bank 
Holiday, but. it is at its most poignant pitch in 
Easter week. One feels tliat hiinianity is then 
making a sublime effort to pretend that it is heroically 
happy. TJiere is u concerted assault on the duliicss 
of life.

IT is youth that leads the onset. The young 
^ souls are like Norah in “A Doll’s House.” 

Tlicv have not eeasiul to expect the miracle to 
happen. t)ld(*r and wiser folk liave cured them- 
selves of the Juibit of watching for the miracle. 
But nobody — not even Mr. Sliaw — can cure youth 
of its divine expectancy, its flowering hope, its 
burgeoning faith. Youth believes in miracles, and 
at Easter it arrays itself in miraculous raiment. 
Do not sneer at the young mystics who form up iii 
a thousand monkey’s parades on a thousand piers 
and promenades. They are following the 
gleam. They arc pursuing the will-o’-the-wisp. 
They arc hunting the mirage. The Easter boy 
dreams of the Easter girl while he is trying on his 
Baster suit of clothes, or selecting his Easter tie, 
or choosing his Easter socks. It is for her mysterious 
•ake that ho unpacks his bag at Margate or Brighton,

Bournemouth or Blackpool. He sees her face, in 
the lazy fumes of liis cheap cij..irette as he lounges 
on the steps of the boarding-house.

Ir scarcely seems possible that Planchc’s song was 
the rage )f town— and country- so 
Forty Years far back as forty years ago. The Into 
Ago. Jules Riviere set it to music, nud 
if. was first performed in a colos.sal 
spectacular “ mix,” called Bnhil and Jiiiov, put on 
Jit Covent Garden in the aufnmn of 1H72. One of 
the scenes represented the bed of the oc(‘an. and 
a bright rod lobster caused much fluttering in tiu* 
breasts of the. naturalists. All the. principals, with 
the exception of Mrs. Billinuton, arc dead - Jolin 
Wainwright passed away only a month since. A 
great deal of money Avas lost over tlie production. 
The gem of the piece— tlie “Spring Chorus "— lived 
on. It was sung by twelve lioya divsssed to represent 
gardeners, and four of them Ujrc* on their shoulders 
a pretty child on a palanquin, festooned with flowers. 
After the play had been running a week Riviere was 
offered £20 for the copyright of the. chorus by fhe 
bend of a well-known publi.shing firm. Jjuckiiy for 
him lie declined. The melody wa.s introduced into 
f)nadrilles, lancers, marches, piano, fluti*, clarionet, 
violin, and cornet fantasia.s ; and large orders ])oiir(‘(l 
ill from the provinces and America. Riviere (deaii'd 
over £2,000 by liis effort of thirty-two buT‘'». 
There avus a lly in the. ointment, )iowcv(‘r. A 
newspaper in the country charged him Avith appro- 
priating the. tunc from the third figure of a set of 
quadrilles by Lanuer, but piomptiy climbed doAvn 
Avhen tackled. 1 cannot recall anything of the same 
sort that aehieA’od the success of “ Spring, Ocntlc 
Spring ! ” 

Tiik suceess was repeabnl avIhui the number was 
transferred to the Promenade 
A NoUy Ac- (\>ucerts in the following year. The 
compADimeat. late Antoinette Sterling then made 
her London debuf, and, being unable 
to do so by any other means, sang her first song 
for nothing, flcr future was assured from that 
moment. The British Army quadiilles Avere a great 
go this season, and so realistic were the “ trimmings ” 
that the proprietor of a neighbouring 'hotel com- 
plained to the Bow Street magistrate that the 
slumber and comfort of her guests Averc interfered 
with through the firing of the guns on the stone 
staircases of the theatre. Imagine a Avatchful 
London County Council allowing that to be done. 
Happily the distribution of a few “ orders prevented 
further unpleasantness. 1 tell you of these thing.s 
because London, with all its overgrown music-lialls 
and ** two houses a night,” and picture shows, and 
skating rinks, lacks the bustle and vitality and keen 
sense of bilarity it possessed forty years a|go. Even 
the speed of the j^taxi” adds a pzpsaic element 
-to aa; nothing of danget-*-tq the hutndram of^jpUr 
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Foit lie himuclf—that is, Mr. Bernard Shav^— has 
said it, and it’s greatly to his credit 
A. Bleak that he should Count the line open 

Throne. spaces of Stonehenge more suitable 

as a Coronation pitch tlian the 
circumscribed environment of Westminster Abbey. 
1 have often wbndered whether it would not be 
possible to have a Coronation in the midst of some 
vast amphitheatre where tens of thousands of the 
public might behold it. In the Abbey the view, at 
tlie best, is poor for the majority, and the space 
is occupied by members of tlie House of Commons 
and a crowd of oiiicials wliose claim to be present is 
of the slightest. “ The propaganda of Royalism, 
which,” Mr. Shaw says, “ is the purpose* of these 
jiageants, need not suffer ; far more people will sec 
them on Salisbury Plain than can be wedged behind 
the troops in Piccadilly; and the cinematograph 
will work all the better in the open.” The last 
statement is undeniable. The trouble would be iiow 
<0 get. tlie people to Stonehenge and liow to get 
them back. Conjure up the emotions of the South- 
Western Railway suddenly favoured with a 
shipping ” order of this description. TIk* city of 
Salisbury would be thrown into convulsions and 
tlie price of motor cars from town — “ to the Corona- 
tion there and back” — ^would cost as much as the 
King’s trappings. Our liumorous cynic- philosopher 
tliiiiks Royalty a decaying trade, and tliat the lot 
of princes is as unhappy as that of policemen. The 
decaying trade ” one is not sure about. Kings 
will continue to hold office in this country on the 
condition wliicli afiplies to other branches of life, 
namely, that they are o1 good behaviour. The 
first bad moiiarc-h-raiid the game is up. But Stoiie- 
Jienge will not do. There would be a mass meeting 
of cromlechs to protest against the disturbance, 
and the London crowds would shout so loudly in the 
home of the Druids that the Wclsli Eisteddfodei-s 
might grow jealous. And, given a wet day ! My 
word ! 

With reference to the forthcoming production of 
Baron Tnmck at the Whitney 
•• Baron Theatre, none of the gossipers in 
Trenck." tlic papers seem to know that the 
fortunes of the adventuroii.s hero 
have*, already furnished material for the boards of a 
playhouse. As long ago as the autumn of 1820 , at 
the liycpiim — then the English Opera House— a 
“ new three act operatick drama,” composed by 
Reeve, was produced. The part of tlic Baron was 
played by T. P. Cooke, the king of stage? sailors, with 
Miss Kelly, a great favourite of the jieriod, as Lionel 
iScliell ; Miss Carew as the Baroness of Lindorf ; and 
Webster in the small part of Beckershoff. An actor 
named Lodge undertook the chanetcr of Rotfer. 
The castle and the citadel of Olatz and the c.scape of 
the Baron from his Bubtxjrraiieous stronghold were 
duly presented. I cannot discoxer that Baron 
Trench left any particular footprints on the sands of 
time, and few persons would associate the central 
figure with the name and fame of such a dashing 
sailor man as Cooke.

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ASTONISHING LIBEL CASE 

Well-known Artist Sued in Respect of n Cnrienture. 


T HK sfcretnliing of the 
libel laws prooeetU 
apace. The latoBt 
ctiMe is one affecting tho 
very existence t»f the? cari- 
csiturisi : and, altbongh 
this iietiuii has lieeii 
Heltled out of court, it is 
of such concorn and im- 
portance to nil black-and- 
white artists, and to 
journals and niaga/ines 
publishing their work, 
iiiat we do iioi hesitate 
1o chronicle it for the 
future guidance and in- 
struction of Fleet Street 
ill particular, and for the 
information of the world 
in general. 

One of the jjopnhir 
linitioroiiH artists of the 
day is Mr. Starr AVood, 
with whose drawings 
leaders of London 
Opinion will he familiar. 
Mr. Starr Wood soiiie- 
iinies signs himself *'Tlie 
Snark,” and last Decem- 
ber lie and Mr. Harry L. 
Angold got out “ The 
Snark’s Winter Annual,'* 
one of those slulling- 
worths of literary and 
artistic humour towards 
which the public always 
show a strong inclination a publication intended to 
amuse all, and to hurt no living soul. 

One of Mr. Starr AVood’s pictures in this annual was 
that of a “ weightress,” as he puniiingly called it, 
namely, a very buxon, black -aproned l><-stoiie waitress. 
The puiiiiiug habit, like other l»ad habits, is not always 
kept well controlled, and tho artist went on to make his 
verbal crime wfirse by calling this picture of the 
“ wfMghtresB " of width and breadth “ A Study in Broad- 
ati-eel.” 

As events proved, there happened to be a Broad 
Street, and there also happened to be a I'ostauraiit 
employe!* in Broad Sti-eet who felt that this picture was 
a oaricutiiro of Lor. Tliis was Miss Hose Dolan, in the 
Einploymciil of W. Hill A Sous, .at their I’estaurant, 
No. ‘J8 New Broad Street, E.C. 

There were ilii-ee courses open Id Miss Dolan. She 
might have been pleased, cross, or indifferent about this 
pictonal pun. Many people who are cari(!atured are 
undoiflitodly quite agreeable, to the process. When Mr. 
Max Bcerbohiii, with his pen or brush, ridicules the 
eminent in literature, art, and politics, they go to the 
galleries to see- his caricatures, and sometimes buy tlicni 
for the adornment cif their own walls. 

When Mr, E. T. Reed mak!*s pre-hietoric grotesques 
of people ill Parliament, the misguided people thus 
.treated often feel flattered, and, regard the artist with 
urbanity, not to say Cri^dliness. And even his 
Majesty's judges view witli tolerance the famous 
cartoons published about them in Vanity Fair and else- 
where. Lord Halsbury has been presented as an absurd 
little figure with a gargoyle countenance and little 
dangling marionette legs; and the Master of tho Rolls 
lias been done in a way making appropriate the under, 
line aflixed : “ Pair, but Not Beautinil.^’ 

Ill a word, to lie caricatured has been hitherto 
regarded ns somewhat of a compliment, something of a 
recognition of the victim's eminence in Lis or her par- 
ticular line or culling. A politician soon evQlves into a 
atatesman. when be becomes a favourite study of the 
caricaturist 

- Miss Dolan, then, might have felt pleased and com- 
plimented by the fame thus brought to her by this 


drawing of a waitress, which she regarded as Intended 
to depict her. 

Thousands would have been delighted, for, although 
the drawing made the comfortableness of the propor- 
tions of Ihe figure undoubtedly exces^ive^ yet it left the 
“ weighfress ” looking comely, amiable, and pleasing • 
still fair, if fat and forty. But Miss Dolan didn t feel 
pleased. Sho felt annoyed; and went off to con^ilfc 
solicitors — Messis. Kimber, Bull, and Deacon, t> Old 
Jewry. B.C. „ , . 

Naturally, ibis firm <lid their bent for their client. 
They quite spoilt The Snurk’s ” breakfast one morning 
by ^ sending him a letter, pointing out that he had 
seriously libelled the lady; and asking him, with the 
inquisitiveness solicitors always display upon such 
occasions, what he was going to do about it. 

Mr. Starr Wood promptly assured .them that the 
drawing ropresi'iited nobody in particular, and was 
imaginary except fdr the face, for whic.h a lady had sat 
— a lady whf» certainly w'as not Miss Dolan, and who 
w’as prepared to come forward und give evidence of thus 
sitting. He did not know whether his sketch resembled 
Miss Dohm, but if it did he tendered sincere regrets. 

Much correspondence ensued between Miss Dohm’s 
solicitor, and Messrs. (■. O. Humphreys and Son, (lilt- 
spur Chambers, Holborn Viaduct, E.C., to whom 
Mr. Starr AVood went in bis quundar}*; and in tbo 
middle of February last a writ whs issued against 
Messrs. Starr Wood and H.ivry Angold, and they were 
presented with a st.atomeiii of claim. 

We have already erediUHl Messrs. Kimber, Bull, and 
Deacon with doing their Ivsl for Miss Douiii; but that 
would be quite inadetpiate terminology to describe 
the brillaucy of imaginiiiioii, biie fertility of resource, 
and the mastery of advocacy which the learned grntle- 
uian who drew the stjitoment of claim thiew into his job. 
“ The picturo and woriU,” I.e said,

Whether or not Miss Do],an knew how badly she had 
boon treated until she read iliis burning summary of 
her wrongs we know not; but certainly Messrs. Angold 
and Wood wore impressed by this presentation of their 
liitherto unsuspected enormities. They* must have 
been advised ti* r.^sist this claim ; but resistance, 
even if sncisessfiil in the matter of tlie jury’s verdict, 
might be costly. While Miss Dohm might be good for 
the or 0300 costs of the action should she losi* it, 
yet, on the other hand, one in her position might not he 
able to find snoli a sum, and the defendants might, even 
if they won the action, be put to great loss. So they 
decided to settle the matter straightway. They handed 
over the drawing of the weightress,'* and paid in 
full liquidation of Miss Dolan’s damages and her 
solioitors* costs, possibly congratulating themselves on 
the moderation of those who saw in the drawing such 
terrible inuoudoes of lowness, vulgarity, fastness, im- 
modesty, and offensivoness of demeanour. 

We do not know, of course, whether Miss Dolans 
solicitors will advise her that this report in London 
Opinion of a case settled out of court is another libel 
upon her. If so, we can promise that no statement of 
claim, however ingcuious, will intimidate London: 
Opinion fi-om submitting the matter to a jury ; for we 
feel that the machinery of the law has been used in a 
manner justifying the public chronicling of the incident, 
and that if journalists are going to take, lying down, 
all .the claims made against journals, which claims are 
growing mors and more abnormal eveiy week, the time 
will come when the only safe newepaptr to isBttO will bf 
one of blink sheets— the inkle joiumL

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Sport of Oak. By Sir James Yoxall, M.P. 


Thfbc is all tbe delight of tbc cbane about 
never know wbat jou inaj not find and kill.'* For old 
oak furnitare is not yet so marked down and defined* in 
nnmijerleas books of illustrated erudition, as is old 
walnut and mahogany. Now that Queen Anne, (Miip- 
pendale, Hoppelwbite, and Sheraton things ai^ so 
difficult io acquire cheaidy, *' Jacobean " is looking up. 
And Jacobean furniture is almost all of it oaken, while 
Tudor furnitui'e is ** even more so," as a dealer informed 
me once. 

Blit the sport of oak-bunting has iis risks T say 
nothing of the labours of that “professional worm- 
holer " who is said to have iwcorded his avocation in a 
reoent census ; you will avoid worm-eaten fuimitnre, of 
course. The leal risks arise with modern contrifaropt^i 
made out of sound old wood. J need not warn against 
the black-oak dining-rooin and hall sit ft* a made for 
Tottenham C'ourt Koad smallish shops, in a ti^avesty of 
Jacobean, about thirty ycais ago, in such quantities; 
the merest chip with ii knife will reveal the soft white 
wood underneath the htaln. The time-honoured hue of 
“ old «>ak " is deep honey-brown, not inky-sable , and, 
besides, you will lofik for the characteristic, unmistak- 
able gram of oak wood, no matter what colour the 
Burfaoe may show. No, the really deceitful pieces are 
those “ made-up." 

Coaeoeted. 

A “ Cromwellian sideboard *' was offei^d me the other 
day. There were buffets, but no sideboards worth 
mentioning^ in the time of the Cavaliers and Round- 
heads, but that does not matter. About half this 
glorified buffet was genuinely antioue — indeed, much 
older than Cromwellian, for that half consisted in six 
fine carved panels, Gothic and fifteenth century. There 
wera also two twisted pillars of Renaissance style and 
date. Now all this fine» antique genuine stuff had been 


fitted into a carcase lately made-up out of an old pew, 
and the (xotbio panels swore, us the French say, at the 
icst. 

Vet the price was cheap iit €18; the Gothic doors of 
the bntch or cupboard, with their contemporary metal 
hinges, lock-holders, and escutcheons, and the fine 
enrven -pillars were worth the money themselves. To 
fit into an oak room waiiibcoting — the panels~and 
the pillars to support a manti^lshell, 1 mean. Such use 
of them ih a pr.nseworthy case of makiiig-iip. But as a 
“Cromwellian sideboard” tlie efl'cet was meretricious, 
tit say the least , ii fiagrantly 1>ore the mark of the 
luaker-ni), 

Kaowa by the Tools. 

Now, the niaik of the unskilful maker-up is the 
mark of the plane. T do not say that the saw and the 
plane had nothing to do with fifteenth, sixtOf^uth, and 
seventeenth century oak furniture, but tlie older ii is or 
JR professed to lie, the more you will expect io see the 
mark of the chisel that laboriously and inqteifectly 
smoothed tln^pluin surtuces, and even tiio mark of the 
jixe that hewed into the plunk or log. This chiselling, 
instead of planing, is a test of age in the panels on 
which pictures wore painted, by the byo; old Duicli 
and Flemish pictures were* painted on ])anels of fairly 
thin oak. But, also, in regard to furniture, expect to 
see rabbeting, dove-tailing, pinning, and pegging rather 
than nailing; and be extremely suspicious of glueing 
unless the bit of furniture has obviously bt^en lepaired 

And when you examine the carding, look for the mark 
of the gouge, particularly in the under-sunk decoration 
of old dower-chesls and chair -backs. By whatever tool 
the carving wus done, howu\er, if its suifuco bo suioolh 
the suavity fejt by the finger will not be due to sand- 
paper; it will lja\e come from endless dustings, polish 
ingB, and elbow-greasiugs, continued through hundreds 
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of years. Even if in ibese respects the front of r panel 
mms satisfactory to you, you will not fail to look fit 
its back, for feai you may theie diHcovci the mark of 
the plane. And expect to find on eveiy laised or 
angular part of surface the vei itable, and not feigned, 
signs of wear and teai. 

EigbUeatli-Ceatury Oak. 

So far, I have dealt with Jacobean and Tudoi oak. but 
you will come aoross (reorgian oak that is wotth pick 
ing np. You nill find chests of draweis, boxes, clock- 
cases, and othei plane-sui faced ai tides, iisnally adorned 
by a band of mahogany inlay And ^ou should not 
despise a set— six oidinary and two ‘ cai \eia, ’ as they 
are called — of Chippendale-desigii oak chans Once I 
bought (for 8b.

Wo lack sweetness and light. Indee-d, our popular 
humorists an; no longer good humorists. They are 
bad humorists whose liumour is always in a bad 
humour. Jt is the fashion to sneer at everybody 
iiud everything. Nobody venturers to take a genial 
view of life. When one man of genius jnects 
allot h(‘r, lie says: “Life is sour, brother.'* It is 
the ag(' of sneers. 

• • • 

THE sin‘(*r is a sign of decadence. No man and 
* no nation can live on a diet, of sneers. AVhere 
there is no vision tli(‘ jxioplc ]>erish, and sneering is 
llio l>liudne.ss of tlie soul. Tin; man who siifl'ers 
from the disease of sneering is worse ilian a bore. 
H(; is a ]ioriI. For nothing rots the spirit more 
t(Tribly than the lialiit of sneering. Sneering is the 
jmtrefaction of faith. Nowadays vve worshij) tlie 
sneer. 'Hie wit wdio eaii sii(*er w(;ll can count upon 
our a]>]>lause. We are afraid to hiss the creature 
who sneers at tlie highest ideals and tlie holiest 
as]»iration.s. We dread tlu; imputation of con- 
ventionality, We tr(;nible lest we should Ik‘ sus- 
pected of enthusiasm. Wo shudd(‘r lest w’e should 
b(* caught in the act of revert*Tice. We jierjuro our- 
selves rather than acknowledge that wc possess iino 
feelings or noble emotions.

{ SOMETIMES sigh for a really big man who 
could jmt u.s all in a bettor liumour with 
ourselves and with <wli other. The hig men of the 
past were not animated sneers. 'Phey had gust4». 
They believt*d in tliomselves and they believed in 
Ininniuity. They laughed the gnats and gadflies of 
cyuieism out of countenance. Ihit we are stung to 
death bv tlu'se insects. We are unabh* t.o rejoice in 
the mellow jollity of life. W'e are wiser than 
Shakt;sj)(;are, craft.ier than Scott, subtler than 
Diekens, more a.stiite than Hrowuing, more sophisti- 
cated than 'JVnnyson, more cautious than Swinburne, 
mon* niodeni tlian MiM'edith. AV«» lliitt(*r ourselves 
that we can sneer at the shams that delmied these 
})Oor giants. We have deliveroil ourselves from the 
iKinality tif rimiance, the fatuity of emot ion, ami the 
inaiiily of seiiti’Jieiit. We glory in the fact that 
there is nothing we cannot sneer at. 

• • • 

I F we have no great men it is because W’e are 
incapable of recognising greatness. If we have 
no heroes it is because we are iucajiablo of hero- 
■worship. If wc have no ])oets it is U»cause the love 
of poetry is dead in our breasts. If wo have no 
patriots, it is because Ave arc too acridly mean to be 
patriotic. Tlie Jubilee of Italian Unity doer not 
stir our blood. Yet we are the sons of the men who 
gloried in Mazzini and Garihaldi and our fathers 
ill rilled to the music of “ Songs Before Sunrise.” 
Swinburne died in an England that knew him not. 
Hu was the last of the seers and the last of the 
singers. Tii his grave lie buried the splendid 
enthusiasms aud ferrous and ardours of a godlike 


generation. So deep are we sunk in petty cynicism 
that wc are ignorant of our decline from the heroic 
temper that breathes in his mightiest songs. His 
verse is written in a language we no longer under- 
stand. W(‘ have lost even his virility of sco^u, his 
masculinity of hate, his manhood of revolt. 

• • • 

I N all gri'at art there is no sneer, and in all great 
moods of the liumau heart there is no sneering. 
The eighU;eiith century was a ceiiliiry of sneers. 
The twentmtli century is a reversion to the age of 
pope and Addison. But its iiisoleiict' is witliout 
eleganci* and its petulam'o is wdtliout polish. Jt can 
iind no nobler drama as a symbol ol the spirit of 
the ('orouatioii t.liau — Monvif. So coarsi* and so 
crass is the age l.lint 1h(' irony of the thing is not 
]»orc(‘iv(*d by more than a handful of spectators. 
And yet ih(i irony is not unmerited. What coii- 
lenijiorary play can wc ]nit forward as a rival to 
Aloiiry ^ Tli<*re is mttliing worse than Money, but 
wh:i.t is majesticallv better r* Though we ransack 
lhewhoh» Vicloriari and Edwardian drama, we can 
find no ]»hiv worthy of a gr(;at raci‘ and a glorious 
empire. Wc nibble the husks of Money in default 
of more Godlike fare.

I F we wdsh to plumb the depths of our cynicism 
h*t us reflect on tlie meaning of the wrangle 
about the head of Oliver (’roinwell. I saw a 
photograph of this dishonoured and befouled relic 
of our dead greatness, and it made me blu-sli with 
iiery shame. The statue of the Lord Frotindor 
stands outside Westminster, but liis embalmed head 
is Btdl imjialed on a rusty pike and is still hawked 
about by liuiiian gliouis. We have lost our sense of 
the siwn-odiiess of death. We eaniiot scourge our- 
selves into iiidigiiatii>n at an outrage that would 
liave sickened tlie soul of anci<»iit Greece. AVe treat 
the skull of Milton’s “chief of inoii *’ as a mere 
eurio. This is the apotheosis of cynicism. It. is a 
lilting turpitude for a nation that lives on sneers. 

• • • 

1 KNOW th;it. it is smart and eh‘V(;r and knowing 
to spit on the graves of our national hero(*s. j 
know that the modern mind lias nothing but 
contumely for Nelson. But at. least in Ibis 
Coronation year we might spur ourselves iuto the 
semblaniie of pride iu Gromwell. AVe ought to 
remember that he stands for England aud the 
English temper at its sternest, austerest, and 
suhlimest. The Irish race has no reason to revere the 
memory of Cromwell, but no Irishman would insult 
the poor remnant of his body as Englishmen are 
insulting it. If five hundred Englishmen were to 
vow that they would rescue Crom well’s head from 
the ghouls, I guarantee that five hundred Irishmen 
would keep them company. But England is sunk 
in Ihe slime of sneers. Grom well's head is a symbol 
of national decay. Our glory is embalmed and 
impaled and exposed to the mockery of snecidiig 
cynics. Let there be an end of the miserable 
business. Let tbe head of Cromwell be put up to 
auction like “ The Mill.” Let its owner offer it to 
the nation for i£100,000. Then let an American 
millionaire buy it as on ornament for his mantel- 
piece.

Relations in Parliament. 

Lokt> lUourETH has f^oiie 
to another, and, let ub hopi;, 
a better, place; for Lord 
Ciirliale's death has had the 
effect of irauslatiii^ him to 
the House of Peers. His 
removal will deprive ns of 
the unprecedented spectacle 
of two brotherB acting as 
Whips of separate political 
parlies. Lord Morpeth, as 
Liberal- flnionifit Whip, was 
wont to sit in the corner 
of the Front Opposition 
Heiich, whilst Mr. (looffrey 
Howard, as a Ministerial 
Whip, sils ill a corner of the OoveriiiiiPiit Hc'iich ; but 
Lord Morpeth will henceforth uccujiy a ])ost of 
“fCrcaler ease and less responsibility,’* to use a pbraH (3 
of (jlad.stone. 

There are. of course, numerous instances of close 
relations sitting in Parliament, but they are generally 
on the same side of the House. Mr. Redmond, for 
example, is supported by both a brother and a son, and 
Mr. Healy was at one time accompanied by two brothers ; 
and in the last Parliament there Avas an interesting 
dinner party, at which seven fathers sat down with 
their seven sons — all the fourteen being legislators. 

Sir Henry Oampbell-Hauiiermun was, of course, 
confronted for years by a brot her who sat on the other 
Bide of the House, and the two biggest men in the 
House— Mr. Catheart Wason and Mr. Fugeiie Wason — 
also kept for some 3*eara the lloor of the House betwt'en 
them. Tlip former, however, eventually seceded from 
the Liberal-UniouiBts. and joined his brother on the 
Liberal Benches. 

Paymrnt of Members. 

VVe an' in for a )»ig figlit over P.iyineiit of Members, 
blit it will he slau't. sharp, and decisive, and (Joubtless 
the system will be at work before the end of the session. 
Tlie money is to bj provided for in the Budget, and 
thereupon jiaid; and at some later stage a Bill will be 
introduced to make the Rch(;me jiermauent. 

But liow many people know that members are already 
free to sue tlieir c<»nstit[ients and compel them to pay 
their inemberB;' It would scarcely be a popular 
inanauivre tiownday.s, and no one Boeiiis anxious to 
assert his amuent rigbls in that way ; besides which, 
the amount which a member could recover would }>e 
based upon preceilent, and would be merely nominal. 
Members are, therefore, confining themselves to good- 
humnnrod badinage, some of them wanting to know 
whether it will l>e paid in advance, and others (like Will 
Crooks) facetiously suggoBtiiig that they might be 
allowed a “ bit on aoeount.” Some are earnestly pro- 
testing that they don't want it. and desire to be allowed 
to continue to serve their country without fee or reward ; 
but if the Treasury insists on sending a cheque for i :75 
^very quarter day, how many of them will return the 
cheques? Ay, there’s the rub. 

The only snggestioii I liave to ni.ake is that, instead 
of the required cash payment being placed in the 
Consolidated Fund (which cannot be discussed), it should 
be voted every year in the Estimatps, so that we should 
all be free to debat-e one anr)Mier’s failings, and whether 
some of us are wortli the inonev’. Such a debate would 
be well worth the cOst involved" 

Lawyers at Westminster. 

The E.xeter Petition has resulted in Mr. Duke, K.O.. 
being sent back to us. lie is an “ old Parliamentary 
Land,” with many friends on both sides of the Chamber ; 
but he is not any more likely to set the Thames on fire

now than when he was here before. It is a strange 
phenomenon that ho many men who Iiave won gi'eat 
reputations at the Bar and on tlip platform should fail 
to strike that delicate piece of Parliamentary anatomy 
known ns *'the ear of the House.’* Perhaps it is that 
the training of the barriKtor leads him to be equally 
vehement on the most trivial and the most mouieiitoiis 
topics; but over and above that cousidc'ration, tlie 
House of Commons has an atmosphei'e of its own. A 
great Parliamentariiui may become a great lawyer, 
but the great lawyer seldom becomes a gi'eat Par- 
liamentarian. 

There is a cliarncteristic story fold of the late Sir 
Henry Campbell-Bannerinan. A Liberal lawyer had 
delivered a maiden speech in which he addi-essed the 
House as if it were a meeting of excited electors. 
‘‘Platform," was the monosyllabie comment of Mr. 
C^Iinivliill to his loader, “ Overflow,” was the equally 
laconic and much more humorous rej)ly of the witty 
Scot. ' 

pAfliamsatary Authorities, 

The doorkeeper at the entrance to the chamber, Mr. 
lngleb3^ is being frequently consulttid on matters of 
procedure since Major Morrison-Bell immortalised him. 
True, the consultations are not characterised by serious- 
ness, blit J could name several senators who think 
themselves experts in Parliamentary procedui*e to whom 
that doorlvpppcr could “ give points.” 

The doorkeeper sits in an old-fashioned chair, and 
scrutiiiiKes the countenances of all who pass, lest any 
“stranger** should cross the sacred threshold. He is 
the custodian of a capacious snuff-box, the contents of 
W'hicli are at the use of all members; and thpi*e is a 
tradition that somewhere in the estimates there is an 
entry which proves that the tax-payers of the country 
pay for that snuff. I cannot vouch for the voracity of 
that legend, Imt none of us wish to be disillusioned. 
One of Mr. Iiigleby’s i)rodece 8 sor.s — Mr. White, by 
iiaino — w.nK a studious observer of everybody and every- 
thing. and after he had retired from his post he puhlishcd 
quite a bulky volume of “ Reminiscences.*' to which Mr. 
Justin McCarlli^ wrote si delightful preface. 

Blocking Motions. 

“ The refinement of cruelty,” said Mr. AHquith. “An 
outrage upon outrages,** said Mr. Pet*!. These were tins 
facetious comments levelled at the head of Mr. Vincent 
Kennedy, the spruce and dapper little Irislnuan, who 
supplied the rednetw ad absurdum in the controverisy 
about what are colloquially known as “ blocking 
motions.*’ Be it known to those innocent of Parlia- 
mentary methods, that on a motion for adjournment 
the M.P.’s can talk about any subject except those 
subjects on which other M.P.’s have given notice of 
their intention to move resolutions. These resolutions 
have not the remotest chance of ever being brought 
forward, but the placing of them on the notice-paper is 
nevertheless sufficient to prevent any particular topic 
froni being debated. It is a time-honoured dodge to 
which the political party in power never hesitates to 
resort, and against which back-benchers have for years 
vainly struggled. 

Mr. Vincent Pa.iil Kennedy has succeeded in bringing 
the matter to a climax by giving notloe of a resolution 
fsalling attention to the practice of giving notice of 
2*0801 uUons, with the insult that membei's cannot now 
speak even about tlieir most cherished grievance! ,I 
am told that Mr. Kennedy is a solicitor, and I can well

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THE DEBASING PICTURE THEATRE. 

Bt CHARLES McEVOY. 


T hat any feelinj? for Art is rapidly disappearing 
among tho groat mass of tbo people, tbe rogue o£ 
tbe “ Picture Palace ” is alarming evidence. 

The Picture Paluco is tbo worst form of showman 
enterprise that probably any age has known, because of 
its dead inane character. Tliero was some beauty in 
an old fashioned circus; there was an artist behind tbo 
peep-show; and often a poor genius pulled tlie strings 
of tbe Tnarionettes. The Punch and Judy show is 
human, and there is life in the meanest niusie-hall, the 
crudest melodrama. But what is there of life or beauty, 
of art or of genius, in tliese darkened halls where the 
people gather to stare at a blinding square of light and 
its uninspired mechanical repetitions P 

Is some now, abortive organ grafting itself on to the 
human race, as a result of continual contact with 
science, a disease such as tlie X-ray operator is liable 
to, blit a disease taking the shape of a new organ of 
sensibility, that can be stimulated only by something 
mecbauicul and un human ? 

In a praviouB age science did not excile tbe imagination 
as it does to-day. There was a steuni coach travelling 
on the roads long hefom the motor-car was thought of, 
but BO little interest did it excite that it is difficult to 
trace tho happening. Mon made amazing Bcieniific 
inventions ages ago, and their chief trouble was to get 
anyone to take any interest in them. Samuel Pepys, 
childishly keen as he was about the smallest detail of a 
day's happening, was little moved by the many scientific 
marvels that were brought to his notice. A note of 
music, a moment of fine play-acting, a. new hook, or 
even a new face meant more to him than any mechanical 
wonder. But to-day the littlest mechanical toy will

excite a crowd of curious onlookers. Machinery seemi 
more vital to us than flesh and blood. 

Tho Elickergraph (to give it the name which some 
one has ingeniously coined) is an example of .this 
hypnotism by science. It is en1.irely without beauty ; 
it is un inversion of every law of art ; it is an orgie of 
ugliness, of bad craftmanship, of indifCerent presenta- 
tion. It is an offence against every canon of culture, 
but it attracts its nightly audience of tons of thousands, 
who extract from the gloomy, giddifying exhibition a 
sense of some new pleasure. 

It is a lethargic pi’ocess, this gratifying of the 
Elickergraph habit, it is as if the darkness were part 
of some mysterious ritual. Thera is little laughter, 
little, applause. A postman may be depicted as dragged 
for miles by his own pillar- bo.x, sweeping <?rowded 
thoronghfaras before him, but he lias a hard mutter to 
raise a laugh. One misses the shout of hilarity which a 
living comedian could raise among that audience, with 
a fraction of the postman's energy. 

As a mechanically truthful record of an actual fact, 
ilio Elickergraph has its intelligent interest ; hut it is 
not the Eact pictures that fill the Palaces, but the 
Eiction pictures, and, worst of all, the pictures with a 
story and a “ heart interest.’* It is the Eiction Picture 
that makes the Elickergraph a menace to the culture 
of tho people. 

Tortuously these “ stories ” shiver and flntti^r across 
the Rfu-een, tales of homely sentiment prostituted into 
mechanical service : and the strange thing to notice is 
how human nature, lieing ineffacahle, manages to 
survive it all ; and when the reformed drunkard kisses 
the child he has crippled for life, the inevitable “lump ” 
rises in the throat, hut a lump tasting of celluloid and 
the ficrid flavour of metal. The spectacle of sensitive 
little Oliver Twist having his cliuracter moulded for him 
by Mr. Bumble is not more painful than witnessing this 
unashsmed abuse of the ** art interest.” 

Through all the ages Art has hoou based not merely 
upon an imitation of Natuiv, but upon the use of 
beautiful material and the effacement of the means 
employed. To take the least obviously artistic form of 
entertainment— the music-hall — the lowest comedian 
faithfully iiiiitatcs Nature, and there is beauty some- 
where. He may have a red nose, an absurd hat, but 
there is the charm of personality and sympathy, while 
of the means he employs to get his effects we can judge 
nothiug. The Elickergraph is a coarse imitation of 
an imitation of Nature, the material employed is ugly, 
and the mi^aiis employed obvious. Slipshod, irregular, 
even mechanically imperfect, there is not even an 
attempt cat sysimnatic operation, and so in the watching 
all sense of proport ion, all raspect for the laws of order- 
liness and verisimilitude, must be sacrificed if the thing 
is to lie regarded with anything but irritation. 

It is for this reason that its influence upon the 
character of the people is deplorable. Thousands of 
poor children are perverted from the development of a 
natural sense of art by early initiation to picture 
theatres. The thing is coarse and unrefined, which is 
the unhappy reason why it is essentially a cheap euter- 
tainincnt. The better class music-halls give a few 
minutes of Fact Pictnras at the end of the program me, 
because they know it is all their audience wish to see. 
The hope is that the Elickergraph habit is not proof 
against monotony. It has survived a lot, but there is a 
big chance that the monotonous character of the enter- 
tainment will kill it off in the end. 

These are the views of Mr. MoEvoy, the well- 
known dramatist. We feel that there is also 
quite another point of view to be taken about this 
new medium of public amusement, and we propose 
to publish Bomethiug on the other side of tbe 
question in our next issue. — [Editor Londor 
Opinion.]

Of a fellow-student, llotnc wrote that “when Grabbe 
left homo for the TTiiiversity, his mother put into his 
hands a packet which, so he told me, contained silver 
spoons — half u dozen tea-spoons, miL little coft'ee-spootis, 
and a bi^ soup-ladle, domestic treasui'es from which 
women of the people sadly part, for they think that 
silver spoons as a possession dlstingiiLsh a housewife 
from folk who own none hut spoons of pewt.cr. When 
I first met Grabhe ht* had alri?ady pawned the soup- 
ladle --Goliath, as he culled it, and later, if I asked him 
huw things went with him, he would gloomily answer, 
‘1 am at my third spoon,' or ‘I am at my fourth 
spoon.' Once he said with a sigh that the big ones 
were going, and it would be very short commons for 
him when he came to the little colfee-spoons, and when 
ihcff were gone there would be no commons at all.” 

lint silver has cheapened, and old pewter spoons are 
worth moi'c than new silver spoons to-day. The 
autlioj’ity on old pewter writes that •* spoons are now 
too valuable to be allowed to lie about in an unprotected 
condition.” By the authority 1 mean Mr. Masse, whose 
•• Chats on Old Pewter ” is the haindlest and best cheap 
book on the subject which a collector can })OB8ess. 

Chaiten Your Zeal. 

But lot no enthusiast beginner exclaim to hiuiaolf. 

Why, I saw a pewter spoon in a little shop f he other 
day ! '* and rush off to buy it. Because the odds are 
that it will bo a spoon or ladle made of Britannia metal 
or lead, and not antique at all. 1 am not here referring 
to fakes, but to materiul, and sjiacc foi'bids dissertation 
upon the differmicos betw(‘Cii true pewter, lead, German 
nietul uJid .Britannia metal, and other amalgams. 
Metallurgy is a more difficult guide than the shape. 

Bowls and Stems. 

The old pewterers copied the sha])es which the old 
Bllversiniths used ; though old pewter sjiooiis were not 


hall-marked and bear no date-lettor, you may define 
their dates roughly by their shapes. Do not expect to 
find pewter spoons of very early periods. Just as Tudor 
and Jacobean silver became nearly all of it melted 
down, to be coined, so pewter spoons of earlier date 
than the fifteenth century have been worn out, for 
pewter is very perishable. I suppose we all know 
William and Mary, Queen Anne, and Georgian silver 
by its shape, when we see it ; look for the same kind of 
guide when you go hunting for old pewter spoons. 

And, first, the bowls ; there is something quaint and 
unsy til metrical about most of them. Often the outline 
of the bowl resembles that of a tennis-racket; some- 
times it resembles that of an elm leaf, non- serrated ; 
sometimes it is almost circular ; sometimes it has the 
outline of a plover's egg. Ladle- bowls are more regular 
in shape, more like the ladle-bowls in use to-duy. but 
larger, as a rule, and set ut an acuter angle with the stem, 
which joins the bowl more awkwardly. The old .vyxww- 
bowJs were more in the plane of the stem, and shallower, 
than is the case with the silver or plated sjioons made 
to-day. 

As to the stems, they are usually shorter than their 
modern successors, and look disproportionately so, and 
are neither flat nor roitiid, because ])ewter-waro was 
finished by hauimering, and though the stem might have 
l>een cast round enough, hammering s(|uared it a little. 
The stems of spoons made to-day are flat : the section 
of a seventeenth' century pewter spoon will be square or 
rhomboidal; there is something a little angular as well 
as solid about the stem of an old pewter spoon. 

Knopt. 

We have all seen old or modern “ a])os tic-spoons." of 
base metal or silver; the apostle” figure is the knnp 
of ihes spoon — the kuoh at the top of the stem. Kat- 
tailed silver spoons are greatly hunted fur ; so are rat- 
tailed pewter spoons. .A ^ true rat tailed spoon has uo 



He I "1 shouldn't merry unless the women was my ssnet opposlts," 
Bhtt ** You'll ntuer find so perfect n being ne tlintl'* 
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knop, its atem tails off to a blant point; but apoona 
witb a tapering ridge running under the stem are also 
nailed rat-taiied, so that a ** rat- tailed" spoon may have a 
flat knop, large, and rounded oblong in outline. 

The knops most often found on pewter spoons ai*o 
the ball, the seal, the ooorn ; there are also the rat-tail, 
the diamond-point, the lion, the melon, the hexagonal, 
the strawberry, and the deer-foot. The “ apostle " and 
the ** maiden -headed " or ** double-horn-headed ' knops 
are excessively rare ; the two latter figure a woman s head 
and head-dress, with single or double raised coif, in the 
fashion of the early fifteenth centuiy. Sometimes the 
knop of a ladle will have a short. 8hai*p bend away from 
the plane of the stem. 

As a rule, pewter spoons* are clumsily large, wooden- 
spoon-like in dimensions. Do not expect to find them 
of coffee-spoon or even teaspoon size. And do not 
expect to And many in any size. A dozen is quite a 
collection.

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“WHAT’S IN A NAME?" 

By r. MORTON HOWARD. 


That irreaponBible fellow Sbakcspeai'e onco asked 

What's in a name ? " Allow me to inform him that 
nowadays there’s anything up to five thousand pounds in 
a name. 

1 refer, of course, to these newer developments of the 
laws of libel whereby damages are awarded for 
unwitting infringements of birth-eopyright in names. 
On all sides one hears of actions, contemplated or in 
progress, owing to the injudicious selection of a name 
for a shilling shocker villain or a serial story adven- 
turess. 

For writers the position is full of perils ; in 
comparison, the sword of Damocles was a mere blunt 
paper-knife. 

Only yesterday I was told that Mr. George Tush 
demanded audience with mo. 

Show him in,” I groaned, a great fear assailing 
me. 

He entered. He was a grim, gaunt man. 

'‘I've called to collect some money from you,” he 
said. 

“ Yes, yes,” I murmured miserably. 

** You know what for, 1 can see,” ho remarked. 

“I — I fancy so. I’ve used your name in a Bhoi*t 
story P Years ago I must have called one of my villains 
George Tush, and you’ve only just found it out And 
now you — you demand compensation? ” 

No,” he said. “ I’m the rate collector.” 

I was BO i*elieved that 1 . . . nearly . . . promised 
to pay him . . . next time he called. 

But that just shows you. doesn’t it ? 

But it isn’t only the financial aspect of the case that 
is dreadful. There is the question of securing action- 
proof names, and that is no easy matter. 

Manufactured names, for instance, are so obviously 


manufacturad. Suppose, determined to bo on the safe 
side, you call your heroine by the name of Clara 
Dlningroomtable. There is something unreal about 
tiiat name. Sentiment jibs abruptly at a name like 
that. You spoil the verisimilitude of the whole 
affair. 

The most engrossed reader must inevitably feel a 
decided chill of the emotions when she comes across 
such a pasHage as : 

Lord Londonbrightonausonthcoo turned to Henry 
Villagepump. Mabel Motorbyke waited for what would 
happen next. 

And then the footman entered to announce : 

“Mr. and Mrs. Emew-Burgnndy.” 

Oh, you simply can't do it! 

One might, ot coiiise, follow the example of a I’ecent 
play by describing the pi’otagonists simply as The 
Girl, The Man, and so on, leaving all names out 
of the question. But even this system has its draw- 

The- Conceited - Fellow -Who-Kissed-The- Girl-Under- 
The-M istletoe-On-H er-T wenty-Firat-Birthday entered 
to find that The Girl was reading a letter to 'i'he-Auiit- 
Who - Always - Suffered - From - CliilblaiiiK. It was a 
letter from The-Cousin- Who - AV ent - To - China- As- A 
Missionary. 

“ Sit down and listen to this letter,” said The-Aiint- 
Who*Alway8-Siiffei*ed-Froin-0hilblaiiia to The-Con- 
cciled- Fellow- Wlio-KiHS(‘d-Tlie-Girl- Llnder-Tlie-Mistle- 
toe-On-Her-Twouty-First-Birthday. 

See what I mean ? 

One might follov/ the prehistoric system of nomen- 
clature, and dub one’s characters “She of the Sus- 
piciously Golden Locks,” or “He of the Independent 
Jflyes,” or “ He of the Unorthodox Mode of Speech.” 
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Or one might disguise names in the sfcjle of the con- 
tributor of Society Notes to the Backwash Chronicle and 
Jf'fffitiR Arguft, 

We could sprinkle our pages with Lord X, or, for 
that matter, Loi'd XX, if the individual was supposed 
to be a brewery peer. We could say the nastiest things 
about Mrs, Z-z or Miss J-q-y-x. Growing bolder, one 
could Tory easily call one’s heroine “Miss Pllqsh?!!** 
There is just the doubt, though, whether readers could 
be interested in a girl who bore a name like a typo- 
graphical sneeze. 

You see, authors arc really in quite a fix. It’s bad 
enough to write improbable stories, but to give your 
characters improbable names us well is risking too 
much. 

-But it seems to me that thert* is no alternative 
between using the kind of names 1 have been talking 
about and the ordinary man-in-the*Rtreet name. 

Suppose that I culled a fictional villain of mine John 
Smith (which heaven forbid! and, let me hasten to 
add, whicli 1 should never dream of doing, the name of 
Jolin Smith being a synonym for all that is honourable 
and nduiirabh'j. Well, there are, according to statistics, 
quite a nuiiibcr of John Smiths in the world. 1 repeat 
— snpjiusc 1 did call ;i villain “John Smith” (which, 
of course, would he the last thing 1 should think of 
culling liim, John Smiths being in\*ariably and without 
exception i(leul men in character and appearance). But, 
suppose— if wppotfp, murk you — 1 did call a villain by that 
name . . . Well, just / 

Personally, 1 would rather spend my money on 
myself. 

Use a man’s name for a villain, and ho gets damages 
out of you. Use his name for a hero, and he never 
thinks of pi*esciiting you Avith a ton-pound note. Oh, 
dear no ! 

To all young men who desire to make money without 
working for it I would say : “ 0haiig<5 your name by deed- 
]uili to Itichai'd Brown or Gharles Jones. Then sit 
tight and await your (qijiort uni ties.” 

There is, of course, one way nut of the difficulty. 
Authors might coinhiiie to run a name-excliange. For 
instaiu'e, I myself would only he too glad to see my 
name figuring iu fiction as that of a man of fearful 
reputation. 

1 should feel that, in a. way, 1 was reaping the 
reward for tpilte a number of things I sliould have 
done long ago wei-c it not that a fear of the police was 
the only thing that deterred me. 

1 should positively thrill with pleasure at reading 
that “ F. Morton IToward, advancing stealthily, seized 
the fair damsel in his arms, and adroitly picked her 
pocket.” You don't know how delighted 1 should be 
to read tliut “F. Morton Howard, after jumping on the 
feeble old man's chest, leered viciously at his victim, 
and slunk away into the night.” 

Claim damages P I’d feel moi'e like thanking the 
writer for exercising my criminal instincts for me 
without my risk. 

1 am quite prepared to have iny same used as that of 
villain in any publication, merely stipulating that the 
name shall never be qualified by “well-meaning” or 
“ good-intentioned.” 1 should certainly claim damages 
were this clause violated.

Khodesians show a soiiiewhat betU'r tendency 
under the lead of Lonelys. Kubbers have been quite 
neglected, but oils look more pi*omisiug. 

Home Rails High Enough. 

The rise in Hume Kails is getting a bit overdone. No 
doubt the tendency towards close eo-oxieration will result in 
still further economies, but it is absurd of people to pay 
i;20 more for £1U() worth of stock than they ivould have done 
A year ago, becauso they think they are going to get 1 per 
cunt, more annual dividend for a feiv years. (.! ranted that 
several of the companies will pay 1 per cent, more during 
the next three or four years, and perJiaps ^ per cent, more 
for another few years, can anyone believe tliat, when 
the next period of industrial depression occurs— and it will 
occui^— dividends will continue to increase ? in any case, 
tlie purdiaser now pays £20 cash down for the prospect of 
getting JSi per annum more income for four or flve years, 
and ho is in the position of the man who buys DebeiitiireH, 
because, forsooth, the vendors guarantee (out of liis money) 
the payment of interest for live years. 

The railway companies are going to have labour 
troubles anyway, and if their dividends risu much they Avill 
Boon be overhauled by the insistent demands of the (iuO.OOU 
odd railway workers, Avho are seetliiug with discontent. 


Steamship Company Shares. 

There is some perturbation about the renewal of the 
North Atlantic Steamship Conference. At the present tiiiio 
only a provisional arraiigemoni up to the end of July is in 
force, and the chairmen of one or tAvo of the big companies 
in this country and (imiiany have been hinting at the 
likelihood of another shipping A\ar, Speaking generally, 
sharea in shipping eompnniiis Avould not appear to be a very 
profitable form of investment. At first sight one would 
think that ships possess a grt^ii advantage over factories 
and other fixed industrial coticeriis in that they are mobile, 
and, if profits cannot he earned in one part of the world, 
can bo diverted to anothei* ; in practice, however, this does 
not apprar to be the caKO, and it is not an easy matter for a 
Hnor to become a successful tramp steamer at short notice, 
and the opening up of new services is also a risky affair. 
If there is going to he a rate Avar there is no doubt abt«ut 
the Hamburg- A murika Company being well cquipi»cd, for 
it has of late years been iilacing large sums to a special 
competition fund for this very purpose. 

Skipping Companies’ Yields. 

The proportion of shipping companies Avhich have not 
paid a dividend on their Ordinary shares (and, in rome 
cases, the Preferred ) for some years is very largo indeed, 
and among these are such well-known companies as the 
Cunard, the iloulder, and the Ley land lines. Nor, in the 
case of such companies as do pay dividends, is the yield iu 
any Avay commensurate with tiie fluctuating nat ure of the 
shipping industry, as is shown in the I'olioAViug table, the 
yields being based on the last dividend :

]t all comes out in her face. Tbougb an activ.ss. she 
lias the secret of repression. ]ler iuiiiiobility of body 
sets off the. workings of a seldom restful face And she 
i.s florliii —nolhing short, nothing iii<»rc. The grating 
accent, the leer, the impish grimace, the haughty man- 
ner, file sad wanness of sorrow, the sheer g adimss, the 
devilishiicss and the iiiyria<l jihasos of Bcrliirs mt>.>t 
cliaracterist ic deni/ens are there. iSlic speaks without 
talking; her powers of suggestion are transmitted like 
a wireless message. 

Ill her seems to be assembled all the etiiolions of the 
beings who dance atteiidaiico on the dazzling lights, the 
human moths <»f the Friederielistriisse and the Linden. 

(lerinaii writers have likened her to Eysoldt in a

Balls, parties, 
dinners, theatricals, operas, galas, and all I lie 
evidences of public rejoicing will be numberless. 
Will anybody give a thought 1(3 the great King 
lying in his tomb at Windsor, or to tJie great Quezon 
who formed the central figure of countless pageants 
and ceremonies during her sixty-four years’ ueeupa- 
tion of Britain’s Throne ? I cioubt it. The world 
lives for the moment. The King is dead — long live 
the King !

the death of Spurgeon the place has 
lost a good deal of its “ household w’ord ” eharacter. 
During his time in the streets of a Sunday night 
you could hear the ’busmen, touting for passengers, 
shout ‘ Spurgt'on’s ” as one of the points of their 
destination. To hear the good man preaeh was a 
great pleasure. He never lost himself in morasses 
of theologiciil proiundily- he was always simple, 
direct, and human. And the longer wc live the 
more we rccogui.se that the really human man is tlic 
moAst powerful man. Sjuirgeoii liad not the 
rhetoiical grace of Morley ruiishon or the cultured 
Roltnetis of Gervasc Smith— a very fine s]>eeimcn of 
Wesleyan divine, .loliii Bright, admitted orator 
though he was, struck many hearers with a feeling 
of disappointment. John B. Gongii and Dc Witt 
Talmagc were of Hie “ roll list iorus ” order. The 
(’ongregational connoetion has many able pn'aehers, 
though none of them strikes the imagination as 
Spurgeon did. General Booth, probably the most 
marvellous figure of Hie nineti'entli century, con- 
sidered from the social-religious stand fioint, has 
much of the old-fashioned Wesleyan method. Mrs. 
Booth was a most eliarming preacher. Another lady 
of much force and sweetiK'ss was the late Miss 
Geraldine Htioper, whose addresses were wonderfully 
sought after in the country. 

The effects of great pulpit work cannot be over- 
estimated. Spurgeon -was easen- 
Of tially dramatic, us great proachi^rs 
Prcicbcrt. niust be. It is the effective presen- 
tation of contrast and illustration 
which makes a preacher. 1 do not siippoASo lie 
ever went inside a playhouse in his life, but when 
Lydia Thoinpson wrote asking him if he minded 
being raontioned in her Blue Beard burlescjue, he 
returned her the sweetest answ’er possible. When- 
ever 1 pass Lis old honie I think of his bright, broad, 
honest, almost bucolic face, his simple woiils, his 
unfailing optimism, and my mind reverts to an even- 
ing when he disi^oiirscd on the beauty of self sacrifice. 
It was marvellous to watch a congregation of 
thousands pilciitly hanging on the words of a man, 
w hilc he told what a charwoman had done for another 
chanvoman in the hour of trouble. He made 
religion an article of everyday wear and not a Sunday 
liabit. “ Faitli--and works ” is a splendid creed, 
whatever denomination you belong to. If ever you 
arc tempted to doubt whcHicr happinesAS is an 
attoinable quality in this life, just give a gutter 
child a halfpenny, and note the effect. 
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* Fathsb Bernabd Vauoeak, a man for whom the 
country entertains sincere respect, 
Seaadel. recently observed, ‘ I know not 
whether scandal is a disease, but 
where woman is, there it is bred/’ The idea that 
women arc scandal-mongers, over and above men, 
is quite erroneous. Experience shows there are 
scores of Benjamin Backbites to be met every day 
in club, or tavern, or wherever men congregate. 
Nor is tJio presumed pettiness of women's conversa- 
tion a whit worse than that of men’s.

E picture theati'e, wliich was last week denounced 
in London Opinion by Mr. Charles McEvoy, 
the dramatist, so far as the “ Fiction picture is 
^^cemed, bas an enthusiastic supporter in Professor 
BtaiT, of Chicaji^o University. He says ; 

I have seen Nia<;iira thunder ovei* her gorge in the 
noblest fi*enzy ever beheld by man — I have watched a 
Queensland river under the white light of im Australian 
moon go whirling and swirling through strange islands 
lurking with liandicoot and kangaroo — I iia\e watched 
'an English railroad train draw into a. station, taking on 
its paasengei'B, and then chug away with its stubby 
little engine through the Yorkshii-o dolls, past old Nor- 
man abbeys silhouetted against the skyline, while a 
cluster of century-aged cottages loomed up in the valley 
below, through wliich a yokel drove his ilocks of sheep! 

Then I liave been to tbo Orient and gazed at the 
water-sellers and beggars and dorvisbes — 1 have behold 
fat old Ha jabs with the price of a thousand lives be- 
jewelled in their monster turbans, and tlio price 
of^ a tliouKaud deaths sowed in their royal night 
•hirts as they iiidoleidly swayed in golden liowdaiis, 
borne upon flio baidcs of grunting olephants — 1 
•HW a runaway horse play battledore and sliuttle- 
cock with the citizens and traffic of a little 
Spaiiisli village, whose streets bad not known so nnicli 
commotion since the sailing of Oolumbus - 1 know bow 
the Chinaman lives and 1 have been through the homes 
of the Japanese — I Lave marvelled at tlie daring of 
Alpine toboggan ists and admired the wotiderfiil skill of 
Norwegian ski junipers— 1 have seen armies upon tJio 
battlefield and their return in triumph — 1 have looked 
upon weird dances and outlandish frolics in every 
quarter of the globe, and I didn't have to leave my 
place of residence for a moment. 

No liooks have taught me all those wonderful things 
—no Jectiii’cr has pictured theni — I simply dropped into 
a moving picture theatre at various moments of leisure, 
iind at the total cost for all the visits of perhaps two 

I ierforniunces of a foolish musical show. 1 liave 
caimed more than traveller could see at the cost of 
thousands, and years of journey. 

Neither you nor I fully realise what the moving 
picture has meant to us, and what it is going to mean. 
As children we used to dream of a journey on a 
nagiciairs carpet to the legendary lauds, but we can rub 


our own eyes now and witness more tremendous miracles' 
than Aladdin could have by rubbing bis magic lamp. 

But we are so matter-of-fact that w'e never think of 
it that way. We are living at a mile-a-second gait in 
the swiftest epoch of the world’s progress — in the ago of 
incredibilities come true. We fly through the air— rchat 
with our friends in Paris by squirting a little spark from 
a pole on one shore of the Atlantic to another pole on 
the other side, and so we take as :i matter of course that 
which our groat-grandfutbers would have declared a 
mirncle. 

The moving picture is making for ns volumes of 
history and tmtinn — it is not only the greatest im])iilRe 
of entertninment, but the iiiightiest force of instruction. 
We do not analyse the fact that when we read of a rad- 
way wreck we at once see a train before us, or when wo* 
learn of a battle that tin altogether different piinomnia 
is visualised than our former erroneous impression of 
a hand-to hand conflict. We are familiar with the 
geogitiphy of the world — we are well acquainted with 
how the Frenchman dresses, in what sort of a home he 
lives, and from what 8011; of a shop he buys bis meat 
and greens. 

We take so much for grant(»d — we are so thoroughly 
spoiled by our multiple liixurics^tbat we do not iMstow 
more than sl passing thought upon our advantagi*s, 
because the moving iiictuie macliiiio is an advantage- - 
a tremendous, vittil force of culture as well as amuse- 
ment. An wonomy. not only of money but of exjieii. 
ences— it brings the woiid to us— it delivers the universe 
to our theatre seat. The moving picture is not a make- 
shift for the playhouse— its dignity is greater - its 
importance far beyond the puny function of comeily 
and tragedy. It is a clean entertainment, lectiii’o and 
nmusenient all rolled in one— in its highest effort it 
stands above literature — In its less aiubitious jihase it 
3*aiikR above the tawdry showhouso. It teaches nothin'** 
harmful, and it usually teaches much that is hcl)>rnl. 

'J‘he moving picture is not a makeshift, but the highest 
typo of entertainment in the history of the world. It is 
attracting millions of the masses to an npliTting insti- 
tution, drawing them to an improving as well as an 
amusing feature of the city life. Its value cannot be 
measured now, but anotbei generation will benefit moro 
largely through its influence than wo of to-day can 
possibly realise.

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NLWS OF THE CURIO WORLD 

“Aaticblla " By Sir James Yoxall. H.P. 


Tv Mareb a cerbiiu oolleotoi* — Jones, let ns call him — 
HetariTied from Borne with quite n cargo of antichita. 
He bolds the belief that collecting cannot be carried on 
in England any longer. ''Everything's been snapped 
Up here,'* be says. Italy for me ! Italy’s slill full of 
loose aniichitay 

So it is, indeed. Verona, Venice, Siena, Romo — nil 
swarm with shops which bear the word "Antichita*' 
for ensign. Some of the in are portions of old monas- 
teries or x>alaees, iindtiie ancient bnildiiigs around them 
seem to tnake the antichila appear more aiitiii|ue. 
Pleasant hours, and a lot of money, may be spent in 
suob old places, and no doubt the art of collecting 
adds another joy to tlio art of European ii*avel. But 
nowhere more than in Italian curio shops ought you to 
be on your guard. 

The Statuclle. 

1 hnve traiisliited aloud to Jones some portions of a 
book by M. Paul Keboux, to serve him as a calmative. 
Ileie is an episode : 

" liorenzo drew out of his bundle a statuette. 1 1 was 
terra-cotta, it was a Sileiiiis, that seemed to stagger 
upon his podesial— -one of those smooth, high pedestals 
which characterise the class of pottery from Asia Minor 
to which this wns to bo said to belong. Silenus held 
buck his bald In^ad. crowned by a wreath that seemed 
about to drop olT ; lie hingbed, his eyes weiw made little 
by bis puffed c;1i(*c1vi-:, his nose was flat, liis tongue was 
visible inside bis luoiiUi. The dealer examined the 
figure minutely. Yes, the terra-cotta displayed tlie 
swarthy tint of old Mycoua figures; you could see 

traces of white on the b(Dly ** 

. J bi'eak off here to remind you that you may see the 


same careful traces of white Dfion the false Tanagra 
figures and the false small Egyptian figuiws which wait 
for buyers in certain London shops to-day. 

'* Yes, you could also see signs of old gilding up^n 
the cup in Silenus’s hand, and on the hein of. bis tunic. 
Nothing was missing— -not even the potting-kiln bole, 
or the sand-marks That seemed to witness to a thousand 
years of desert burial. The imitation was perfect. 
' (rood — very good,’ the dealer said to Lorenzo, and 
paid him twenty-four sUinings for the copy. A few 
days later the dealer sold it for sixteen pounds.*' 

The Dealer's Little Wsye. 

Himself he knew how to crackle new ivoiies by 
boiling them like eggs; how to cook new pictinws in 
the oven ; how to smoke new prints ; how to green new 
bronzes with nitrate of potassium. It was so amusing 
to see the things age in a minute ! He would bring a 
new earthenware dish out of the oven, burning hot, and 
plunge it into iced oil; result, contraction, chill — 
chilblains, so to speak and the enamel all cracked into 
the wrinkles of age. And thou he would rub the 
surface upon a dirty paving-stone, till signs of wear and 
tear appeai'cd that might outwit anybody. 

As lor pictiiiv..s, it was easy to find an old canvas or 
old panel for a Lorenzo; it was when the artist’s work 
was over that the real scionee and art began. First of 
all, a. wash of varnish that had been coloui'ed with sepia , 
next, on the more raised portions, nibbiiigs with liquorice 
jnio.e, to attract the flies. He could even imitate fly- 
marks with Indian ink. A few drops of salty water left 
on the canvas would produce mouidiuess and ibildew. 
A needle deftly used would cover the picture with a 
network of cracks. 
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He kne#-]iow to tranefer tbe marks of plain old 
■ilT6r to new goblets more imposing to view. And in 
quite a few minutes, by the use of nitric acid, powdei*ed 
sandstone, a file, blows with a hammer, and whacks with 
a stick, he would transform a new wooden chair into an 
old one, upon which a great-grandfather of the purchaser 
might have sat, you would think. 

The Lace. 

He had many genuine anlichila in his shop, of course 
—among them some bits of old lace. Youetian. with 
■aJient ornaments that seamed to have been sculptured, 
not needle- worked, out of tbe thick nuiterial of wiiich it 
was composed; Milan lace, that lost itself in arabesques 
and capricious efflorescence, madrepore like, upon fine 
net. And, indeed, one can discorer many ehoiuc and 
delightful arUichita in Italian curio shops ; but yon need 
a special knowledge which English experience can 
hardly gi\’e. 

• 1 think, pace Jones, that the safer plan for :i collector 
is to make indigenous things his “lino." as a rule. 
Beca^use tliei*e are more of tliem iivaihiblo. Becjiuae, 
also, there are more of them in the TiiiiKeuiiis to study. 
And because the band of forgery is not yet carried heiv 
up to tbe Ttaliaii pitch. But, how I Kyiiipulhise with a 
collector who longs for Delia Robbisis, Milanese 
marriage-chests, wooden saints b(doiiging to the 
fifteenth century, and bronzes that Cellini iiiu^' have 
made!*

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THE MORMONS. 

[Every paper one picka up Tiowadays attacks llie Moimoua. We always like to help tlio undor-doj;, and therefore 
publish the tollowiiig article by oue who has stayed iu their midst, Leonard IJe.islowo.J 


If you throw mud some always slicks. Because up to a 
decade ago the Mormon Church oflSciallj taught a 
survival of the marriage customs of the Old Testament, 
and for no other I’cason, this exemplary faith is being 
routed and denounced in a fashion that savours of the 
persecutions in Borne or the methods of the Inquisition. 
** Polygamists ! Polygamists ! ! that is the one cry, and 
though the representatives of the Latter-Day Saints 
give every assui-ance that there is no polygamy practised 
now by the church, yet the cry having been raised, even 
the most incompetent to judge— t.e., the majority — 
shout and yell at a harmless band of leligious enthnsiasls 
as if they were murderous fanatics. 

How many people in England have been to Salt Lake 
and conversed with the leaders of Mormonism P 1 have 
visited Joseph Smith, and have stayed in Salt Lake City 
with Mormon people. 1 have listened to their sermons 
and studied tbeir ideals, and a sincerer, gentler, or 
better organised community 1 have never found in any 
part of the world. 

To begin with, what have they achieved? Driven 
from town to town in the Eastern States, they emigroted 
some fifty years ago by foot to the uninhabited country 
of the Par West. They found the land a desert waste, 
and under the fatherly leadership of Brigham Young, 
who succeeded the maHyrcd founder of the faith, 
delved and laboured, irrigated and planted, turning 
their chosen land into a conntiy flowing with the milk 
of industry and the honey of prosperity. So admirably 
did Brigham Young command, that for many years 
there was no liquor shop, gambling den, or house of ill- 


fame in their domains, and the local prison remained 
an empty eyesore. People may denounce church gov- 
ernance as curbing the liberty of a people, but when 
(‘Uoh management makes for a prosperous, couteiit(*d, 
law-abiding community, cun it he lightly condemned ? 

Barren was the unknown country when the Moruions 
settled iu it, prosperous did it become under Mormon 
laws. Then came the Gentiles in their midst, the i)eoplo 
who wished to benefit by the prosperity that had been 
already created, and who, nevertheless, wanted to inter- 
fere with the peaceful government established. 

It was then that the dram sliop, the gambling 
counter, and the house with drawn blinds came amongst 
them. It was then that the iiiagistrates found Wfyrk, 
and the prisons Ijecamo populated, but to this day it is 
a rare thing for a Mormon to be brought before the 
bench, and there is veiy rait'ly a Mormon in the Salt 
Lake Prison. 

The State of Utnli is one of the most prosperous and 
beautiful in the Union. Though other religionists are 
now 4 to 1 in population above the Mormons, yet it was 
Brigham Young^s settlera who were responsible for the 
foundation of prospority. 

With a prosperous country and an abundance of men 
it is perfectly natural that the missioners, while seeking 
for emigrants, should oiler special indnoements to 
women. I met large numbers of Mormon women, some 
of them polygamous wives, but never once did 1 find 
unhappiness or poverty. 

It IB only natural that marriages entered into pre- 
viously to the passing of the manifesto in 18 l 0 must

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remain : no one could nslc otherwise. Will any of the 
I'l.OOO women, whom it is claimed have been recently sent 
to Salt Lake, testify to being married polygamously ? 

That is the question, and unless that can be answered 
in the affirmative, there is not tbe slightest ground for 
this uproar. 1 can quite understand the proselytes of 
rival creeds growling over the competition. But there 
has been, and always will be, a certain amount of 
friction between every sect. Have they not denounced 
the Plymouth Brethren, the Christiiin (Scientists, the 
b^pirttnulists, etc. P It is but the result of competition. 

Morality is largely a matter of geograpliy. The 
usages of Turkey would not pertain in India, nor the 
('UHtoms of the Zulus find favour in England ; yet 
each country has its manners and inethods defined. 

At all events, let me sny that when polygamy was 
Iiruciiscd it was licdged round with most strict laws and 
(’(mditions. No man could take .a second wife whose record 
wil^ his first had not been a good one, and in that cooi- 
ni unity, whera the fathers of the church ruled, a man's 
life was more of an ojien book than iu a country like ours. 
Moreover, a man could not take a second wife unless he 
(‘ould well afTurd to run two establishments and provide 
for two families, for under no circumstances wei*e they 
allowed to have two wives iu one house. Was not this 
a good deal better than the surreptitious aiTuirs some- 
times carx'ied on in lionourahle ana horrified England? 

In the old days in Salt Lake there were never any 
cast-off women or illegitimate children, no abandoned 
souls to be despised by their ‘more fortunate sisters. 

There was no need for the problem play, for there 
was no problem to be solved. All lived iu harmony and 
good faith. 

And, finally, there are many tenets besides polygamy 
which make Mormonism diff'erent from other creeds. 
So much has the sensational banner been waved that 
the tenets of immersion, tithes, the Mormon Millennium, 
marriage for eternity instead of “ till death us do part,*’ 
and many others, have lieen quite forgotten by the few 
in(|iiiivrs who troubled to uKcertain them, and never 
imagined by the vast majority of persecutors of this 
barm less and benign religion, who boot and yell them- 
sel ves into losing their sense of proportion.

Shabby Ovcreoatt. 

It is at this lime of the year that one's overcoats showr 
signs of sbabbinesB. In all probability they have been 
worn for the past two months without receiving any 
attention from the tailor who made them ; they have never 
been “ pressed np ” after they hnro been out in the rain, 
and tho consequence is that they hang just anyhow. But 
it is quite likely that many overcoats are not really half so 
shiibbyias their owners think them ; the cloth is probably not 
worn out ; tho only fault with the overcoat is that it is out 
of shape, and that can soon bo remediod. Tliis is where the 
mail wIk' buys good clothos acoriis over the man who thinks 
he Is being ocoiionijciil with low-priced rubbish. A good 
overcoat c;iu iiave its life renewed again and again by being 
“ done u]i *’ by a tailor, and it will leinain a good coat and 
have all the ajijicarancc of a good c,oat right lo the end. 

Unruly Lapels. 

Tho point 1 wish to make is that it pays to give some 
little attention to the condition of clothes, and especially 
overcoats, whioli worn for about seven mouths in tho 
your. 'J'ho Iripels of the ovonroat are usually troublesome. 
After ilie coat has been in a sliower the points of the 
lapels are apt to stick out. Soniotimos this effoct is 
proilucf'd liy careless hanging uj). 'J'he coat hangs “ all in 
a heap ” and so the lapels get creased and out of shape. 
When the lapels of au overcoat aro wuoiig the whole coat 
looks shabby, and yet it is u very siniplo matter to put 
right. Tut both hands on the lapels of the ov(u*coat you 
are wearing, with the thumb under tho lupels and the 
iiiigcrs over them, and then gradually work thorn up back 
into their original condition. They should not lie perfectly 
lint against the coat— hard, hat lapels are the hall-mark 
of tho “ cheap ” tailor. If tho pock<*ts of the overcoat are 
emptied every time tho coat is hung up they will not soon 
got out of shape. The man who knows does not use liia 
overcoat pockets for weightjr or bulky articles, but the 
average man is a great sinner in this respect. 

Packing a Coat. 

My rciidora will now understand why, when packing a 
coat iu a box or bag, it is advisable to begin tho job by

turning up the collar, the lapels being thus spread out 
do not get creased.

Tho sleeves should then ho smoothed out and 
tho two sides of the coat folded over thorn. Then the two / 
sides should bo brought together— so that tile coat is foldotl 
in half down tho contre— and the job is done. In the case 
of a morning-coat or dress-coat tho tails should be folded 
liaclv, BO that they cover the c*nds of tho slooves, before tho 
two sides of tho coat arc folded. If necessary, tho coat can 
be folded in half, from collarto lail, without damaging it, 

A well-cut, hand-made coat is not spoilt, even t<*mpomrily, 
by biung squashed into a btag. tiive it a shako .yid hang 
it up for an hour OP BO and it will be itself again. A r»i-

The Loan is secured by a first charge upon the 
revenue of the Chinese Government under the item 'rribute 
Grain Conversion Tax of the I'rovinee of Khmg su. *riie 
bonds are irredeomable for the next ten years, after which 
they will be redeemed at par witliin the following fifteen 
years by annual drawings. Tho issue price is 07i, and 
money being at present very plentiful in Japan, the Loan 
will no doubt be over subscribed. A certain number of 
applications are being tent forward from this country, and, 
although, being wholly a Japanese Issue, there will be no 
official quotation here, there will probably bo quite a con- 
siderable biisincBs in this J.oan in London, in the same way 
as there already is in ihe Japjineso Government internal 
Loans, for the yield of 415 2s. 8d. afforded by this loan, not 
allowing for the profit on redemption, is much greater 
than that of the existing C’hinoso Loans quoted in 
Loudon. 


Better Bond Outlook. 

It might perhaps be well to point out that the

LONDON’S TIME PROBLEM. 

By JOCELYN BRANDON, L.C.C. 


V^E are all more or less slaves of Lbe olock, from King 
to artisan ; and yet we do not minimise some 
of tbe tyrannies ibis master inflicts upon us, as 
we could by insisting that all clocks should agree about 
the time they tell. 

Fot; ten years now T have been agitating for tbe 
institution of public clocks, to bo synchronised hourly 
from (iin*euwicli. 

Consider tbe cost of indicating t ime in a great city 
like Loudon. For its six miilion ]ieople there are in 
daily use, proliably, five millioiis of watches and clocks, 
which have certainly cost as many pouiiriK, and involve 
an annual expenditure of i;:iri(»,000 iu maintenance. 

We j)uiiish children if they arrive hue at scIk^oI ; we 
fine employees if they come late to work; and yet 
wo oniploj' ii uiec.hanical arbitrator wlii(‘h often arbitrates 
unjustly. AV^e miss trains and sullor untold iiicrn- 
vcnlcuces. 

TIioyC who reside near factories h;ive, doubtless, 
often been annoyed by tbe btcam sirens which indicate 
time to the employees. From observations made for 
the purpose, 1 am able to say that our London factories, 
and also our Ijondoii c.locks, often dilVer by as much 
as seven iiiiniiles ; and this lias led to the necessity 
of allowing a margin of five minutes to the ojierativcs. 
Assuredly those miiintes are deducted from the factory 
working day, and are all paid for by somebody! And 
Ibe cumnlaiivc value of those minutes lost is enormous. 

It is of little use that my watch keeps (iieenwich 
time exactly, if the timepieces of tliose witli whom 1 do 
businiiss arc not equally exact. They will waste my 
time or I theirs. 

Thu difllculty should be mot by indicating Greenwich 


time uniformly upon a number of jmblic clocks, so 
disposed as to be available to everybody as aiitboritative 
standards for the purpose of correcting their own time- 
pieces. 

The majority of publicly exhibited clocks hjive been 
provided by private enterprise, to attract public atten- 
tion to their owners’ j^roriiises rather than exhibit time. 

The remedy is available just so soon as Municipal 
Corpomtions, and other owners of publicly exhibited 
clocks, like to take advantage of it. The remedy ia 
synelirouisatiou ! 

A clock is said to be syuebronised when it is 
mecbanicially corrected every hour of this day, and night, 
and so kept identically uniform w'ith the solitary clock 
from which our standard time emanates. This is automati- 
cally effected by hourly electric time signals fiotn 
G reenwieb Observat ory . 

The only rt.nL olijeclionever raised to synchronising ia 
that of cost, but we arc not now getting full value for 
our vast outlay, and it is 'worth while to spend u further 
£‘i or £2 per clock to provide a sufliciciicy of standards 
by which to eorreet the millions of watches and clt'cks in 
use. 1 advocate a mnni(;ipal conference of all the 
Borough Councils under th(‘ aiispicios of the L.C C to 
first agree upon a definite project, so that the supervision 
of church clocks should be nmh‘rtaken by the respective 
borouL'hs iu which they are situated, while towu-liaJl, 
market and public (docks of a similar character, should 
also be uiaiiitaiiied, and bynchroulscd, at the public 
expense. Traders exhibiting public (docks should be 
re*iuired by law to keep them right, or I’emove them ; 
Then at last our public clocks eveiyw’here would tell ui 
** the right time.”

However, 
for the sake of our Comiiation guests, we must not 
hankiT after novelty. It would be a pity to upset 
the settled hubit.s of oiir American visitors.

His sole care is to guard against 
the awful peril of mirth, the (lr<*iidfiil catastrophe of 
joy. He must keej) grim watch and wani against 
gaiety. Il(i must. at. all hazards, prevent cheei’f ill- 
ness from breaking in. Oth(»r men welcome the jest 
that spurs the smile, the jape that goads the guffaw. 
Not for him the 8w<»ct relaxation of the facial 
muscles. Not for him tlie veiitripotoiice of Innghter 
holding both his sides. One smile would make him 
bankrupt. Like ’the lady in Tennyson’s poem, he 
must weep or ho will die.

IS there any oilier case in which a man has made 
* sorrow his trade, dcs|»air his profession, anguish 
his metier? Has anybody ever established a 
mono])ly in groans and moans, in sighs and sadness? 
One thinks of Mrs. Oiimmidge, that lone, lorn 
creature ; but she wais not a real pci\soii. Dickens 
blew her like a bubble out of liis comic imagiuation. 
But she was not. a solid human being like Alfred 
Lester. We never had the joy of gazing on lier, of 
listtming to her dreary babbling. Mr. Lester has 
gummidged himself. He has saturated IiIaS flesh 
with sadness. He has impregnated his soul with 
lonely hopele.<4Kness. Ho lias dyed his heart black. 
He lias made his whole lioiiig so wretched that we 
■hake with laughter as we contcmplato the ruthless 
perfection of his iichiovcinent. Just as extreme 
gaiety makes us sorroiivful, so extreme sorrow makes 
us gay. When wo see a comedian working wdUi 
ferocious miergy to make iiSi laugh, we burst into 
tears, So, when we sei^ Alfred Lt»8tor turning, him- 
■elf into an epitome of woe we burst into groans of 


laughter. I jutied one poo r man who was nearly 
riven with his merriment. Ho writhed in his stall. 
He doubled binisclf up. He chewed his handkor- 
ehief. Ho wept. He perspired. He howled. 
Finally, he fled in a convulsion of hilarity. We 
could hear him laughing all the way to Piccadilly 
Circus, perhaps ho is laughing yet. Poihaps. like 
the old Greek humorist who saw a donkey eating 
thislh's, he died of laughter.

We were promised a con- 
tinuouR orgie of all-night 
sittings, and such an abundance 
of “ scenes ” ns bad never before 
been witiH'Ssod on the Pnr- 
lianientarv stage; but it is the 
uiiexjiected which generally 
happens at WcjstminRter, and 
everything has passed off on a 
scale that was respectable even 
to the point of dullness. 

The tameiiess w'as due to 
two causes — first, the^ self- 
denying ordinance tinder which the MinlKterlalists left 
practically all the talking to the occnpnnls of the 
Gk>ieriiri]ent boiich, and, secondly, to a perplexing want 
of cohesion on tlie part of the Opposition. The silence 
of Sir Edward Grey, the Sphinx of Purliament, who is 
known to have views of his own on the Veto question, 
distressing to the Unionists; but still more signi- 
ficant of cross- cur rents was the taciturnity of the more 
ardent Tariff Reformers, who did not appear to regard 
the House of Jjords issue as one on whicdi they wci'e 
likely to gain popularity in the constituencies, and who 
preferred to " sulk in their tents*’ until more promising 
opportunities would present thomBelveB. 

The Future of Stateimen. 

Not the loaat welcome result of the sliuuberlng of 
Buoli a highly controversial issue is that it has bmught ub 
face to face witli one of thoBe grhat and momentous 
efforts to solve a social problem — efforts in which, to a 
large extent, the voice of partv strife is stilled. The 
unemployment and invalidity scheme is a colossal under- 
taking, and it has brought Mr. Lloyd George once more 
into the limelight. The puBsioiis of the House of 
Oomuioiis are e])henieral. A few years ago, the 
Chuucellor was tlio ftele noire of the Unionist Party, but 
when he returned the other night after his long illness, 
the heartiest cheer which greeted him arose from the 
Conservative Benches. Sir Henry Cauipbell-Banneririuu 
passed through similar vicissitudes, as did Mr. Balfour. 
The victim of the moment is Mr. Winston Churchill, 
who is hated by the Tories with all-consuming hatred. 
Tliey call him a renegade, and vow that they will neveu', 
never forgive him; but "never*' generally means in 
English politics about two years, aud have wo not had 
historic precedents to guide us on that, point ? Disnieli 
and Gladstone were renegades, for Disivudi began life ns 
a Radical aud Gladstone ns a Tory; but Gladstone bo- 
oaine the greatest leader the Radicals ever bud, and 
Disraeli won similar recognition from the party of his 
adoption. Who, then, dare forecast what the future 
may have in store for on intellectual phenomenon like 
Churchill P

1 cannot remember a time when there was not in the 
Houbo of Commons a BtrenuouB advocate of short 
speeches. For some years it was my humorous and 
lamented friend, Sir Oarne Basch, who proudly held 
aloft tbe banner of a forlorn hope ; but now a dozen of 
them are struggling for Sir Caine's mantle.

PICTURE THEATRES A NATIONAL ASSET. 

Br THE EDITOK OF “THE KINEMATOORAPH WEEKLY." 


Pbobablt no popular form of amusement has 
eacBped tbe virile attiicks of its opponents, and on no 
kind of entertainment Las a certain class of critic 



1 maintain tliab iLeae attacks are for the most part 
not only unjustifiable but unwarranted. They are not 
genuine, those who indite thorn are not sincere in their 
argumeuls. and they are written, in some cases, luercly 
with a desire to crush out of existence a legitimate 
industry in wliich millions of pounds have been invested, 
giving employment to hundreds of thousands of persons. 
And why F^merely because tiiose who inspire the atlacka 
find that the competition of a cheap, clean, and instruc- 
tive form of amusement is resulting in the depletion of 
their own coffers. 

In a recent issue of London Opinion Mr. Charles 
McEvoy, who is 1 believe a playwright, had some hard 
things to say about the “ debasing picture theatre,*’ but 
1 fail to find on analysing his arguments that his facts 
justify liis coDclusions. 

Uo stigmatisos tlie “ Flickcrgnapir* as “entirely, 
witliout beauty,*’ an “ orgie of iiuliuess,” of “ indifferent 
presentation.** Docs ho include in those expressions 
the representation of Sir Herliort Tree and (Joinpaiiy in 
Henry VI 11.^ or Mr. H. B. Irving in Prinres't < Ivmcntina^ 
or such a film as The Fall of Troy?, Has Mr. McEvoy 
ever been inside a picUire theatre when such films as 
Foxhunting, the Grand Kuiloual. the Boat Hace, the 
Cup Tie, or the Derby are being shown? 1 doubt it; 
otherwise he could not say that the “faci” ]iictiires 
do not fill the paluccs. It is incontrovertible that when

such " fact *’ pictures as I have mentioned are showii, 
queues, the envy of the legitimate theatre manager, 
line up outside the elective theatre, ami wait hours for 
admission. _ ^ - 

The Picture Theatre is a national asset, and I will tell 
you why. Because it opens our eyes to the vastpess 
and the wonderment of the world, and takes us through 
scenery which, however graphically described W 
writers, can never thus be grasped in its full mngniu- 
cence by even the most imaginative mind. Because it 
shows 118 workmen working at their crafts, and unfolds 
before our astonished and unaccustomed eyes the various 
processes of manufacture of almost everything under 
the sun. Because it shows us women and girls of evary 
age and of every possible temperament, disposition, and 
degree of goodness, or the reverse, undergoing every 
kind of temptation and trial to which the lives of all 
women a]*e subject, and the eventual outcome is sure to 
point its own moral and adorn its own tale. 

It is an educational asset by appealing to the class 
that most frequents it, the working class, who live in 
varying degrees of comfort and who cun by its^ means 
leave their caies behind them whilst they chjoy the 
emotions that t)ie pictures supply. 

In the picture plu-y of to-day is to bo seen the essence 
of the modem drama— concise, snappy, realistic, pEn eked 
with significant action. The modern stage with its 
intricate development has met the demands of real life 
in that it is able to present artificially, and yet in such 
a manner as will create an illusion of reality, the better 
part of the happenings of the modern world. In our 
day wo play uj) the action, and minimise the talk. 

it has remained for the motion picture to reduce the 
drama to its essence, which is action. Minus dialogue,' 
the picture play has no other material than action, and 
in many pictures it has carried this to a point of great 
effectiveness and refinement. Given a particular set of 
characters, under certain circumstances which are 
stated at the outset, the picture play shows us in the 
course of fifteen minutes the most intru’ate workings of 
an impelling force and its results. 

One cannot fail, as ouo sits in a picture theatiB — 
provided, of course, that one’s mind is open to conviction 
— to realise wliiit a jiower for good the silent theatres 
are in the land, and what a grip they have taken upon 
the mind and imagination of their devotees. The halls 
tbqmselvesarc warm and comfortable, a cheap and happy 
rctiwat from cold streets and cheerless homes, in which 
even the most squalid may forget for a time tlie 
miserioR of the daily life and enjoy the delights provided. 

And “ its influence upon the character of the people " 
is the strongest testimony in the picture palace's favour. 
What do the police authorities, those in a position to 
judge, say upon the point P Only this week the Chief 
Constable of Brighton, reporting to his Council, said : 
** Before the opening of picture shows on Sundays, 
complaints of disorderly conduct in the streets were 
numerous, but since such performances were permitted 
the appearance of young people at tbe police stations 
has b^n a novelty, and a marked improvement in the 
order of the town has been noticed.” And he even 
begged that these “ debasing picture shows ” should 
be allowed to open on Sundays. 

Many others have spoken in equally strong terms of 
the benefit these shows are to the community, and it is 
notorious that statistics clearly demonstrate that they 
are a potent factor in diminishing drunkenness ; hence 
tbe outciy that is raised against them by tbe publican, 
'ihey enter into competition with the legitimate 
theatre; hence the opposition of the dramatist and the 
critic; and they have proved, too, that whilst the 
Church cannot attract the masses the picture theatre 
can ; hence the pious horror of the clergy at this publio 
demonstration of their weakness. 

The picture theatre will survive even the deolamatione 
of all these forces combined, by reason of its being 
“ essontiallv a cheap entertainment,” neither ooaree nor 
unrefined* but just something wl^ob even the poorer 
e la sea s are in a position to patronise and to enjoy.

^ Boke day some collector with a turn for writing may 
give na a liist.oi*y^ of collecting, and meantime it is 
idmost a duty to jot down raottiorandn on the subjeot, 
for historians build with brioks and mortar procured by 
others, as a rule. 

■» ^ some material of the kind concerning 

Anglisli porceliiiu and earthenware, in “The Wander 
Years '* and “ The A.B.O. about Collecting ** ; but who 
Will search out the history of picture collecting, in such 
a way^ as has been thorfiughly done concerning the 
mlleciitig of old books P It should be a delightful piece 
of work for a collector with leisure; for, to speak 
frankly, the more getting a collection together, irre- 
spective of research and the accumulation of lore, can- 
not commend itself to the intelligence. A magpie is a 
kind of a collector of things that glisten, and a dog is a 
hoarder of bones. If we do not note, read, and cogitate 
about our treasures we miss the intellectual part of our 
hobby. 

To Picture Collectors. 

The eager picker-up of old pictures, for instance — 
does he know when the canvases he seeks for came to 
England, and why ? The Times of September Ist, 184(5, 
^ntained the news that “a vessel has arrived in 
London from Leghorn with a cargo of paintings by 
ancient masters.*’ In the year 1845 the Custouis 
ratnrn showed that the number of pictures imported 
into the United Kingdom was 14,001. Count was kept 
those days, heeauso of the dues—a shilling a picture, 
jdus one shiUing per scjiiare foot up to £10. At that 
rate, a million old picHires roust have been bi*ougbt on 
here during the nineteenth century alone: where are 
they all to-day? 

And it began long before then. We travel and 
adinii'e the galleries on the Continent, but they all 
either are or were the property of kings and Popes; 
our National Gallery did not begin like that. When,

there abroad? Except those belonging to kings,

the Gkmsagas, practically nonci 

The Start, and the Paskiea. 

In point of fact, the earliest non-royal great collector 
was an Englishman, Lord Arundel (1586-1646). of 
whom the Arundel Society prints commemorate the 
name. The current Dnke <n Buckingham emulated 
him» and Lely got together “ many Titians and twenty- 
six Van Dycks," together with “drawings, of divers 
finishings, which had been the heart of great desigas." 
Pine private collections of such drawings — the materia 
of pictures — are being made to-day. What had been 
taste with Artindel, show with Buckingham, and art- 
study with Lely, began to be fashion with Englishmen 
of rank and wealth. Bonding pictures home to England 
became the duty of every travelling milord. 

The collecting was not always done with taste and 
discrimination, of course, and that is why rather bad 
old picturas swarm in this country to-dav ; I say rather 
bad, because those that remain loose abroad are woieo. 
English taste deserved some of the gibes at it. There 
is a striry of an English nobleman who employed a local 
* dauber to put periwigs on the heads of nis ancestors 
portrayed by Van Dyck ! But English taste was then 
the best taste in Europe, and 1 am not sure that it is 
not so still 

Towards the end of the eighteenth century really 
fine old pictures began to crowd in here. The French 
Bevolution, Napoleon's conquests in Italy, the wars of 
the Empire, and then the Peninsular campaigns, caused 
the dii^rsion of foreign royal and princely galleries. 
The pictures which hud belonged to the Regent of 
Prance came here to bo sold. Napoleon's Army Com- 




Aittioners sold loot oC the kind to En^tlish hankers end 
British Oonsnls in Italy and Germany, who bought 
them for patrons and oustomers at home. And eren 
Napoleon^s veadei^a with us could not stop the export; 
amazing the number of canvases and panels shipped to 
England during even the height of the war. 

The Hertford Taste. 

Then, when Moce came, milords went travelling 
about impoverished countries, buying pictures by the 
hundred for a song. The contemporary Manjuis of 
Hertford posted through Italy, from town to town— 
imagine his hauls at places like Bergamo and Brescia. 
— with fourgona full oi pictum and Srtc-d hrac lumber- 
ing behind. It was thus the Wallace Collection began. 
But the Hertfords were connoisseurs indeed; many 
ottier purchasers were incompetent judges. Rubbish 
came over to England by the shiploadi and that is why 
thyre are so many small, poor old pictures in this 
country to-day. 

The Copyists. 

After a while, the travelling Englishmen with money 
formed a fashion of ordering copies of the gi*eat gallery 
pictures which they liked but could nob buy. Then 
there were the contemporary copies, done by pupils or 
friends of a great artist, and often now supposed to bo 
the work of that artist himself. This made confusion 
worse confounded, but it is one reason why you may 
still pick up a really fine old picture now and then for a 
small sum. 1 confess 1 like those oontomporaiy copies.

THE UNCUT DIAMOND PUZZLE. 


I. 

TMbbb was 0 certain feature in tiie Farm Lane murder 
mynlery that utturly confused and baffled the keenest 
inielljgeneeK of Scotland yai*d. 

Mr. Andrew Brown, an elderly tea- broker of Mincing 
Latic. Iiud licen found on a rainy spring niglit, killed just 
inside his own garden gale. Whatever may have been 
the motive for the crime, it- seemed that it could not have 
been robheiy. Mr. Brown’s valuable watch and chain, 
and a purse full of money, wei'o found intact on his body, 
and —this was the puzzle that all the crime experts of 
England set themselves to solve — a number of uncut 
diamonds were found sprinkling the gravel close beside 
one of his unclenched hands. 

Jfis unknown assailunt had not only not rohlied him, 
but appeared to liavc endowed the dead man with riches 
from tlie mines of (jlolconda — or elsewhere. It. was an 
ascertiiincd fact that Mr. Brown himself had never had 
any dealings in diamonds. 

. Farm Lane. S.E., is not, as its name might imjdy, a 
rural thoroiiglifarov In early Victorian days, when the 
ratlicT pretentious stucco villas that occupy one side of 
it weie built, it may have possessed coimtiy charms. At 
the pi'eseni day it is merely a dull cul-de-seie, turning out 
of a bustling suburban highway. The stucco villas 
' stand well - back from the road behind sumi-circular 
carriage drives and groves of evergreem shrubs. Mr. 
Brown, a widower, with no family, liiul occupied a liouse 
known as “ Sobraon.” On the opposite side of the way, 
behind a tarred fence, the park of a derelict mansion wails 
to he out up into eligible building sites.*' 

It a (juiet>, gloomy road, and is ili-lighlcd at nighL 
Two days after the murder Miss White was earnestly and 
urgently requested to call and see an inhabitant of the 
lane. This was Mr. Geoffrey Lamhard, of “ Aliwul *’ — 
another of the secluded stucco villas — a young stock- 
broker, who had been on a friendly footing with the late 
Ml*. Brown. 

'' I’m uncommonly glad you’ve come,” he said, after 
preliminaiy greetings, ^ for, although I may be altogether 
wrong, it seems to me as if the police are iiying to build 
lip a cose against' me. This sad affair has rattled my 
nerves altogether, and I'm afraid I may have seemed 
confused and apprehensive— out of sheer desire not to 
appear so —when the police questioned me. They have 
brieii lici’c three or four times already, and the juiymen at. 
the inquest yesterday looked at me in a way I didn’t 
like, though they ultimately returned a verdict against 
some peiwon unknown.” 

He broke off with a nervous laugh, and looked at Mi8.s 
W'liite appealingly, with mild blue eyes. 

“ Well, let me have all the data you can give me,” 
said Miss W’hite in a businesslike lone. To begin with — 
Mr. Brown was a friend of yours ? ” 

” Yes. For the most part Andrew Brown w'as a 
aolituiy, reticent man, but he and I had one taste in 
commoiL . We were both keen collectors of engravings.” 

A glance round the room confirmed this statement so 
far as Mr. Lambard was concerned. 

“ I’ve been in the habit.,” he went. on. “ on reluming 
from the City, of whistling part of a bugle call when passing 
old Brown’s— I mean poor Andrew* Brown's— house, if

Unfortunately, a constable saw us * quarrelling,’ os he 
puts it, under the lamp-post, and duly reported the fact 
at the inquest.” . 

” Were you quarrelling ? ” 

“ Wo were having a rare sot-to— about the authenticity 
of a Bartolozzi print Brown had bought a few days 
previously. If you know anything of the colleoting 
mania you will know how violently oolleotors may differ 
about the merits of their respective treasures, but I -am 
doubtful whether the police acoept that explanation of our 
raised voices. Then there is another thing. I have been 
asked whether I benefit under Mr. Brown’s will. I do. 
lie told me long ago he had willed his collection of 
engravings to me— -a collection, 1 may tell you, of groat 
value. But do you think I should lull a kind old chap 
for the sake of his pictures ? ” 

Miss White smil^ and shook her head. Who were 
his usual visitors ? ” she asked. 

** He had none excepting myself. But I have been try- 
ing to puzzle things out, and — there may not lie much in 
it — ^you may os well know that Brown’s housekeeper, 
Mrs. Cragg, nos a loafing sort of a son, who sponged upon 
her omelly till Brown interfered, and got him a job.” 

After a few more questions Miss While left the appre- 
hensive young man, and returned up the lane to 
^'Sobrapn.” The policeman guarding the gate allowed 
her to pass in to the envy of a knot of morbidly inclined 
people outside. A few yaids inside the gale she found a 
tall, shambling youth, turning over the grevel with the 
toe of his boot. It was plain what he w*as at; where 
the ground hod been well salted with diamonds one might 
have been overlooked. 

” You are Mrs. Gragg’s son, I suppose ? ” she said at 
once. He had a furtive, uneasy look, but ho replied 
civilly — 

Yes, miss. Mother don’t like to be alone in the 
house since the murder, and I’m staying with her.” 

“ Is this where the body was found ? ” 

The young man replied that it was. The victim of the 
mysterious crime had been stabbed three times in the 
chest, and his left hand — the hand that lay inert among 
the diamonds — had also been stabliod, or cut. 

Miss White scanned the ground narrowly. 

•*’ Wlio has been bore since the orimo was committed ? ” 
she asked. ” Try and think of evciyono who has been 
here.” 

Only the postman who found the body, the police, 
the doctors, and me,” was the reply. 

There were three shallow denrossions, the size of a 
penny, on tlie gravel, and one deeper one on the softer 
ground of the grass border, but none of them very 
noticeable. 

” Now I wonder what the police made of those marks *' 
thought Miss White, ” or if they saw them at all.”

** I heard a whistle,” she explained, ” a^ 1 looked up 
at the clock, and 1 said to Jane — that’s the kitoheumaid — 

* Jane, there’s Mr. Lambaid whistling, and we shall have 
to put back dinner.' A minute later, about twenty past 
seven, 1 heard Mr. Brown go out.” 

“ And twenty minutes after that the postman told you 
he was deiul ? ” 

** Yes, miss. It was at twenty to eight that the postman 
came, and kept on knocking till he was answered.^’ 

It appeared then that Mr. Brown, between half-past 
seven and twenty minutes to eight, had become suddenly 
involved in some transaction into which uncut diamondi 
entered, and it had cost him his life. 

“ Well, this is a sad break-up for you, Mn. CSiagm" aeld 
Mim White qrmpatbetically> as cher^ 10(^0, • 
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if I may Bay bo, that Mr. Brown has mode some provision 
for yon." 

" Yes. misB, indeed, and b^ond my desertfl," was the 
humble reply. “ But Mr. Brown was always generous 
and thoughtful. He helped my son to South Africa ; 
but poor Alfred don't seem one to push for himself, and 
he came home again no better off than he wont.'* 

" Ah, and now you will be in a position to help him 
yourself ? " continued Miss White. 

" Well, miss, he wants mo to scl him up in the public 
jUne. But that 1 will never do," said the old lady with 
Buddon heat. 

Had young CVagg ever counted on the fact that lie 
would profit by Mr. Brown's death ? It was a plausible 
tlieoiy except for one thing— it did not seem in anyway 
to fit in with tlio discovery of the diamonds. 

Miss Wliito next went in quest of the postman who luul 
brought the news of the murder to Mrs. Oagg. He had 
only one fact to communicate that was not already known 
to her. Before passing through the gate, and stumbling 
upon the prostrate body, lie had seen a tall man hurrying 
towards tlie blind end of Farm Luiie. He had taken little 
notice of him at the time, but judged him to have been 
about the height and build of Mr. Lambard.

That evening, news contents bills flanunl all oVer 
London bearing the legend. “The Diamond Murder 
Mystery: An Arrest." Mr. (jleotYrey Lumhard’s apjfro- 
iiensions had been justified. The police had got sufficient 
evidence, as they thought, to justify an arrest, and Mr. 
Lambard had to put up with tin* i^rivations of the 
police-cell. 

Tlie same evening. Miss White vanished completely 
from the ken of her fricuids. 

As a matter of fact, slie was not far away. 1 n an upper 
room of the ni^wsagent sslio]) at the lop of Farm, Lane she 
was watcliing tlie house opposite— the “ Swan and 
Sugarloaf."

At the end of tlirec weary days eaiiic the jrward of 
jiatieiice. A tall man, willi Ids 
collar up, and liis Jial pulled 
dow n, came shambling up the lane 
from the blind end. Once he halted, 
and lookwl up at- the tarred fence, 
but the spikes by which it was 
topjied discouraged him, pcabaps, 
for be came on again, quickening 
bis pace. 

A swing-door slammed below. 
The little sallow man was out in 
the roadway in aii instant. He 
seized the tail man by the lapels of 
his coat, and there seemed the 
jiromise of a tussle. But the 
captured man had no fight in himy 
after ail ; after a few seconds lie 
allowed himself to be led into the 
public-house, and was visible a 
moment later in the room upstairs. 

And now Miss White watched 
with iutc?nse iuiei'est. She could 
hear nothing, but it W'as plain that 
thi'cats were being mode.

The sallow man deemed it advisable to make a statement 
to the police. His name was Hancock, and he had been 
cdhvicted at Kimberley with Steinkirk — the man now 
charged with murder— of Illicit Diamond Buying.

Afi soon as a man gets tliorougbly interested in anj- 
tliing, he becomes, while presumably a pleasure to 
himaelf, certainly a curse to everyone else. 

Tr itness the amateur gardener, the drunkard, or the 
man in love. Each of these gets, it is to be supposed, 
a great deal of joy out of his particular pet obsession ; but, 
as for the rest of us, we care for a m«*in only ho long as 
he is interested in us. Should he lose his individuality 
and his capacity to bo interested in the rest of the 
world, whetlier it be in a garden-bed, a beer-barrel, or 
a lady’s eyes, he becomes a nuisance. 

The botanical bacillus stalks the land at present^ 
more deadly than the influenza germ or the menace of 
the harem skirt. Anyone may get it. Your best friend 
to morrow morning may meet you with bis arms full 
of seed- catalogues— and yon will know that he is lost. 
He will take you anido and rave in his delirium until 
you feel that you hate the thought of a carnation which 
can be bom with so much &avail in a good man's 
breast. 

No other malignancy is quite so bad. The drunkard 
has his Incid intervals of self-accusation, and even the 
lover will pause occasionally to straighten his tie ; but 
the victim of gardeniiis will never for a moment escape 
from the clutches of his enemy until the fever of spring 
has blossomed into the geni^ity of summer, and has 
then been chilled into the calm of autumn. 

Six weeks is the length of the run of a number of 
minor infectious disorders, such as cholera and spotted 
fever; the gardening disease runs for six months or 
longcM*, and its dregs never entirely leave the blood of 
its victims. 

It is not generally a fatal disease— to the sufferer— 
and that is the worst of it The normal instinct is to 
admire the flower, and, if you will, the first shoot of a 
gi*aas-blade after the winter’s repression. We do that 
as naturally us wo stop to admire a girl in her spring 
hat in the street, without stopping to consider how many 
cells to tlie Br;uare yard go to make up her elastic stop, 
or what impulse of sap-rising has made it essential for 
her 1 o wear a new hat this morning. Bui the Bacillus 
Boiaiiica makes its victims forget the flower, because 
they are so busy watching the process of produc- 
tion. 

Tlioir only joy is in dassification ; mere blooms are 
empty of charm, for them, and the sight of a flower 
which they have not reared is almost in the nature of 
an irritant. The process hides the result from their 
sight, just as the doctor's investigations often obscure, 
to his eyes, the beauty of the life he inquires about ; ho 
is too intimate with rod corpuscles to admire the glow 
in a young girl's cheek ; inquiry, if not familiarity, has 
made him contemptuous. 

So it is with the man who gets the gardening 


mania. Ho will imagine^just as the drunkard 
thinks everyone is drunk but himself— that you 
are at least as thoroughly interei^'ed in the phe- 
nomena of flowers as he is; and so, when you 
venture a mild inquiry — as a caller will ask gently aher 
the welfare of a sick man— Jrou find in a moment that 
yon have started the stream of delirium in full fl»od, 
and that it will be a strong man w'ho will stem that 
cuiTent, once it is fairly set going. With the feverish 
childishness of a strength-sapping disease, ho will pour 
into your ears all his hopes, his plans, his fears; 
his symptoms will bo paraded for your benefit ; he will 
name his roots and stems by their less usual and more 
portentous names, just as a man who is down with 
rheumatism will talk largely and familiarly of rheu- 
matoid anbritis and all the allied forms. 

It wouldn’t be quite so bad if ho didn’t want to tell ; 
but evidently the chief joy of the mania gardenia is the 
joy of speak in g about it— as the lover raves of his 
mistress’s hair and brows. 

Von mny visit a man sfllicted with tj])hoid fever in 
its most virulent form, and, having soothed his weari- 
ness with a few words of syinpathetio questioning, may 
depart with the conscionsness of a good deed well per- 
formed; but not so will you escape from the victim of 
gardeniiis, onc^e you have allowed yourself to broach 
the subject of his craze. He will seize on you a.s a lost 
soul may lie fancied to seize the ho2}e of redemption ; 
who knows but what he may see in you, with iliat 
minor part of his consciousness nob yet entirely lost 
in the mazes of his mania, the last receding chance 
of his sanity slipping from his grasp? At any rate, 
the chance slips as be tries to grip it ; there is very little 
sanity left by the time he has talked at yon for ton 
minutes, and if you are not violently tom awny from his 
reach within twenty, tbexu is little sanity left to cither 
of you. 

It makes no difference if you are his best friend, the 
father of his wife, the man who has lent him money ; he 
is totally oblivious to consequenres, and nothing seems 
of the least moment to him, but to explain in detail 
some process which be tried to carry out yesterday, 
or hopes to caiTj out to-morrow. Tie measures 
the sunshine by the effect it has on the soil ; no 
east wind is cold to him if it docs not blast his tender 
sprouts. 

And you are never safe from him— for the Bacillus 
Botanica may flourish anywhere. It depends for its 
nourishment only on the elements of the air, and no 
soil is mimical to it. You may meet it on the dry and 
arid wastes of the veldt, or in the two-foot front-garden 
of a London suburb. You may go to the ends of the 
curtli, and there you m.iy find it It is to be supposed 
that when the chilly sunshine begins, in early spring, to 
warm the environment of the Poles 
with the promise of a new-horn year, 
tliere will he the victim of gardeniiis, 
examining his seed catalogue, and button- 
holing the intrepid explorer with his dis- 
sertation on the newest type of ice- 
plant. 

Total escape, therefore, from the 
disease is impossible; you are hound to 
suffer, either in the guise of victim or 
victim’s victim. Silence is the lest 
remedy yet discovered. It has been 
found that each fresh question .as to a 
symptom, each sympathetic observa- 
tion or ejaculation, nas been the be- 
ginning of a new aoccss of fever ; in 
total silence the attack may run itself 
out, and the sufferer be calmed to 
inactive activity, in the gardex4 once 
more. 

In the garden, too, it is best to leave 
him; I do not advise that he should 
ever be sought out. For the disease 
with winch he is afflicted is one easilj 
eanght

Ijibenils are in poAver. “ To the victors the spoils ” cry 
the Ministerialists; but Lord Lorel irn offers an 
inflexible I'esistance. 

His leading critics, however, are milk-and-water 
rcvolntionarica like Mr. Neil Primrose and Mr. Agar- 
Robartes, and t’uat fact Avould save Lord Lorebuem if 
the Tories would but refrain from defending him. The 
Lord Chancellor is most sensitive, and feels keenly the 
onslaught Avhich is being made upon him; and 
his resentment can hardly be lessened by the fact 
that Lord Haldane, Avho is said to covet the Wool- 
sack, now sits cbeek-by-jowl with him in the Gilded 
Chamber.

“Bobbie’s" fault; tha.t the task of re-organising the 
Bench is too gigantic for any one individual, and tha.t 
if “ und(;si rabies" are to be kcipt out of the Magistracy 
he must trust himself in the hands of the County 
Lieutenants. Clearly, howe\"er, there are bi'eakers 
ahead, and it Avill require tact and energy on Lord 
liorcburu’s part to aA^ei t shipAvreck. ^ 

Oae of the Ablest Men. 

Tt re«.juires some courage as well as fraternal 
affection to induce one to describe a brother as “one 
of tin* ablest men in the country," bub to proclaim 
the fact in the House of Commons amounts to an 
act of heroism for which the Victoria Cross would he 
a poor reward. Ti> the Honourable William Robert 
Wellesley Peel, eldest son of cx-Speaker Peel, lias, 
however, fallen that distinction. He is not known in 
Parliament by his full name; he is generally referred to 
as Willie, though 1 have Bomeliinos heard an opponent 
say something that sounded like “ Weary Willie,’* and 
once, Avhen he Avns thundering against Home Rule, a soi'fc 
voice with a musical Irish brogue interjected a comment 
about “ Orange I’eel." 

Well, Mr. Peel has been A^ery active in eondomning 
the appointment to Ukj National Debt Office recently 
conferred on Sir Ernest Soares, :l one-time Government 
Whip; and among otlier counts in the indictment 
lie alleged that Sir Erm^st had no previous training 
that fitted him for the post; but Mr. Swift MacNeill at 
once fired a deadly broadside. The Donegal Professor 
wanted to know what previous experience Mr. Peer.s 
OAvii brother possessed before he was appointed to the 
Treasury ! The Radicals roared with delight, and the 
Tories with rage; .and it was at this Juncture that Mr. 
Peel dec.lai*cd his brother to be “one of the ablest men 
in the country," 

Polilicnl Make-believe. 

I hope the brother has an eijually exalted opinion of 
brother Willie, Avhora cA^erybody likes at Westminster, 
and is likely one day to find himself in a Unionist 
Ministry; but the truth is that all this rumpus about 
Sir Ernest Soares is ]iart of the make-believe of 
politics. The capacity of Sir Ernest is unquestion- 
able, and every ilinistry is willing to confer a per- 
manent appointment on any earnest and capable 
Ruppporter who has wearied of the Parliamentary 
BtniBRle. 

Mr. Anstrnther, for example, was a Whip of the 
Unionist Government Avhen he was appointed a Com- 
missioner of the Suez Canal, thougli be had never seen 
the Suw Canal, and had, ]v>rhap8, only a vague notion 
as to its whereabouts ; and Mr. W. E. Macartney was 
never inside the Royal Mint till he stepped in as its 
Deputy-Master. Both of them have made capable 
public servants, and so will Sir Ernest Soares ; but it 
is “ good busiuess," nevertheless, to charge yoirr 
opponents at every possible stage with perpetrating 
“ jobs."

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THE HONESTY OF MORMONISM.

Amidst tliis oiiibnraiagainRtMormonism.it is as well 
to ad 111 it its honesty. Whatever else tliis legalising 
and Bystematising of phiral marriages may be called, it 
was at least fair and above board. 

Were it not for the edict permitting plural marriages 
In Ut.'ili, there woiild have been many thousands of 
women without a home of their own, wit hout a purpose 
in life, and without a good reason for existence. In the 
Jiew-found country of Utah, men ]»roRpered quickly, the 
lichcsof the land added riches to their pockets ; tliey 
uiarried. increased, and iiiulliplind. 

In any other conimuiiity it would end there openly, 
hut one knows just what would have surreptitiously 
happened under the ci re uni stances. Proajierity and a 
iniieli larger women population over men is apt to result 
in noiifliet with the ]»roelaimed moral laws. 

Tlio Fildei's of the Mormon Cliureh recognised this, 
and so instituted, under stern supervision, a restricted 
pormission of ]>liiral iiiarriag<‘S. 

When a mail liad been married happily and co:i- 
tentedl3\ he was allowed to take another wife, .and yet 
another if his prosperity permitted of him taking a 
separate iKiiise far each, and keeping up a separate e^tah- 
lishiiH'iit. Under no circumstane-cs was a man allowed lo 
inaiTv twice if liis first venture had not lieen satisfactory. 

iiiarriag^iH wore hedged round with the ssimi 
responsildlities aB are thos(‘ in Kurop:*; the wives w'ei'e 
treated Avith the Rame deference and ie.spect as heio; 
tliecliildren were lirought up with as great a care. What- 
•ever may be w'ritten in lictioii about “ favourite ** wives 


and “principal” wives, according to their laws there 
xvas no favouritism foi* one more than for another, old or 
young. Each wife had her own hoiiBeh.dd to look after, 
and the husband divided his time between each, or where 
his presence was most required — not simply deRired. 

Polyg.amy worked ^lerfectly well in IJtah for some 
generations, and would he working as nmoothly now hut 
for the interference of tlie other States of the Union. i 

The Mormoim comjdied with the orthodox wisheR of 
the rest of the State.H because they wanted to be joined 
to the Union and represented in tlie Federal Parlia- 
nieuf. not because there was any ill-feeling in tlieir 
own community, or tlie slightest hesitition in belief 
amongst themselves that tliey were carrying out the 
dictates of Providence, especially under the conditioiid 
of settling a new territorv. 

The great difference between a pol^'gamouH coni- 
iniiiiit3r anl a monogamoiis one is that with the former, 
woman is protected l»y the laws of the State, ia ro- 
spoeled by hca* neiglihoiirs, and lives a tranquil 'life, 
fiiUilling ber natural destiny. 

\V ith the latter. lh(*re is but one acknowledged wife 
ir> each family. But thcic i.s a large floating population 
of aim’ess womankind earning their living as^besL they 
(Ml), .and tlimc is a va>t s(ihm(.M‘god class who live cian- 
destinc. lives of utter nsf^lcssiicss, except that they 
a-liiiinister to the uulawrul Jesiies of u certain type of 
men. Thcdc wonu*n, for obvioiiR rcasoiiR, ai‘e not 
received or recognised by their more forlumitc sisters; 
11101*6 is no real joy in their lives ; thc*y aiTi a menace to 
iheii offspring, should they iiave any, iMul 
the.se are brought into the world in unholy 
silence with a taint u]}oii their infancy and 
a slur upon their names. 

Bow many tliinisaud women andchildi’Oii 
there are in such a stale it is diflicnlt to 
imagine; their \ery exi.sUmce is hidden 
away from tin* ejajs of the world. 

Without for a moment advocating poh'- 
paniy, it is at least obvious that, in "a 
polygamous community, the house of the 
drawn blinds and the lady of hidden 
ideasiire uie unknown. 

^ilt jRake City — nniil tl.e advent of 
Betilers other than Mormon -was the most 
exemplaiy city in tin* wliole world, not 
only in matters of sex, hut in all other 
inoi-als as well. 

It was a community of love, friendship, 
]ieac*e; the tithes that their religion re- 
quired <»f them made the chiireh wealthy, 
!ind without Bills of Parliament the poor 
were cberislied, the sick nursed, the down- 
ii-oddeii defended. 

Of all tlie eommiinities that I have 
visiled, none was happier or more jiros- 
perons than t hey. Their ci-eed, tlicii* fail h, 
their cliuich wei'e idealised in a manner 
tliat Rluimed most ether communitieR. 

And the ]>rci-eiit-day Balt Lake City, 
with which we ha\e now to deal, is only 
diiTeient inasmuch as the city haa been 
flooded with members of other faiths, and 
their laws have been changed to the 
abandoning of the xdural mniTiage. 

It may he said that ii church that can 
alter its iiispii'od doctrine at the dictates of 
Parliament cannot be reckoned with very 
seriously, but they quote as their authority 
the woi'ds of the J^’ounder of Chrisliunity. 
'• Render v.nto Uu'sar,” etc., and the words 
of St. Paul where we are advised to be sub- 
ject to “ Kings, xniuces, and rulere.” The 
Mormons, lindiiig that to join the Federal 
Parliament iiecessituted abandoning plural 
marriage, abandoned it without further 
ado, blit this doesn't discredit the wortlii- 
ness of the sy'stem, its honesty and 
fitruightforwardnesa. 
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NEWS OP THE CURIO WORLD

I Iftke my Bow. 

Ib acceding to the roqiiesi gf the Curio Editor to poa- 
tr^hqite to these columns aralh, may I first of all expresjB 
my pleasure in renewing the intercourse which, in the 
was so very agreeable to reader and writei* alike ? 
In the interim, 1 hare pursued mv researches into the 
antique, and hare risited some of the finest prirate col- 
lections in England, whose various owners liave per- 
mitted me to handle and to criticise rare objects of art 
most beautiful and costly. The results of my work have 
been embodied in several books, those which have been 
published have commended themselves to the iwviewerB 
and to the public, thejr have been distributed all over 
the world: othera are in the press, and will appear in 
due course. 

Alt4hs World Over. 

Many interesting letters have reached me from places 
as far apart as Hong Kong, Mayence, Chicago, and 
The Hague from those who have read my bcx)ki— -from 
those who have been pleased with them, and want to 
knoyr something more, or from those who have hud 
special information to impart, which is always welcome. 
Almost always they are amateurs vrho find tlioir reward 
in exploring out-of-the-way places for possible bargains. 
I give some extracts from the letters. 

From Far Cathay. 

“ I have just returned from an interesting trip up the 
Tang-tse River, including a visit to Poyang Lake, six 
hundred miles in the interior of China. The capital 
of the province is never or hardly ever visited by 
Europeans, yet there are dozens of old porcelain shops 
for, 1 presume, rich Chinese. A real expert would make 
wonderful batigf^ius. I have found some intoroating 
pieces. . . . In my opinion the English craze for 
live-colour pieces is not a true artistic tuste. I consider 
the whole-coloui^iecos far more hartnonions and restful.’* 
Admiral Sir Hed worth Lambton's opinions here 
aspressed are shared by many collectors, not only in 


Europe and America but in China. Yon have, no 
donbt, noted from time to time the W<?b prices paid for 
fine specimens. I have seen and handled many siioh 
—for instance, two small ** peach bloom |* vases which 
I could put iu my pockets cost ovev £6,000, and four 
black vases with coloured decoratiou £25,000. 

From Porealaia to Books. 

Even bibliomaniacs have been surprised at the 
enormous sums paid for the gems of the Hoe Collection 
dispersed this month iu New York. 1 love old books, 
ana amongst my dreams one pictures a fine library. ^ 1 
have, like the children, a great liking for stories, stories 
of adventure and treasure-hunting. Mr. Hoe spent 
about £100,000 on his collection, aud his heirs will receive 
£250,000. One book, a copy of the Gutenberg Biole, 
was sold for £10,000 ; and another, Helyas’s ** Knight of 
the Swanne,** printed by Wynkyn de Worde, realised 
£4,200. Copies of the latter book have been sold for 
£400 and £600— but £i.200 ! So. you see, that trei^siiro 
is laid up not only iu old poi*cclain, but in old books. 
You may regard these appreciations in value in two 
ways— -first, the prescience of the wise collector may be 
responsible for them ; or, second, the chance of making 
money may cause speculators to rnu up the prices* Mr* 
Hoe went treusure-liunting to some purpose. 

Bopkt About to be Sold. 

Sotheby's have some volumes foi- sale on 24th May 
and the two following days which will aitropt attention, 
and if you are interested you should visit the rooms in 
Wellington Street. I have only space to mention a few 
amongst the many books and manuscripts which are 
worth seeing. The rare first folio of Shakespeai’e's 
Comedies, Histories, and Tragedies, printed in Loudon 
by Isaac Jaggard aud Ed. Blount, 1628, will excite bpok- 
buyers. The last one I haw sold realised nearly £i,(X)0. 
There are two excessively rare first editions of The 
Complcat Angler,” one dated by Isaak Walton, 
and the other, 1G7G, by Charles Cotton. As these are

Silver 
is cheap to-day, only about two shillings an ounce. Age 
and the mark account for the extraordinary prices now 
paid.

Their Marital Adventures, and the Tsar’s Efforts to Reform Them.

TiiiK task is Jiard. (Jouiiiii;: and iuicIob e.anudt be 
hanged for more inwfcriinonial piH!(j:»dilJoo.s, so the Tsar'a 
solo alternative is to give tlxnii free ])ardoTi, and that Is 
wliat compassionaii* Nieholas is gradually compassing. 

The 11 11 III her of scions oC the Inaisc uf KomanofT in 
whole or partial disgrace is con.side.rahle. Their cdias- 
tisemciit rarios from eoiM]»lele haiii.shnient from K.us.sia 
down to the inei’e oflicial ignoring uT tlicir wives. Their 
Bins are matrimonial. Then* i.s hardly a single 
virtnoimly re.speclalde (I rand Unkc among all the 
KoinanolTs. iSomo have elopnd with other men’s wive.s. 
Othei’B have done wor.'^t*, and actually married them. 
And Nicholas 11. lia.s rci cited by letting lly liis 
Olympian thunders. JTe has driven the sinners into 
exile, and lias withdrawn their decorations and ranks. 
He has even sc pies! ra tod tlieir propeity, and the 
ainncr.s’ money lia.s gone to swell liis modest savings. 

Yet BO strong is tli'* r<»inautic. strain inilie Idood of 
the .HomanoITs that all tlc'se i errors prove ineffective. 
The Tsar's own hrothor.s Icrve hi'lnived him. First, 
his consumptive — now dead — hrotlior, (Iriiiid Duke 
George Alexandrovitch, married the daughter of a 
Gaucasiati “priuce,” who'e broiher was a policeman, 
and W'hose uncle was < be village lireiua-n. Nicholas 11. 
tecognised this marriage a.s legal. J<‘aving the children 
morg:i.iiatic. Such hmity iiuTcly (dicouragod the otluH* 
l)roth(!r, Grand Duke Miclrud, 

Jilieliaol foil in love with a senator's daughter, who 
had married the millionairo Sergius Mainontoff. When 
Mme. Mamoutoff told her husband that she had lost 
her heart to Michael, the easy-going man granted her 
a divtu'ce. 

So far this romance might have lia]»pencd in London, 
or any where; hut the .remainder of it is peculiarly 
Miiseovile. As Michael did not intend to marry Mine. 
Mauionloff, he rcqne.sted a hrotlior cavalry oflicor to 


wed her ** for appearance Bake.” Tlie brother ofBcor 
agreed. After trying tiici eharins of i.iis aiTangemcnt 
for a few months, tiie Grand Duke arranged a second 
divorce; and now lie is legally married to his sweet- 
heart. 

IteRpectabh* Nicholas II. naturally did nob object to 
tbe brotbor-officer anMiigement. T>ut when ho heard of 
the marriage to the Grand Duke he bubbled over with 
wrath. His rage proved impotent. Tlie reason was 
that Michiud, a bold, bad man with some brains, is liis 
mother's favoiirile. rather than Nicholas. Their mother, 
known to Kussians a^ Dowager Marya Feodorovua, is 
still a gie.at personage, and she forbade Irn* Imperial 
son to touch the favourite Michael. So Nicholas has 
now agreed to forgive and forgot, on condition that 
Michael lives on lii.n estate in remote Oriol.and does not 
<*ome to St. Petersburg. And with this arrangement 
Michael is well content, for it keejis him away from his 
brother, whom he heartily dosjnscs. 

Tlic Tsar is having mons trouble with his uncle. 
Grand Duke Paul Alexandrovitch. It is now eight 
years sine:* Paul decainjie I with O’g.i Valerianovna 
Pistohlkors, vir lvariiovir<*h, wife nf :i full general wlio 
own.s many acres of Dalric Province laud In Legliorii, 
Paul paid a. Greek Ortlioilox ]>riest DiOO h) break llic 
law and iiarform the ceremony. Tsar Nicholas un- 
frocked the, priest and Rent him to Siheria. and the 
priest lately turned up in Vienna and published a 
])am])h!ot about the Tsar. l*aul was forbidden to return 
borne; lie wa.s (l(*privetl of his rank in the army; and 
all the Goiirts of Hiirop? were circiii.iri^ed with a 
rorjiiesb to ignore his existeiici*. Havaria’s Prince Regent 
alone took mercy on the pair and nrid^ the lady 
Countess of Iloheiifelseii. "When l^a-iiTs hridher Sergiirs 
was hlowm to bitft in the Kremlin in February, h-O.'*, 
Nicholas II. allowed his uncle to return for the funeral. 
Paul brought his wife, but sh.^ was stopped zt the 
frontifir. 

Paul Jiow lives iii Paris. His romance led indirectly 
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to a sensational crime. Bereft of Lis lawful wife. 
General Pistoiillrors fell in love witli M»ne. Aii<lrpyeir, 
beautiful bride of a St. Petersburg stoclfLrtdfer. 
M. Andrejeff was a different type of man from M. 
Mamontoil. When liis wife demanded a divorce in 
order to marry the general, he shot her dead, and the 
jury acquitted him. This scandal intensified the Tsar’s 
rage ugainst Paul, and only during the last years liave 
reconciliation negotiations begun. TJie Tsar demands 
that Paul shall abandon his wife ; Paul refuses, bo only 
an iy*miBtiee exists between uncle and nephew. 

The next orraiic Itomuuoff is Michael Michaelovitch, 
a nephew of Alexander II. He lias b(*en only half 
forgiven. During Alexander JII.’s ndgn thia impre.-j- 
sionable Grand Duke fell in love with a niece of the 
diplomat Jgiiatieff, otherwise known as The Father of 
Lies,” who negotiated the San Stefauo Treaty after the 
last Russo- Turkish war. 

<l’o prevent a marriage Alexander III, expelled him 
from Russia, and he repaired to Wiesbaden, and there 
quickly forgot MMe. Ignai.i<'lf. In the house of the 
Grand Duke of Nassau he made the acquaintance of 
Sophie Countess Merenburg, a daughter of Prince 
Nicholas of Nassau by his morgaiialic wife, who was 
herself a daughter of the Knsriiaii poet, Piishkin, 
Micbael innrriod her at San Remo, lie was forbidden 
to return to Russia. 

Last yhar Nicholas 11. began negotiations ftir peace. 
He offered to make the (fraud Duke a colonel and a 
flnogel -adjutant ” ; also to allow him to come l<> Com t 
if he would come without Countess Torby, hi^ wife. TTis 
wif<* declared that if he Avent to Court without her, he 
might stay there. So he did not go. 

One other (d*and Duke has had iiuarllal adveuturea, 
,1^ sot into disgrace. Tluit is Nicholas 

Nicholaievitch, C.'ommauder of the St. Petersburg 
military distiit. In JSl*d he married simple Alnie. 
Boureiiiiic. TwoA’ears ago he married again with the 
Tsars consent, the diAorced Diudjess Anastasia von 
Lenchteiiberg, born a I’riiieess of Mont<*negro. Grand 
Duke Nicholas has never been in di.sgrace i\>r a good 
reason. The Tsar fears liim. He is a blnsterijig soldier, 
a great favourite of the army. With him ends the list 
of living (irand Diik('s Avho have married outside their 
rank. I>ut there are two other (irand Dukes who are 
in disgrace for very different i-easoiiH, 

Tlic lii'st is (fraud Duke Nichtdas Oonsiantinovitch, 
who thirty yeai's ago annexed the jewels of his mother, 
Alexandra dosefovna. He was banished to T.ishkeut 
in Central Asifi, and never sees his native Itussia. Tlie 
offence of the second, (irand Duke Nicholas Michaelo- 
vitch, is even worse. He is a “ Liberal.” 'J’Avpnty years 
ago ho said tlait Russia needed reforms; and he is evt*ii 
suspected of ridiculing the Tsar. For these offences he 
has lived for twenty years in exile in the ( ■nuc.'i.sna. 

Thi.s Nicholas Aiicliaelovitch is the ch’verestof all the 
Grand Dukes. He has Avrittcii a history of Russia, ami 
lately he published a. brocluire exploding the popular 
legend that Alexander after Ids supiiosed death, 
]*etired to Siberia, jind Ihed for Jong under the name of 
Feodor Kozrnitcli. But none of his talents has out- 
weighed the fact that lie is a “reformer.” Nevertheless, 
even he has an appointment to command a Ijife Guards 
battalion. And when such a “reformer” is pardoned, 
it is a sure sign that the Tsar Avaiits peace. 

In fact, were it not for the liuiidivd thous.ind other 
reformers rotting in gaol, and starving i:i Siberia, it 
would he peace all round. Still Niehohis II. cannot be 
expected to attend to everything. He has his spirits to 
talk to ; he is busy making his Finnish subjects happy ; 
and be is spending .l*1110,0no i O'J on new warships and 
battalions.

A Utefttl Suit, 

I AM asked by correBpondentB to toll thorn of the most 
weful suit lor a man who wishes to be well dressed but 
does not want big^ tailor's bills. Many men answer this 
query for themBol? es by BUggesting blue serge, but 1 am 
not sure that that answer is always the best. Personally, 
I should prefer a suit of a grey ** whipcord ” cloth, which 
has adTantages not possessed by a serge. 

Mfhipcord. 

1 understand that there is no copyriglit in tho name 
•* whipcord/* and that some tailors would apply it to an 
ordinary dark grey worsted, which, in appearance, it 
nsembles. At the same time, every good tailor knows 
quite well what is meant by a real whipcord.*’ It is .a 
cloth which declines to be worn onl.. It is used prinri pally 
for spring overcoats, for which purpose it is to bo preferred 
to the ordinary “rainproof" cloUi. Whipcord of a lighter 
weight is the stuff for u lounge suit. It is a hard, unyield- 
ing material, with a smooth surfoco, and it does not become 
shiny with wear, as does a serge. 

Its one Disadvantage. 

There is but one objection — so far as 1 know — that can 
be mode against a whipcord cloth. It must be cut and 
made up absolutely correctly in the first place, or the suit 
is not right. An ordinary material can bo moulded t.o the 
figure to a certain extent, and, if the tailor happens to inaku 
a slight mistake in tho cutting out of the clot h, ho cau 
rectify it by his skill in “ working on ” it at the place 
.required. Tho cloth can bo stretched horo nud there to 
hide any trifling defect in tlie cut. Not ho a whi]>oord. As 
the cloth is cut, so it must bo made up, and tho tailor who 
tries to use it as ho would a soft hiaxoiiy or flaimel doe.s no 
good to the suit, it is. perhaps, beciiu^e a whipcord 
demands such perfect tailoring that tho average tailor 
fights shy of it. Still, a well-made grey wliipcord suit 
wants a good deal of beating, and for tlie man with an eye 
to economy tliero is nothing to equal it. 

Convenient Grey, 

Once when I suggostod a suit of this kind to a man T 
was met with tho objection that grey was “half-mourning." 




But, ns 1 pointed out to the objector, it is such an easy 
matter to wear a coloured shirt, or tie or liat, and so do 
away with the impres.sion that you arc in half mourning. 
It always seems to me tiiut grey is hiicIi a convenient shade 
for a suit because you can wear any colour with it ; you 
certainly cannot we:ir a shirt or tie of any colour with a 
blue sorgo suit. T am not p.articularly keen on seeing n 
blue shirt with a grey whipcord suit, but that is only a fad 
of mine. Personally, I think tliat the man who wears such 
a suit gets the best effect from it if ho wears with it a 
wdiite or cream soft-fronted sliirt, and a tio of one plain 
colour. Tho shade of tho tio may well be rather bright, 
sirico it is tho <mly pate!) of colour in tho whole of the 
man's get-up. if you except the boot-t which, if the wearer 
pleases, may be brown. 

Colours for a Chaage. 

It must not bo thought that T am suggoating thiit grey 
whipcord should ho aeciqited as a fashion. 1 mention it 
for tho bonefit of men who wish to dress neatly .at the 
minimum of expeiiae. The man who is not haiiiperoil in 
this way may well iiidiilge hia f.nicy toi- eoh>ur.s, of which 
there is a great variety this y«*ar I have no doubt, for 
instance, that the foci ti):it the first suit worn by the King 
wlien ho was out f>r lialf niiuirniiig w.n a very light one 
will give an InipdiK io the sale ol light suits. The 
favourite shade will probably be a liglit lu-own. Tf the 
pattern has a go>>d disil of white in if, the ^uit will ajipear 
to bo of a briglit Ijiu shade. 'J’ijh pattern J liave in my 
mind is that kii*»vvn as a “ honeyemnb ’ ■ an excellent 
pattern for a Hunnn''r t>uit. aud quite a novel one. 'riieii 
there are various shades of bhio greys, bnovn-grevs. bliiish- 
browiiB, and other shades which it. is inip:)ssLbl« to label, 
BO that tlie min who likes a gr>od deal of co'our in his 
clothes is well eatereil for. T'lie most fashionable shade, 
by tiie way, i^ uiidoubtodly brown. 

The Extravafiant Man. 

Some of these new briglitly-coloured siiifingR are for tho 
man who can afford to lio more or le-..s ('xlravagaiit iu the 
matter of clothes. A cloth of a very iioeiiliar, distinctive 
shade or pattern is not intended for a man wlio wants all 
the wear he can get out of liis cloilies. A suit of this kind 
is f'>r occasional weiir — sav, once a

Lordly Humorists. 

The Gilded ('hamber is not exactly the institution to 
wliicli one is tempted to turn for a niglit's entertain- 
ment.

The f<irmcr posed, to the great amiisemmit of 
both sides, as the defender of hereditary legislators 
against the revolutionary proposals of Lord Lans- 
downc ; and at every seiiience of his speech the walls of 
the (Chamber resounded to bursts of laughter to which 
its huhitniH have never been accustomed.

An Interview with Geonie Moore on his Forthcoming Novel

intn a pluy, uiid is tnigiigt'd on a Kuiiiewhat roniarkabln 
book — a book, indeed, wliick bis friends think will prove 
the most brilliant of Ids career. 

1 took tlic o})portnuity, a few days ago. of drawing him 
on these topics. 

“ Why liave I left Ireland?'’ he said, repeating my 
qncBtioii. “It is rather an inipcrtiiient question, but 
as 1 .am about tt>]>iit myself in the hands of the British 
public once more, .1 suppose 1 must answer, inalgrd 
what my Irish friends may say. 1 left Jndand because 
I wanted a change — hut, more than that, I doubt if I 
ehall ever go back there. It is tbe land of iny birth, 
and tlic land of iny aneesturs. and 1 gave it a fair trial 
for five consecutive years — and then— I gave it up. 1 
really do not find life in Dublin to my liking. It is. as 
a matter of fact, too arid for a inau of my mould. Bui 
I did find Kometbing to iiitt'resf. me in the nation and 
th(* peoph\ and my new book is the product of it. 

What am 1 calling it ? ‘ Ave I SSah’e I Vale ’ is the 
title, all imperatives, as yon see, Hail Ireland ! {Save 
Ireland! Farewell Ireland! The farewell is not 
altogether )>ersonal. It is partly prophetie, aa you shall 
see when the hook comes out. 1 went back to Ireland 
shortly after the Boer war. simply — to be frank again — 
because after the Boer war 1 could not stand England 
— not till 1 bad got over the thing, anyhow. Wlien I 
got to Dublin and hud established myself quietly 
in Ely l^luee, I discovered that the town held a group 
of young fellows, with whom the older ones were very 
much in sympatliy. who were well worth discovering, 
lliey gave me a fresh sensation. Then they gave me ai 
dinner. Then 1 hud them severally and sometimes 


together to my house to dinner, and so I got to know 
them aild what they stood for. 

•‘They woi'e geniuses. Now wdiat did they mean? 
Tliis led to a study of Indand to-day, and so to, jierhaps, 
the longest work of fiction I have written. And yet it 
IK only fictional in guise. 1 have written history land 
criticiFK, and have introduced my characters under 
their own names, all strung on u thread of incident that 
is only more or less fictional. 

“1 introduce my characters, who ai-e really the ouly 
men in Ireland w'orth talking about — in addition to 
these young poets and dramatists, tlici'e are, of i^ouise, 
]>ublic men and others -in pro firm jwrmna without, so 
far as their indi vidua lity is coxicenied, the slightdst 
attempt ai disguise. They are in the book as they live 
in fact. 

“It is almost invidious to mention names, but yon 
will find William Butler Yeats. George Kussell, ‘ A.F ,’ 
.Tohn M. Synge, Lady Gregory, Sir Horace Plunket, 
Padraic Ckiliim. Dr. Patrick Joyce, Dr. Sigerson, Sir 
Hugh Grant, Air. G’Hrien, and even the immortal 'J'im 
liealy in my [aiges, as true to the life as J can possibly 
draw tlieni. I have found a good many men iii Ireland 
during the past five 3 ’oars who wei-e vital, interesting, 
picturesque. 1 hope the* public w'ill find them so in luiy 
pages. 

“ My theories," continued Air. Aloore, “ ns devekqied 
through the jtoi sonality and int<‘lloct of the brightest 
peophi in Ireland to-day. may not find ready and 
quiescent acceptance at the bands of the general public. 
This may he all the better for my publisher ” — remarked 
the author of “Esther Waters" with his sardonic 
smile. “ J have allowed men who think for t he tii selves, 
w'ho have come up out of the worn old heart of 
Ireland to speak fnr themselves and their country, to 
do so ill niy book without stint. I iiitimd it to be 
original, in the clearest, must cimscientioiis sense, and 
further than this 1 have no care whattner.” 

Asked about the rutuotir that he was dramatising, 
** Esther Waters," Mi-. Aloore laughingly acknowledged 
the fact — laughincfly, because be does not take himself 
seriously as a diamatist. In fact, be had called in a 
collaborator. 

A German activRR of .'quality, one of the fmuiihvs at 
a leading Biu-lin lheatiT>, bad long teased Air. Moore to 
write a drama, and particularly fancied hei-Kelf in the 
jiart as “ Ksther Waters." As much out of curiosity 
as to what he could do in the way of a play— his bent 
lias never been in any degi-ee dramaturgical — as for any 
other reasou, he began last winter at his home in Dublin 
to turn the work into a drama, and completed the first act. 
But the pressure of work on “Avc! Salve! Vale!" 
which he desii-ed to finish before he moved to London 
in the spring, induced him to call in one of the young 
geniuses of the Celtic grou]) w'hom ho has pi*esented in 
Ins book. Air. S. L. Robinson, author of several success- 
fill plays wbic.h have been done at the Abbey Theali-e, 
with whom he has finished the first draft of tbe 
piece. 

It is not yet thoroughly revised," Air. Aloore said to 
me, “ and I really don't know wfien I shall offer it to a 
t heatre manager. But with iny novel now completed and 
out of hand, I may venture to offer the British public 
Hoinetliiiig in the nature of my first effort at drama in 
the coming autumn. Of course, 1 shall hope for a 
premirrv here in London."

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NEWS OF THE CURIO WORLD. 

The Ralph Woods. By J. F. Blacker. 


For Private Circulation. 

I HAVE received a book -oiio of fifty prinlod for 
privato circulation — wbich 1 value very much. It ia a 
copy of •* Ralph Wooda Pottery/' deacribiii^ and illus- 
trating the George Stoner Collection, wliicli I have bad 
the pleantire of exaniining. Bound in vellum, illiistmted 
with a hue coloured frontispiece and a hundnid and 
thirty other cxaniples of the eighteenth-century potters’ 
ni*t, it includes much that is interesting from the pen of 
Mr. Frank Falkner. 

The Early Glazes. 

Students of tlicRe columns have leaiiit something of 
the difference between the early glaxes, the coloured 
gluzes, aud the later (Miaiiiel colours. Let us see what 
the author says ahout them : The Staffordshire 
potters have iidoptod on broad nines) two distinctly 
differeni riiethodH of decorating their coloured figniT's, 
the early process being that of colouring their lead* 
hi/es with iiietallic oxides, and applying tliein with a 
rush or pemul ; and the other by glazing first, then 
applying eiunnel colours upon the glazed and fired sur- 
face. iiud ugniii firing the object in a iiiufilekiln at a low 
tempera lure.'' 1 iH he former method whei*e the brush 
has miMsed, the surface is unghized. 

‘ At the BritUli Muieum. 

If you go to the Biiiish ^Inseuni, in the ceramic 
eei'iioii you will find sniiie Staffordshire figures by tlie 
Ralph Woods, and with the aid of the preceding nob; 
Oil the glazes you will be able t<» understand thoroughly 
the dilTerence between the suhdued soft tones of the 
early wear and the euiunel colours used labu*. You will 
also iiiiderstaud what is meant when collectoi's. speak- 
of the Itsilpli Woods' w'ork, say: ** It is marked all 
over." marked by colouring and by modelling. 

Marked PieceH. 

Only now and tlieii is the name R. Wool i or R:i. 
Wood, liursleiii. i'ouiid. In the collection niider con- 
siihuMlioii the first murk is found onc*e, the second 
foiirt^’eii limeH h'otiiat if you desiiv* to identify these 
old wares ymi must train your eyes to detect not only 
ttie siihdueil tints of the early coloured glazes, but the 


fuiality of the enamel colours and the style of the 
Wot>d8’ in figuix^s and Toby jugs. 

A Uiefel Hint. 

One hint will be helpful. The colour pf the fleali in 
the old pieces is never a true flesli-tint. That came 
later, when the coloured enamels applied over the glaze 
gave the entire palette to the decorator of pottery. Yet 
the modelling alone is sufficient to commend specimens 
without colour, cream ware, and othere in one colour, a 
beautiful deep green glaze. A pulsating brown man- 
ganese is also characteristic. 

Praiseworthy Research. 

But I must tell you about tbe list of numbers wliich 
Mr. Falkner gives for the first time. Often, no doubt, 
you have been puzzled in finding imprettmt numbers on 
figures. Toby and satyr-head jugs and the like, npt 
paintod numbers which were used by the onamellers. 
For example, you miglit have the pair on square buses, 
a gardener and the female companion figure, both six 
inches high, having impresml I and 2, and being deco- 
rated with coloured glazes. They are Ralph Woods* 
productions, and oci’ur first in the list. Mr. Stoner's • 
numbers end with but altlioiigli researches have 
been extended over many years, there are omissions 
which I should like to help to remedy. You may possess 
marked or iiuiubered figiire.s of early Staffordshire ware. 
If so. 1 shoulfl be pleased to receive particulars: I am 
rather keen on giving a helping hand to those wlu) have 
done so much, and perha]>s the time may (‘Oim; wlien a 
com]dele list may appear in these columns. 

A Costly Toby. 

Did yon notice thut in April Clo7 KM. was paid at 
aiieiimi for a Toby Jug. the parson from tiie well-known 
group by W. Adams. ** The Tythos Pig P " 1 have known 
many Toby Jugs to be sold at prices from t'4 to t'12, 
and one or two for t;50. but .CloT iOs. surely is » i^ecord. 
That 8pc»c.ial Toby is very rare, but for some time a 
gradual advunee lias imirked the price of old Stafl'ord- 
shire ware, especially the finest. Tbe Inter piei'es show 
much deterioration in inodellhig and geuerul effect.

Ijighl has now been shed upon the mystery by the 
confession of an arrested Terrorist named Anev. who, by 
his confession, lifts the veil upon one of the most 
dramatic episodes in the history of Russian Terroriani.

How CioeiRatogroph Pictures of the Great Procctaioo 
* Will be Taken. 

The entii-e Coronation prootssion will be exhibited 
nt all the principal cinematograph theati*08 on the 
evening of Coronation Day ; and thiiH the myriadn 
unable to witness the gi*eat Imperial event in the sti'eets 
will have a faithful reproduction of the occurrence 
thrown before them wdiilst comfortably seated in the 
theatre. 

Representatives of all the leading film pi'oducers in 
the world have already purchased Kites on the rente 
from which to photograph the Royal procession on Hk 
■ way from Ruckirighaiii Palace to Westiiiinster Abbey. 
Ai^ attempt will also b(^ made to exhibit the films in 
Ijiverpool, iShefiield, Leeds, Bristol, and Birmingham at 
ti^ evening performances. 

Riiiidreds of operators will arrive from Paris and 
Berlin, and will take up their stand at advantageous 
positions. As their Majesties leave the Palace about 
noon, it is hoped that there will be time to catch the 
boat train from Charing (.h-o.sH, when the films will 
• be develo]u>d cn route. 

Each camera opeiator will be attmided by one 
assistant, who will convey the undeveloped films by 
motor-car to licadquarters, where ever} thing will in 
readiness for the development and completion of the 
picture. Ill this way the various sections of the picture 
will he taken, and when joined will measure in sonic 
instances several thousand feet in length. 

Large export orders have been received by the vai*i(»u.s 
English uiaiiufactiirerK, who will dispatch the films to 
all parts of the globe by the first vessels hfaving the 
country immediately after the ceremony. 

iScuding ordinary photographs by wire has long been 
HU accomplished fact. The remarkable results achieved 
by T^rofessor Karn's phot()*telegi’ai)h will still be f^h 
in the memory of those who visited the Franco- British 
Exhibitionatthc White City in \m. Then followed 
the Thonie-Baker “ aVlootograph/’ by whicli even 
more perfect results were obtained. Now ccines an 
invention by which it is possible to traiisiiiit I'iuemato' 
graph pictures liy wire, and an experimental trial is 
to lie made on Ch)i*oucitioii Day. An attempt will be 
made to transmit views of the great event from 
London to Paris, and if it is succeK.^fully accomplished 
tlic films ivill be exhibited at the Parisian pictiiie 
lliea tree a few hours Intel*. . 

The inventor of the “ ( ■ine-telegriiph, as it is 
termed, has been ten years completing his apparatus, 
and has now sncceeiled in traiismittiiig overland u film 
t wo hundred feet in length over a distance of thirty 

miles. . . * 1 ' 

The Coronation films, which it is the inventors 
intention to send by means of his app aratus, will Bhow* 
the progress of the Royal party from the 1 ahice to the 
Abbey, but the actual crowning ceremony will not bo 

o! tlie London film tnidci-R are hopeful 
of obtaining sanction to pbotograph this interesting 
function ; but even if this were granted, the insufficient 
lighting of the Abbey would reuder cinematography 

impossible. . 

After the Coronation is over, the various film manu- 
facturers will concentrat.e their energies upon the 
Delhi Durbar, and an army of cinematographers will 
be sent out.

N ames arc more iiiiporlaut. than Ihi It is not 
now the fashion to speak of the Colonies. To 
call a colony a colony is nearly as rude as to call a 
■pade a spade. There was a time when no Coloninl 
would have been offended if we had talked of bis 
country as one of the Colonies. But that time has 
long' gone by. We may allude to the Crown Colonies, 
but not to the Colonies. The Colonial Conferei^ce is 
no longer the Colonial Oonforence. 1 1 is the Imperial 
Conference. I am not sure that Imperial is as 
homely and as lovable as “ Colonial." It has a (‘old, 
Boman sound. . The Commonweal Conference would 
be a better phrase, for Commonweal " is a good 
Saxon word, whereas " Imperial " is a Latin word. 
But wo are all Imperialists now. That is to say, wo 
all believe in the brotherhood of the Six Nations. 
But perhaps we may still ho allowed to call our 
Canadian, Australasian, and South African friends 
Colonials. It is a good old word with a good old 
meaning. If we do not call a colonial a colonial, 
what on earth are wo to call him ?

W E are all anxious to show our love for the 
Coloiiies. Wc via with each other in our 
eagerness to' make sacrifices for them. It seems a 
pity that the Five Prime Ministers should take 
nothing back with them but indigestion. They 
ought to have a souvenir of the Coronation. They 
ought to be given someth iug to help them lo 
icmember the good time they had in the old country. 
The question is, what would be the best keepsake ? 
We cannot give them "The Mill” or Bunyan’s 
copy of Poxe’s "Book of Martyrs.” Wo cauuot 
give them a Baehurn or a Kembrandt. I fear we 
cannot give them Westminster Abbey or St. Paul's, 
the Tower or Hampton Court Palace. Those 
treasures are not portal.Jo ; and, even if they could be 
taken down stone by stone and sot up in the new 
oountries, their sentimental associations would 
hardly survive the sea voyage. We might, it is 
true, give them Buckingham Palace, for nobody in 
London would grieve over its dep.irture ; but at the 
moment we could hardly afford to build a now town 
house for the King and Queen. What, then, can 
we give the Five Nations ?

Vj^E might give them Leicester Square, but. 1 fear 
vT London without Leicester Square would not 
be worth while. Not ei^en for the sake of knitting 
the Empire together could wo part with the 
Empire in which every son of the Empire sits 
■ooner or later. We have other less precious 
jpoBBessions. I wonder whether one of the Five 
Nations would take Mr. Hall Caine as a ]dcdge of 
love ? But I shrink from the thought of that 
twreavement. We gave Jumbo to America, but it 
broke 'Our heart-strings. No. We must keep Mr. 
Hall Caine for better or for worse. To give up 
Marie Corelli is also out of the question. Is thcro 
anybody else we could give away ? What about Lily 
Elsie P I hear a chorus of Noes. It would be noble 
tp.give Lily Elsie to Newfoundland or New Zealand, 
Dot we simply couldn’t do it. Mr. George Ed wardes 
would not let us. I fear we must keep all our 
aetors and actresses ; for even the oldest and ibe 


youngest are bound to us with indissoluble 
bonds.

B ut let us look round theas little islands a]^d see 
whelhor there is no suitable present for our 
kith and kin. It must be something ornamental, if 
not useful. And it must be something they have 
not already got.

I 
am sure that tliey would Rpprec.iate the peers more 
than we do ; for, lately, all parties have shown a 
strange desire to got rid of those venerable relics of 
the splendid past. The peers themselves are in a 
hurry to weed themselves out. The other night 
they voted unanimously for their own liquidation. 
They arc as anxious to clear out of the House of 
Lords as the Israelites were to clear out of Egypt. 
It is true that Mr. Asquith, like Pharaoh, is not 
panting to let them go. But 1 think they ought to 
be allowed to please themselves.

ilr. Painck Josepli Brady, M.P. for the Stephen's 
Green Division of Dublin, scorns these paltry . topics, 
and centres his mind on the necessity of providing for 
the “ inner man ” in the Irish Metropolis. AVhen Home 
Rule comes, Patrick Joseph should be the Minister for 
the Irish Intei-ior. 

It seems that Dublin suffers from a surfeit of grand- 
motherly legislation. The rising generation could not 
trip the light fantastic too in any hotel after licensing 
hours, even with the permission of the police authorities, 
until P. J. waved his magic wand in tbo House of 
Commons last year, and carried a Bill that won for him 
the gratitude of the dev.itees of Terpsichore.

OoinmoDB to allow his constituents to eat on Sundays.

** has a wonderful way with him,” and be may succeed 
in persuading the Mrs. Griiiidys of Westminster that 
there is no Anarchism is his little Bill ; but if be fail 
I shall be i*elnctautly compelled to conclude that on 
Sundays the Irish capital is a magnificent place*-to be 
out of.

THE PREVALENCE OP FAKES. 


enormous prices realised recently for antiqdesoC 
firioui kinde, both in England and America, are causing 
much ad^rae comment. Mot only are the an ms paid 
ridiculopB, from the point of view of many of the moat 
thoughtful collectors, but the inducement* to make per- 
fect oopiea and pass them olP as genuine is inci eased 
tenfold when the stake is so high. 

The Hoe Sale. 

At the I'ccent Hoe ” sale in New York, a sale that 
attracted trade buyera from nil over Europe, fake 
antique manuscripts, covers and old books, which could 
have been bought'from European dealers at from one- 
tenth to one-fourth the price paid, brought almost 
unheard-of prices, nccording to n statement made by 
Dr. L. A. Baer, of the noted firm of book dealers, 
Jdneph Baer Company, Frankfort, Germany. 

Dr. Baer is regarded by antiquarians 'and book 
dealen as one of the greatest manuscript and cover ex- 

S irts in the world. He was himself a large buyer at the 
oe sale, paying ss much ns £2,000 for a *‘Iiivre 
d'Heures," No. 2142 of the catalogue. 

Dr. Baer is convinced, however, that the offer for 
sale of the pieces which are of doubtful genuineness, as 
well as, of course, their purchase at large prices, w:i8 
due to the quite natural failure of the compilers of the 
Hoe catalogue to classify rori'ectly a number of clever 
imitations in part or in whole. 

Not All Priest (zorhitaal. 

Dr. Baer does not think all the prices at the Hoe 
sale exorbitantly high. He suys ; 

"The prices paid for the Gutenberg Bible, for ilio 
Caxtons or for ilie llelyas were not in my opinion too 
high. These are extraordinary piocos, which arc very 
rarely if ever found at sales, and wliich aside fmm 
their eignificunce to th<> typographical art and literatuie, 
have an immeasurable intrinsic value. ' 1 even believe 


tbat a number of first-class mannsoripts have been 
disposed of at oomparatively small figures. 

** But very high prices were paid f n* quite a number 
of pieces, which, on account of their doubtful genaine- 
ness, possess very little value. These are the books 
for which the European dealers, who have so much 
opportunity for studying manuBcripts and covers^ in 
libraries and jn their dealings, would not ihiuk of paying 
08 much as £5 apiece. 

need mention only two typical cases. One is 
the so-called Cover, Henry HI. of France, number 827 
in the catalogue of the auction, for which £500 was paid. 
The book and even the cover are old, but 1 am convinc^ 
beyond the slightest doubt that while the original bad 
has been untouched, the gilding on the cover, iuoluding 
the portrait of Henry III., is the work of u very clever 
bookbinder of the nineteenth century. My conviction 
is shared by other expei'ts who were ut the auction, nyd 
a friend of Mr. Hoe has told me that Mr. Iloe himself 
was aware of the fact. 

A A.2.000 “Fake." 

“ Though 1 have made a life study of tlib art of 
miniature painting, 1 would perhaps hesitate to givey 
publicity to another immcaaiirnbly moiw important, 
though similar, fako had not all the ouihient experts 
whose attention 1 culled to it fully shared my convictions. 

“ 1 am referring to the Ovid manuscript, number 2108 
ill the catalogue, which was sold for £2,000. 

"This manuscript, as well as the King Henry III. of 
France, was bought by (George D. Smith, the dealer who 
recently purchased the Church library for Mr. Hunting- 
ton at a cost of £160,000, and has frequently acted as 
Mr. Huntington’s agent in the purchase of rare books 
and manuscripts. Many of those present when ho bought 
the Ovid manuscript thought he was acting for Mr. 
Huntington. But Mr. Smith himself would not say so.

'J'hen he gave in 
lii.s cat:il,(>^ue, which he c.oiiipiled himseii, a painstaking 
description of the inaiiiiKci ipt to make it ap]ie.ar as it 
tRe ijiaiiu.sei-ipt had really been executed by Anne 
Bretagne. '

contiziiie, and forgeries iiiiinmerable lie made. But the 
real ciillector- -the man of naturally refined tastes- -win »• 
<*ollects for the joy of it. and not as a means of parading 
his wealth, must sigii and bide lii.s time.

KING GEORGE. i 


By JAMES 

IS is tlie Georgian inonili of t.lio Georgian year 
of the Georgian Age. The whole world has its 
e^e on the personality of King George. His corona- 
tion is a world event. It is a date in history. It 
marks a stage in the story of the British Empire, 
and therefore in the story of nearly a third of the 
inhabitants of the earth. It has a meaning for three 
hundred million souls in India as well as for the 
citizens of the great Anglo-Saxon nations in Canada, 
Australia, and South Africa. It has also a meaning 
for our kith and kin in the United States. No poet 
could say all that it means for all these human 
beings, but we know that King George is a symbol 
of the great race that has made half the world what 
it is. Take away the British Empire from the earth 
and what would be left? Many powerful and 
progressive nations, no doubt, but the greatest, most 
powerful, and most progressive force would bo gone. 

• • • 

T hebe is no doubt tliat King George stands at 
the head of the most vronderful world -empire 
or world-commonwealth that has ever existed, or 
that will ever exist. His glory is almost intolerably 
bright, his prestige almost unbearably weightv. It 
is a terrible thing to be set up on high as the visible 
symbol of an idea so gigantic as the British Empire, 
^be pressure of kingship is fiercer than any otlier 
kind of pressure. Hardly at any moment in his life 
can King George forget that he is a king, and 
remember that ho is a man. And the fault of most 
writers is that they strive to accentuate his Ivingship 
instead of trying to acceniualo his humanity. But 
if we 'Wish to be really kind in our loyalty we should 
try to make the multitude realise that King Gt^orgo 
is a man as well as a king. I was at the 8cala 
Theatre Iho other evening, and I was amazed by 
the realism of the Kiiieinacolor ” pictures of thu 
unveiling of the Victoria Memorial. There has 
never bwn anything in this kind so miraculous a.s 
these pictures. I saw the wliole ritual more vividly 
than any of the spectators. And what struck me 
most violently was the loneliness of King George. 
It ia a very lonely thing to be a king. 

• • • 

'T'HE loneliest moment of all was tlie nioruont when 
^ King George took the salute of his splendid 
regiunenis as tln^y marched past with tho precision 
of human machines. Lino after line swejit by with 
every face turned sharply to iho right at exactly the 
same angle so that every eye was fixed upon the King. 

I saw in that concentrated gaze a symbol of tho 
whole Coronation. Not tho eyes of tho sailors and 
the soldiers only, but the eyes of tin' whole race arc 
fixed on the solitary figure of King George. He lias 
to stand the fire of innumerable eyes. The millions 
who do homage to him are not lom?ly. They are 
welded together by a common eniolion. But the 
King is alone. Ho is not helped by the splendour of 
his ap]>arel, by the oriianioiits of tradition, by the 
heraldry of the past. I'ht'se things are rich with 
pomp and circumstance, but tliey do not diminish 
nis Bolitudo. Tho more lavishly we heap upon his 
shoulders the glories of his birth and state the more 
we separate him from the sweet human comradeships 
and companionships. Tiot us strive, therefore, to 
realise the awful loneliness of an austere and con- 
scientious king.

I F I were King George I should like to feel that 
the difficulties of my kingship were appreciated 
hf my people as well as its grandeurs. And yet

few onlookers ever give a thought to the cares ai^d 
anxieties and burdens of kingship. It does not 
occur to us that King George is not his own master. 

His life is a perpetual slavery to duty and to routine. 

It is a grotesque error to imagine that the daily 
round of kingship is amusing. The formal atmo- 
sphere of a court is not a ^y and hilarious thing. 

It is tho lonely life intensifi^ to the utmost A 
selfish and luxurious monarch can doubtless debasp 
his position and make it subserve his appetites. • But 
a man like King George, whoso watchword over since ^ 

ho was in the Navy has been Duty, cannot command 
Ihe envy of any imaginative mind. But he can 
command our sympathy. Put yourself in his place, 
and try to realise t he unremitting order and remorse- 
loss system of liis life, whicli leaves hardly any 
margin for human caprice pr mortal whim. There 
is not a man in England who has less real control 
over his days than King George. He is more • 
absolutely the servant cf the State than any living 
man. To recognise this pathetic fact is not^tp be a 
snob. It is merely to be a realist with a gift of 

imagination. * 

• ■ • 

A NOTHER thing 'makes t.h ' King louelior than 
other men. He is set far more above the dust 
and heat of party strife. The meanest man can 
think freely and speak freely and acl» freely. But 
King George, alone among Britons, is bound to think 
like a king and act like a king. That is to say, he 
is bound to be different from all other human beings. 

Ho is bonuil to represent not one class, but every 
class. Ho is forced to preserve his kingship from 
anv taint of prejudice or bias. Is that easy in theso 
days of fierce conflict and furious combat? It is not 
easy. To bo a king over a federation of free demo- 
cracies is the hardest task ever i mposed upon a mortal. 

K ing George, let us n'meinlx'r, is the one and only man 
who is and must be acceptable to every one of bis 
countless subjects. He must Buci;ced where oven tho 
judges have failed. He must triumph where all 
other men liavc been defeated.

I can never 
forget on incident of the .Diamond Jubilee which I 
witnessed. 1 was standing with two or three 
friends outside the gates of 'Wind.sor Castle as 
Queen Victoria returned from the long ordeal in 
London. The grand old woman was fast asleep in 
her carriage. She was lying back with her eyes> 
closed and a look of utter fat.igue on her venerable ^ 
face. As we s iluted her a lady by her side — I think 
it was the Princess Beatrice — nudged her. She 
Btart‘»d. Her tired eyes opened, she smiled wearily 
and bowed. It was the last effort of an interminable 
day. There in a flash was revealed tho human side 
of sovereignty. And it is of King George aa a man 
with human limitations that we ought to think 
during the coming days of gloiy and— woartneiii^^ •

‘ The Exhibition of Ancient Art at Earl*s Court was 
not in an advanced atiige of preparedness when 1 saw it 
on the opening day, but anyone could notice that most 
of the treasures exhibited were from the gems of the 
chief dealers. So that tliongJi the display is varied, is 
interesting and valuable, it cannot cornpura with the 
national collection at South Kensington, but 1 shall 
enter mora fully into particulars after my next visit, 
when I hope the catalogue will be ready. I cannot praise 
tb^ arrangements made for the Press. 

An Exhibitions Galore. 

Art at the Festival of Empii'e, Art at the Coronation 
Exhibition, Art everywhoi*e! Even an Exhibition of 
Japanese temple .pictures at Fishmongers' Hall which 
shows a curious association oC Buddhism with the City 
Fathers. Ja]iatieBO art.i'cniinds me iliat the Japanese 
rints have risen to a record of i^240 for a single example, 
can 1|uy some at <id. each, and never can understand 
such high prices for mechanical work. Granting nil 
that can 1.>e said with regard to line and colour, we must 
remember that these ))rin(s were turned out in thousands 
and sold for a penny or so each. There is a lustre in 
the .colours of Japanese paintings in striking contrast to 
the prints, and a freedom of ioticli and life besides. At 
Earl’s Court there is a stall where a young Englishman 
speaks Japanese ! 

The Richard Bcanctt Exhibitios at Gorcr't. 

^ Old Chinese porcelains of the rarest and most valunble 
kind^ at prices which have by no means raached finality. 
Why should fine examples have such extraordinary 
values ? Here again the ever-growing number of earnest 
collectors is responsible for the rise. If you have 
collected for some years you find much greater difficulty 
in buying anything good, now than ever befoiw. Why, I 
remember picking up old Chinese figures for a few 
•hillings ! At Bath some time since I saw two which 1 


left because they were £7 128. lowest price. At Brighton 
I bought two similar ones for £2, and at Plymouth two 
more for Tis. So that if you ask what Chinese ngurei 
are worth, it is evident they vary veiy considerably. 

J&40,000 for a Pair of Figures ! 

There, in specially designed alcoves at Qorer’s were two 
figures of Vajrapani, a titulaiy god of Indian origin.^ I 
asked Mr. Gorer what the price was. He repkod

ceramic art the world has ever seen. 1 could give you 
a page doacnx)tion of tiiem, but will simply add thatrthe 
god is represented in his two characters as guarduin of 
the Law and protector of Buddha, the former having a 
blue, an I the latter an aubergine-coloured face. Perhaps 
I shall not err greatly in saying that these specimeno 
are the finest works which ever left the bands of the 
potter and enamel painter. They came from a temple. , 

The Other Picture — Not for Millionairct. 

What I have written will excite your interest in your 
old Chinese porcelain, if you have any. And even now it 
is possible to buy an occasional piece at quite a Ivj^r figure. 
In 1^01 I bought a very good blue aind while ginger jar 
in Yarmouth market at a stall for half-a-crown, which 
1 brought home in my liat-lK)x. But does it matter even 
if you have to carry your clothes so long as^ the 
treasure is safe? When I see a man or woman with a 
triumphant expression, hurrying home, holding with 
tight grasp a parcel, usually badly wrapped-up, I iike 
to think that a, treasure is there on its way to join 
the others. Millionuii-es have no idea of the pleasures 
of hunting and finding when knowledge servos for 
money. 

Chiua ABSoeiated with Old Engllth Printt. 

Nothing harmonises more perfectly with old china 
than old prints. If I were asked which are the prettiest 
old engravings, 1 should re;'ly at once “the coloured

ones/' printed in colour, I mean. The art of stipple 
ragravinfi^ has very few followers nowadays, the 
fingers of one hand would be more than sufficient to 
TOunt the m^n who pmctise it. But Ihe work of Byland 
and Burke, of Bartolozzi and his pupils will always 
command the attention of those who love the home 
beautiful. Tomkins, Ogboriie, Jones (J.) Chee^eman, 
Eacins (2), Schiavonetti, T. Watson, Caroline Watson, 
T. Byder are amongst those whose work is most 
highly est^nied. Most of their work is in oi'diiiary^ 
black or bistre, but nearly all have pn>duce<l wonderful 
esauiqles in colour. This colour printing, by the way, 
was exclusivelv the work of the printer, the engraver a 
w^rk ended when his needle llnished the stippling of 
the eopi)er*plate. 

A Record Price and a Good Book. 

«Barto1o7.zi was an indefatigable worker, whose colour 
print of Miss Farren (Countess of Derby) reiJised a 
/^ord price of .COOil four years ago. In liis own lifetime 
his works were popular in Society, and in the ranks 
below, thoiighuut the couiil.’'y. Now, with the advent of 
' pit>ce8B colour printing, and with the decad nice of the 
, engraver's art, they have entered the portals reserved 
for the rich. Ouly now and tlieii can you buy a good 
print cheap. If you want to know more about the man 
and hia^imprk, you should get ** Francesco Uartoiozzi, 
B.A.,** by J. T. Herbert Uaiiy.

About 1780, when at the snnimit of his fame, 
Bai*toluzzi went to live at Fulhain. His income was 
considerable, but, like many otlicrs po-ssessiiig ihe 
artistic temperament, he was always poor. When 1 
read that a day’s outing with Cipriani, the painter and 
Ins friend, cost liiui i'.Vi that does not Hurprise me. The 
Bohemian temperament, after all. is genius allied to 
weak human nature. Tlie close-listed artist is seldom 
interesting; Morland and Rartolozzi both spent all they 
earned.

OUSANDS of people aro at present under the 
impression that they are facing to see the Corona^ 
tion. It is^ of course, an entirely erroneous im- 
pression. They will trairel over laud and sea to see it— 

S archase expensive seats, stay at expensive hotels, buy 
lings at expensive shops— out they will not see the 
Coronation. 

They will see many things, however. They will see a 
big crowd in holiday mood, they will see all the Corona- 
tion specialities, '* and the articles about the Oorona- 
■ tion in the newspapers ; they will see each other, and 
they will see London Town excited; they will hear 
brass-bands play patriotic music, and songs of loyalty 
‘ sung in childish voices. 'J'hey will see the Town painted 
Hed, Wliile, and Blue for a space— but they won't see 
the Coronation. 

And it doesn't matter in the least, i*eally. The things 
whieb they will sec; are iho things which they are coming 
to see ; the event itself will go on very well without thorn, 
but the setting, and the thousand and one things that 
go to malse up a speota(‘.le, depend upon the presence of 
all these people who are labouring under an illusion. 

They are the ** atmosphere." The success of the 
Coronation will not depend upon the weather, or upon 
the presence of this or that eminent personage to take 
part in it; it will depend entirely upon its “atmo- 
spliei'e," upon the people who tell each other now that 
they are " going to London to see the Coronation," but 
who are in reality going tu do nothing of the sort. 

Without tlinm, it would bo a dull ceremony indeed. 
All the pageants and processions in the world would be 
empty of meaning but for tbe crowds that try to watch 
them, and the things the crowds say when they fail to 
do so. What will the impression be. of people who have 
visited Loudon for the first time*— perhaps visited it from 
a far land — after they have “ seen " the Coronation ? 

Will it bo the iuiprossion of a King being orownea, 
of i*egal splendour, of costly magnificonce P Or will it 
bo an impression of a shouting crowd, a singing crowd.

with banners flying and bands braying 'Willituot 
be this and the remembrance of the exquisite folly of 
wearing hideous ties beoause other people wore them, 
of singing out of tune because other people did so, of ' a 
town a little bit out of its senses, and altogether out of 
its conventions— of all the other people who came to see 
and remained to shout P 

It is a very happy illusion, i*eally. But for it, it would 
be easy enough to see the Coronation — hut then t||m 
would be nothing to see. The millions that are being 
spent on this great ** show " are to be well s^nt, for^ 
they will serve to bring together the people wlio alone 
would make the show worth seeing. 

It is perhaps the tremendous expenditure which if 
attracting most people. Their loyalty does not demand ^ 
that they shall see the King crowned, so long as they 
know that he is crowned, and so long as they are willing 
to keep him so. But they are very curious to see a 
show which is going to cost such a lot to produce." 
It is a theatrical venture on a large scale, with London* 
for a stage and all the world for the actors. 

They will probably ask, afterwards, where all the 
money has gone — but that does not matter. People 
always ask questions like that when entlmsi^ap^ has 
had time to run down, and fervour begins to look a bit 
like foolisbuesB.

Racial types become monotonous when you have seen 
them repeated time after time; what is marvolious in 
one. is maddening in a doxen. 

Think, then, of the fascination of that Coronation 
Show. Por once London will be shaken out of its sot, 
though ever- changing, type. Prom a thousand channels 
fresh blood will pour in— people who have not yet had 
time to key themHclvcs up to the London tune.

Lot ua, in the light 
of Ladiea* Cbampionabipa, Ladies’ International Cou- 
teeta, and Ladiea* Coronation Competitiona, gaze into 
the blank durkneaa of the male golfer’s mind. 

It is only fair to quote verbatim and italicise the poison. 

**We have always advocated a liberal extension 
of the right of golfing to women. Not many yeara ago 
(tbia was printed in 1898), their piMition was most de- 
graded* Bound to accompany their lords and maslera 
to golfing reaorta for the summer months, they had to 
■abmit to their fathers, husbands, and brothers playing 
golf all day, and talking golfing shop the whole of the 
evening, while they tlicmselves W6i*e hooted off the links 
with cries of ** fore,” if they ventured to appear thct*e. 
We therefore gladly welcomed the esUbliahment of 
ladies’ links— a kind of Jews’ Quarter— which have now 
been gtnermialy provided for them on most other larger 
greens. (Note Hoylake Ladies’ Links, for example, 
where the water lihs all the winter, and the hay domin- 
ates the spring and summer.)

Now, we do not presume to dictate, but we 
must observe t^t the posture and gestuius requisite for 
a Lill swing ai*e not particularly graceful when tiie player

Miss Doi'othy Oampbeil, Miss (jOcII Leitcli, and a host 
of othera would — well, perhaps it is better not to say 
wbat they would think. Miss Isette Pearson lias veiy 
much to answer for in hounding on lady golfers 
towards an ambitions goal requiring *' postuitis and 
gestui'es '* not particularly graceful wtien the player is 
oiad in female dress. 

Perhaps the initial blunder made by bis lordship 
and Mr. Horace Hutchinson was in not suggesting that 
ladies should do the round with putters or croquet 
malleta 

The ungrafiefid posture! Look at the accompanying 
dmwing ^m a photograph of Miss Oecil Leitch, and 
^en let every lauy repudiate the insinuation. 

There ora swings and swings* as we all know to our 
eost, and a false swing deserves to look ugly— as indeed 
it always does, wbfither the golfer be dad in female 
attiro or knickers. 

Yet listen onoe more to his loi'dsbip. 

••Tboir right to play, or rather the ^xpedieney of il eir 
playing the long round, is much more ooubtfuL If they 
■boose to play when the male golfers are feeding or 
seetiDg, no one can o^eot Bui at other tiinee*-muet 


we say it?— they are in the way; just because gallantry 
forbids to ti'eat them exactly as men.” 

Do women keep men back on tlie links P Yes, .offbn. 
But the men have always the right to ask to passe Do 
men keep women back Y Yes, often and often. Fooz- 
ling men often drive lady players frantic, becuuse,frhow- 
ever much ground they lose, the laiies cannot pass, 
while male enemies coming on behind blame the ladigs 
for slowness which it is impossible for them to better. 

At Hoylake recently, 1 and tiiy lady partner could not 
get on through the slowness of the men in front, and were 
caught up and liad to lot thm^ couplua puss before we , 
could advance. Without bouBtliig, 1 think we were quite 
capable of keeping our places on the green. 

But, lastly, near his lordship ! ^ 

** As to women playing the long round with nieii as 
their partners, it may be sufiioient to say, in the words 
of a promising young player, who found it bard to 
decide between flirtation and playing the gamer * it'i 
all mighty pleasant, but it isirt business ! ’ ” , 

In the light of 1911 we ladies can smile at these 
insults. After all, it is wiser to smile than to resent, to 
stick to our game, and to reduce our handicaps, tliuii to 
pause, protesting.

Wb are all off on our holiday, 
and for the moment the con* 
Btitutional critsiB iias ceased to 
trouble, and both Peeia and 
Commons are at rest. 

Indeed, except in the news* 
papers, thei*e has not l^eeii a 
crisis; and there is not goinj; 
to be one. There will lie a little 
spaiTing between the gladiators 
after the Coronation, but it will 
partake of the “ make-believe 
in which politics abounds. The 
Parliament Bill will, by one 
method or another, reach the 
Statute Hook in a few weeks, 
and everybody is well awaie of 
that; but what people are not

Lest, however, wc might become weary in well doing, 
and get a surfeit of “ the peace that bus broken out^* 
(as Mr. William Redmond puts it), Mr. Churchill en- 
livened the proceedings before the udjournmeui by bis 
onslaught on the Judges, and thereby went perilously 
neai* to producing a stormy scene. It was not so much 
what be said as the way he said it that caused the 
trouble; but whatever his opponents may think of him, 
none of thorn has ever denied to him the poBsesRiou of 
unbounded courage. It was nothing to him that there 
is a tradition that Judges should not ho criticised at 
Westminster. He thought, that, in view of recent 
Election Petitions, some of them uro not models of im- 
partiality, and he said so. AVhat has happened has, 
however, proved the foi’esight of the objection urged at

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THE FUNNIEST 'HANG I EVER SAW.

T he funny things I have seen never seem so funny 
. to write about as they did to look at. Besiden, 
what atnyses me does not always amuse othei's. 

1 remember seeing a Oliancery judge, a large, pompous, 
gentleman, trying to maintain his dignity whilst he was 
wading out to swim in a tight bathing-costume. A 
man who was with me and saw him. t-oo, couldn't see 
anything to laugh at :.but then he did not know that 
the large gentleman was 11 judge, and had never seen 
him on the bench.

But few of the twenty million ^nle who patronise 
the picture theatre week hj we^ know anything of 
the players whose faces they see so often upon the 
oci*een.

Once again 
he changed from PathS’s to the Itala Company, with 
whom he signed a contract which does not expire 
until 1913. His wife, Mme Valentia Frascoroli, is a 
charming artiste from Turin. 

The Essonay cowboy subjects are always eagerly 
looked for, and tbe brilliant horsemanship which forms 
such a predominant feature of these iilma ulwavs 
evokes the warmest applanso. Every member of the 
Esianay Stock Company has been recruited from the 
front-line of picture-players. Miss Clara Williams, the 
leading lady, is an expert horsewoman, while her beauty 
and grace have made her a conspicuous figure on the 
screen. 

The Kalem pictures have quickly sprung into public 
favour. Each member of the company must be an 
aapert swimmer, skilled in horsemanship, and have a 


good general knowledge of all athletios and outdoor 
sports. In order to obtain correct local odour the 
iLalem camera man has frequently been known to 
traverse two continents. 

Miss Alice Joyce, the popular star of the etook 
company, is familar to all habitn^ of the otnema. 
Her acting is of the highest order, whilst her 
personality appears to make itself felt even upon tGe 
silent screen. Another well-known member of the 
company is Miss Wolfe ; a pretty girl and a remarkaUe 
“ emotional lead.*' The terror-provoking ** Chief Ea^e 
Feather," who appears in most of the Indian subjectr. 
is a talented character man, with an extraordinary gift 
for facial expression. 

The Biograph girl. Miss Florence Lawrence, is 
probably the best- known cinema character. She too 
has had various changes.

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‘‘BARRACKING*’ AT CRICKET. 

« "By WILLIAM POLLOCK. 

poxs ibe faoi tbab spectators at coantj cricket 
ma^bea pay tbe piper— in the form of entrance money 
^give them the right to call tbe tune ? In other words, 
has the looker-on at public cricket fixtures any right to 
barrack the players if their methods do not fit in with 
his^wn ideas of what the game should bo P 

The question has already risen in connection with 
this 4aBon*B first-class cricket. There have been one 

two instances of barracking, and there are certain to 
ne scleral more before stumps are finally drawn for the 
year. 

•Spectators have no sort of right to voice disapproval 
of whatever cricket they may hapj^n to witness. 

Emphatically the payment of sixpence— or whatever 
sum they may expend — for admission to a ground does 

• not give them that right. They simply pay to watch 
the cricket which is taking place, not the cricket which 
Biey, in their infinite wisdom, tliink should take place. 

The — seeming — argument that county cricket is a 
popular entertain men t, that it is run chiefly for 
“.gates,” is really no argnment at all in this connection. 

It is nerfectly ridiculous for anyone to say : “ A 
cricket match is on a par with a music-liall show. I am, 

• tacitly, promised a certain entertaiument. therefore I 
have a right to btio — and I sIi.t,!! boo— if 1 do not 
approve of what is set before me.” 

The music-hall show is a set thing. It has hern re- 
hearsed and approved of by experts befon*. it is allowed 
to come before the public, and there is a distinct under- 
standing that it shall reach a certain standard on 
presentation. If it docs not, someone is at least 
censurable. 

But nothing of this applies to a cricket match. No 
batsman, bowler, or fieldsman cun guarantee anything 
in advance, and no one win guarautee it for them. A 
score of circumstances have to be taken into account. 
If a batsman plays ultra-slow cricket, ho doubtless has a 
very good reason for doing so ; no cricketer ever 
deliberately sets himself to score but ten runs an liour 
if be can score a hundred. Nor does any fielder miss 
the bail, or any bowler bowl the off- theory for his own 
personal glorification. 

The players themselves arc the right judges of their 
own style of game, and people who cannot recognise 
such an element— any fact, really ought not to go to 
cricket matches and display their lack of manners and 
understanding by barracking. They are not wanted. 

Australia is, of course, far better equipped with bar- 
raokers than we are — at present- and the scene whirli 
occurred at Sydney during the tour of P. F. Waimcr’s 
Eleven there was a positive disgrace to cricket. 

, Jnst because the crowd thought it knew belter than 
the umpire (Crockett) — and, by the way, R. E. Foster 
and Hayward — wliether Clem Hill was run out or not, 
it groaned, hissed, booed, yelled, and generally luis- 
behaved itself for several minutes at a stretch, and for 
a whole afternoon at intervals. Also, it made itself 
infamous for all time in cricket history by its insulting 
remarks to^tlie Englisli wiptain and tlie umpire. 

So far — although some “ enthusiasts ” did once start 
to kick up the pitch at Lord's because it came on to 
rain — we nave never witnessed anything quite so dis- 
graceful as that here. 

Still, even as he is, the barracker is a nuisance to 
people who go to cricket matches because they under- 
stand and lixe the game, not because they desire an orgie 
of slogging.

' It is, of course, quite impossible to write an article on 

othea this weatlier without referring to the heat. Tjet me 
■ay at once that 1 think " fancy has a good deal to do with 
the selection of the clothes that we consider necessary for 
comfort in the hot weathor. The oilier day, for instance, £ 
noticed a man wearing a suit made of a grey flannel which 
was obriously too thick for a Bunim«‘r suit. IMoreovor, the 
coat to this suit was made double-breasted, and as a coat of 
this kind is neither particularly smart nor comfortable 
when it is worn unbuttoned, the owner had faBicnud it. I 
noticed also that under the coat was a waistcoat of the 
same stuff, and 1 felt quite sorry for the man who was thus 
deceiving himself into believing that he was dressing '* for 
the weather.*' 

Black Cloth. 

There is no doubt, of coarse, that if you have two suits, 
one made of black cloth and one of very pale grey cloth, 
and if you take care to see that the two cloth.s are of 
exactly the same weight and texture, you will find that the 
black cloth suit will keep you warmer on a hot day than 
the pale grey suit. But it does not nocessarily follow that 
any black suit must be more uncomfortable for the woarcr 
on a hot day than any suit of a light shade. Therefore, if 
some of my readers who happen to possoss black coats and 
waitooats of very tliin cloth are hesitating about wearing 
them because of the hot weather, let me say this : Don't 
Ihesitate; wear what you have ; your thin things will very 
likely ba just as cool on a hot day as some of those flannel 
suits you are coveting. 

While Suits. 

The right kind of suit to wear in the hot. weather is a 
white one. but custom nays **no'’ to that idea, unless we 
are at the seaside or are going to a lonnis party or some- 
thing of the kind in the country. The ready-made while 
flannel suit one boos in shop windows nearly always has a 
double -brenstocl coat to it. and possibly it is becauHo of this 
BO man^ men have got tlio idea that the coat iiinst be made 
in that shape. The truth is, however, tiiat a white coat 
made exiusily like an ordinary lounge coat is much more 
comfortablo and, if anything, a trifle more smart than a 
double-breasted coat. 

Two Kinds of Tics. 

If the white waistcoat has a narrow deep opening to if. 
the tie sliould be of the sailor's knot kind, the collar should 
be narrow and of the double shapo. and the tie should be 
of a very pale shade. If the opening of the waistcoat is 
not so deep then a bow tie and a wing collar con be worn.

Opinions differ as to the measurement of the ** tnm*up" of 
the trousers and the length that such trousers should, 
bo. Some gay young sparks d^ight in having 
their flannel trousers made so short that their ends 
are half-way up their owners* calves when their owners aVe 
sitting down. This, of course, is going to the extreme of 
fashion.

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Thv feature of markets during 
the weok has been Americans, 
which have been the centre of 
activity. Kries, which we specially 
XMommended when at 31^, being the most prominent stock, 
and at the time of writing being 38. The liritish public 
has not yet gone in for Americans to any extent, and advices 
from the other side vary. Tlie beat informed opinion is 
that an irregular market is to be looked for, to be followed 
by a period of liquidation followed by lower prices. 

Home Kails call for no special comment. Iflexicans have 
been weak. Jt is not to bo expected that the country will 
settle down after its revolution without disturbance, and 
this market had best be avoided, nnloaa one is prepared to 
take risks. J^'orostal Lands, which we recommended four 
weeks ago, have been the strongest spot among Industrials. 
Kaffirs have been inclined to drop after their spurt, 
but the position is healthy. Oils have been steady and 
Bubl^rs have been in more demand, although this market 
is still suffering from the effects of the boom, in that 
every advance brings out plenty of sellers. 

• 

Alltopp and lad Coope. 

The Allsopp report is something of a disappointment, th^ 
net trading profit for the year being jeC4,5U() us against 
X79,100 the year previous, whilst the total revenuo fell 
from jG 13 1,800 to ^*90,000. After paying interust on tlio 
Debentures the deiicioncy of profit and loss is increased 
from jS 4,4<K) to i!23,(KK) : the proposed amalgamation with 
Ind Coope A Co. is the one bright spot. The over*uapitalisa* 
tion of Allsopp’s, and, indeed, most of the breweries, tiiu 
trend of legislation hostile to this industry, and the gradual 
diminution in the coiisuniptioii of alcoholic drinks are all 
unfavourable factors whicli can only bo overcome by a 
bold policy of amalgamations, and if the rumour that 
negotiations with several other Burton breweries is oorrocti, 
thus bringing about a large brewery combine, there may be 
hope for AUsopp’s shareholders. 

Ldw-Prieed Shares. 

Wa are not in the habit of recomitiondiiig low-prieod 
shares, for the fallacious assumption that a sharu is cheap 
because its price is low is probably responsible for mure 
losses than auy other — particularly in the case of mining 
shares. The attraction is. of course, that it one doc s happen 
to buy the right share, the margin of profit possible on 
one's capital is infinitely greater than where it is invested 
in a higher priced one; the risk, however, is equally 
Ipwater. 8till, where it is iiossible to buy a low-priced 
share paying dividends, the likelihood of loss is considerably 
reduced, while the chances of capital appreciation are, if 
anything, enha 4 ced. 

A Low-Priced Dividend Payer. 

Among the limited number of sliaros purchasable well 
below their jmr value and yet paying dividends, may bo 
nentioned the Preferred Ordinary shares of Charrou 
Limited, the well-known Paris manufacturers of motor-cars 
and aooesaories.

CORONATION FEVER. 


By JAMES 

PVEBYBODY in London is down with Coronation 
^ forer. It is a delifi^htful disease, for it makes 
sensible folk say and do silly things. It is not 
every day that seven million people are light-headed 
and light-hearted. It is not every day that rich and 

E )or, young and old, take leave of their sober senses. 

ut there is no doubt that London has gone quite 
mad over the Coronation. I firmly believe that I 
am the only sane person left in what G-rant Allen 
used to call the “ squalid village.’* There may be 
one or two others, but I have not met them. The 
police, for example, have become quite deliriously 
nervous. They are trying to terrify us either into 
staying at home or into sleeping all night in the 
streets. It would really be letter to issue tickets 
for streets as well as for seats. 

• t • 

E street tickets might be sold at a shilling 
each. The police would take the tickets at the 
l^tes. Thus there would be no crushing and no 
jostling. The pavements might he marked off in 
squares, and each square might be numbered, so 
that every spectator could stand on his own spot. 
This plan would reduce the whole business to severe 
' mathematical order. It would simplify the task of 
the police. They could arrest any wretch who dared 
to trespass on another man’s square. The affair 
could bo run like a lottery. There is room, say, for 
two million spectators on the route. Each square 
would have a number, and the rule would be “ first 
come, first served.” As a nile, a crowd is not a neat 
sight. It seethes and writhes. It shoves and 
pushes. It squeals and squabbles. But this plan 
would make the crowd as neat as a regiment on 
parade. There would bo a place for everybody, and 
everybody would be in his place. It is a pity that 
this idea did not occur to the ix>lice. They have 
lost the chance of securing the biggest ** gate ” on 
record.

S OME of the Coronation advertisements are very 
droll. One gentleman wants to act as chef de 
fieeplion. He says he is ** experienced in the art of 
managing crowds.” But there may be no crowd to 
manage. The arrangements for keeping the crowd 
out are too complete. Probably the crowd will cir- 
cumvent the police by making up its mind to spend 
the night in the streets. In that case, the trouble 
will begin earlier instead of later. What puzzles me 
is this. Why were not these tremendous precautions 
not necessary at the last Coronation ? And what 
are the sixty thousand troops for P If the troops 
are needed the barricades are not, and if the 
barricades are needed the troops are not 
• • • 

E truth is that we are growing more hysterical. 
We allow ourselves to get worked up to a pitch 
of nervous excitement which our rude forefathers 
would have laughed at. The newspapers do their 
best to lash us into a frenzy of feverish curiosity. 
At the Coronation of Queen Victoria the Tims was 
an eight-page paper. To-day all the newspapers on 
earth Sl^e Corftnatiug.” The very babes and 
sucklings are agog with anticipation. I heard two 
infants of five mvely discussing the question. They 
solemnly agreed that a third babe of three was not 
old. dnoup;h to go. I know a lively old lady who is 
ninety years of age* She is cheerily facing 
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the horrors of nin<) hours on a plank. Between 4he , 
babes and the octogenarians there will be some 
amazing feats of endurance. 

• • • 

L ondon is behaving like a city of childrenr, It 
is doubtful whether an earthquake would cause 
more inconvenience than the Coronation. In fact, 
the Coronation is a London earthquake, has 
changed the aspect of our streets for miles. It has < 
hidden old familiar places. It has buried Constitu- 
tion Hill, the National Galler;^, Charing Cross 
railway station, churclies, hospitals, Houses Of 
Parliament, and the Abbey itself in a wilderness 
of wood. In fact, you cannot see London for thO 
wood. London is no longer a city of stone. It is^a 
city of wood. When I shut my eyes I see a visifen ‘ 
of a host of carpenters sawing and painters painting. ^ 
They have been sawing like fiends and painting like 
demons for weeks. Where all the carpenters and 
painters have sprung from is a mystery. ' 

R • • 

T he worst form of Coronation fever is the seat 
mania. It attacks elderly ladies with extreme 
virulence. They wear themselves out hunting for 
bargains in the shape of eighteen inches of deal. I 
pity the seat-vendors. The poor creatures are 
haggard with haggling. One tradesman told me 
that he had done no business for a month. He was 
standing amid the dtibris of his shop in an attitude 
of misery. He assured me that the only lucky and 
happy shopkeepers are those whose shops are not on 
the route. But if the Coronation spells loss for the 
shopkeepers, it spells blue ruin for many a distracted 
householder. It is no joke to he forced to pay five 
guineas a head for the beautiful eyes of a large*' 
family. As the show lasts only a quarter of an hour, 
the unfortunate breadwinner pays for each of his 
flock at the rate of seven shillings a minute !

T he truth is that London just now is no place for 
a poor man. Everybody lisps in guineas, and 
the guineas come — especially from New York. There 
is actually a lightning liner — the Mauretania. She 
sailed from New York on Wednesday, was due to 
arrive on Monday, and to return on Saturday. The 
fares were four times the usual rate. In New Yorli 
she is known as the ** Coronation Boat.” I know 
some Americans who chose her because she was the 
fastest and dearest way of getting here. There are 
Americans who take infinite pains to unearth new 
forms of extravagance.

yj^HATEVER else the Coronation mav be, it is 
” a carnival of waste, an orgy of wealth. Money 

is being with both hands. It was odd to note 
liow Ascot emptied the West End streets of all the 
gorgeously-garbed women. FiccaSdilly looked quite 
shabby at times, and Bond Street almost dowdy. 
The reason was that all the elegant dames and 
damsels were either at Ascot or were ashamed to let 
it be known that they were not there. It would be 
interesting to know how much money was spent on 
feminine dress for Ascot. I Am told th^t an Ascot 
hat costs at least twenty or thirty guineas, and that 
an Ascot frock seldom costs less! The popi^

In Courts and Palaces stamp collecting has long 
enjoyed a considerable vogue. As far hack as 1864 
certain poieml^rB of the Koyal Family evinced a keen 
inter^t in philately, as a I'esult of which a special Koyal 
Keprint of the first Penny Postage Stamp, the Id. black 
of Great Britain, 1840. was made, and complete sheets 
were presented to tiie Prince of Wales (afterwards 
Edward VII.). the Duke of Connaught, Princess 
Clementine of Belgium, and the German Empeior. 
The late Duke of Saxe-Cohurg Gotha was an ardent 
philatelist, and for some time presided over the 
fortunes of the Koyal (then the London) Philatelic 
Society. 

^ The Duke of Clarence and the Earl of Kingston were 
nunibei'ed amongst other distinguished British stamp 
collectors, whilst Princess Mtirgaret of Connaught is 
also a devotee. Her husband, Prince Gustav Adolf, is 
an enthusiastic philatelist, and Patron of the Swedish 
Philatelic Society. Theiw is no evidence to show that 
the late King Edward was actually a stamp collector, 
hut he can ut least be said to have shown an inteiest iu 
the hobby, Jind in company with the present King wae 
a visitor at the London Society's 1897 exhil3ition.

Foremost amongst Koyal stamp collectors is oolr 
present Sovereign, King Geoige V., but although it is a 
matter of common knowledge that hie Majeety has 
collected postage stamps for many years, few people 
iwalihe the deep and active interest which he has token 
in^hilatelio affairs. ^ 

The Koyal stamp collection is said to have beensfirst 
commenced during his Majesty’s midshipman davs on 
board the old Bai:chante, and his eaily phili^rie 
activities were pursued under the able tutelage or his 
uncle, the Duke of Edinburgh. In 1896 he succeeded • 
to the Presidency of the London Philatelic Society, and 
it was mainly due to his influence that the society (. 
i*eceived its* Koyal charter in 1907. On his accession his 
Majesty was compelled to relinquish his oflice as presi- , 
dent of the society, of which, however, he remains the 
patron. " m 

Thi-ougbout his association with British philately, 
King^ George has closely identified himself with the „ 
principal enterprises for the advancement of the hobby. 
Accompanied by Queen Mary, he personally opened the 
Philatelic .Exhibition at the Water-Oolonr Insi^to in . 
1897, and has visited many subsequent exhibitiofis, ^ 
including that at the Horticultural Hall ml9(K>, and the 
Imperial Stamp Exhibition at tbeCuxton Hall, 1908. at 
hotli of which be was an exhibitor. Portions of the 
Koyal collection were also shown more lecently at the 
philatelic exhibitions at Berne and Waltliamstow, and 
his Majesty has gained a number of medals. 

Not only is be a stamp collector, but what is more, a 
keen student of all the minutm of the science, and is 
deeply learned in philatelic lore. The lesults of some 
of the Koyal researches have been embodied in studione 
papers, wnioh he has at various times piesenied before 
the Koyal Philatelic Society. 

The Koyal shimp collection is limited to the postal 
issues of the British Dominions, and, while conducted

* 1901, his Majesty brought back a number of philatelic 

^ Bonvenirs. 

The arrangement and classification of the collection 
is snperintended by the Hon. Secretary of the Koyal 
Philatelic Society, and a special purchasing agent is 

• entrusted with obtaining choice specimens to grace the 

* Royal albams. 

Like Father, Like Son. 

Worthy sons of a philatelic father, the Prince of 
Wales and Prince AlMrt ara both ardent stamp col- 
lecto]% and attended the Exhibitions of 1906 and 1908. 
Apparently, the Prince of Wales is less conservative in 
his collecting than the Royal parent, for at the 1906 
Exhibition he allowed collections of the Fienoh Colonies, 
and of the negro Republic of Liberia, both of which 
weie marked “ not for competition.” He is reputed also 
to have a strong penchant for the stamps of his name- 
sake colony, Prince Edward Island. 

Stamp ColUetiag Royalties. 

Amongst other ilhistrious stamp colleotoi*R may be 
mentioned Queen H41(^ne of Italy, ex-King Manoel of 
Portugal, King Alfonso of Spain, Queen Maud of Nor- 
way, the Mikado, the King of Siam, the Khedive of 
Bgjpt, some of the German Royal Princes, the Crown 
Prince of Servia, Prince Doria Pamphilj of Italy, and 
innumerable minor Royalties and dignitaries, including 
several members of the Russian Royal Family and a 
number of Indian Rajahs.

A Book that Argoes (•t Worte aad Worse. 



Whils there it a belief pOTularly current that the 
world tc-day ie makincp rapid proffreei. Mrs. John 
.. Hartin* in a etriking book entitled la Mankind 
' . Adaanoing 1 forbids us to lay that flattering nnotion to 
'OOr, souls. 

Bhe remarks: **In Western Europe and in Amerioa 
’ fnereased wealth produotion^free education, free thought, 
tile opening of opportunities in new ooun tries, and the 
' aooUeration of travel have combined to produce upon 
. our generation an exhilarating -sense of expansion, of 
growing power.” But this impression, Mra MaHlu 
says, is an illusion. We have not really progressed. She 
likens modern civilisation to a runaway locomotive 
going at tremendous speed on a wrong track, ** We 
. Saive lost our way.’* 

Progress, she contends, should mean the develop* 
• mont of higlter orders of human beings, not the mere 
numerical inoimse of human beings ! 

: , It is by the number and fibre of its men of genius, 
; she holds, that the progress of age must be tested. Our 
. pment-day productivity of men of genius compared 
. wdth that of former ages— notably of ancient Greece — 
la practically non-existent. Have we in modern times, 
Mrs, Martin inquires, any thinkers who can compare 
with these ancient Greeks H Kant maybe cited, and 
Barwin and Herbei-t Spencer; but are they as great 
, «B Plato and Aristotle? Very few would seriously 
.-maintain that Plato and Aristotle have over been 
sgua^d, much less surpassed. 

Greek soulptnre, by almost universal consent, is 
smexoelled. 

The work of Phidias has no rival, unless it be the 
work of Michael Angelo. 

Greek poetic genius finds transcendent expression in 
' Homer* one of the four or five greatest figures in the 
‘ world’s literature, while the dramas of Sophocles, 
; Huripides, and iBschylos take their places with tho 
’ , dramas at Shakespeare. Dante of the thirteenth 
'OWitniy and Goethe of the eighteenth oentury have no 
peers to-day. 


Making a list dF some twenty-seven men of trani- 
ceudent genins who have existed so far in the world’s 
history, Mrs. Martin finds that ** the little dity of 
Athens produced in a few years more men of .geniue 
than di(^all the millions of inhabitants of China, Indian 
Palestine,* Borne, and all of Europe breeding for two , 
thousand years ! ” 

But surely, it will be objected, geniue is not the ontj^ 
standard of progress. Though to-day we do not possess 
equals of the intellectual prodigies of the pakt» yet wcti 
are, nevertheless, advanoiog in industrial and scieutiflo 
effioienoy, in moral insight, in democratio culture. 
Mra. Martin meets and refutes this objection. 

The fact that we have more things than we ever had 
befoie, and can go to more places, and '* get there ” 
mora rapidly* is not neoessarily, she contends, a sign of 
progress. In spite of all our wealth, the blight of ^ 
povertjf, with its accompanying sickness* suffering, 
crime, insanity, and vice, continues. The social diseaso 
of modern times — the bleeding masses of the poor and 
the bloated masses of the rich —was not known* in 
Athens. 

improvements in machinery* Mrs. Martin oontinBbs, 
have I’endered the lot of tho workers in some respects 
harder than before. Machinery,” she says, **i8 tho 
groat disappointment of the mudoru world. We have 
quadruple-expansion engines, which have a thirty-seven 
thousand horse-power, but they have not rendered less 
arduous the labour of coal miners. The sewing-machine 
was hailed as the deliverer of the sewing woman, but 
since its invention the sweating system has spread. 
Many modern inventions ai*e only suggestive of the 
varied misery whose existence demanded their invention. 
Thus ingenious firaarms witness to burglary, and need 
of self-defence, and the sleepless hatred between men; 
varieties of medicine indicate new varieties of disease ; 
while surgery points to the failure of the whole science 
of medicine. The existence of police forces and charit- 
able organisations tell their own story, as do the moun- 
tains of false hair, legs, and arms, and the annual

Mrs. Marlin is equally emphatic in denyixig the 
existence of any substantial moral progress. In the 
mhitter of moral practice can it be contended that our 
present age is supreme P On the contrary, Mrs. Martin 
f^’ers^hat we are not as honest, as temperate, as just, 
as brave, or as public-spirited as the ancient Greeks. 

Our only hope of rascue from this backsliding lies, 
according to Mrs. Martin, in the adoption of a national 
system of eugenics.

Think of winning bine ribbons with lovely 
young girls and athletic boys, bred and groomed for 
the show I Think of seonving Rockefellers or Oarnegies 
in one's family at will, and thus successfully to 
replenish the family coffera ! ”

its present amorphous condition, while it presents no 
end which seems to be unattainable, presents no be- 
ginning which seems to be feasible. Many decades 

• must be passed while the deliberate improvement of 
human breeds are discussed and dreamed of before it 
can be done. For this, which is the most stupendous 
task man bos ever attempted, will need all his intelli- 
gence, will, endurance, and foresight.”
